HONEY AND HEART DISEASE: 

It may come as just as much of a surprise to our 
readers as it did to us to learn that honey has a nutri- 
tional value which readily adapts itself to the diets 
of people suffering from heart disease. Nevertheless, 
such is the contention of the Fruit Branch, Ontario 
Dept. of Agriculture, which department is stressing 
the “remarkable nutritional value and its use instead 
of sugar, especially in the case of persons suffering 
from heart ailments.” 

In a recently published booklet of honey recipes, 
swith full approval of the American Medical Associa- 
tion on Foods and Nutrition, there this reference to 
honey: ; 

“Honey is a natural unrefined nutritionally value- 
able food. It is unique in that it is the only unmanu- 
factured sweet available in commercial quantities.” 

“Seventy-five per cent of its composition is sugars, 
which give honey an energy-producing value second 
to few foods. Commonly used sugars, cane and beet, 
must be broken down into simpler sugars by diges- 
tive juices before they are assimilated into the blood- 
stream and tssues. These resultng simple sugars 
dextrose and levulose make up almost the entire sugar 
content of honey, This makes it reasonable to sup- 
pose that little digestion is necessary and absorption 
takes place quickly and puts no tax on the digestive 
system.”

is particularly good for those with a weak heart and 
resultant weak digestion. 

“A weak heart is most frequent in severe diabetes,” 
Dr. Lorand writes. “As the best food for the heart I 
recommend honey.

THE PRESS A PROTECTOR, TOO 

County Judge T. Herbert Barton, who is a mem- 
ber of the: Toronto Board of Police Commissioneés, 
not appear to hold the press in due respect. During 
the Police Commission’s investigation of allegations 
that a police officer had conducted a series of in- 
spections in Chinatown without warrant or apparent 
authority, Judge Barton spoke of the whole matter as 
a tempest in a teapot. 

Nothing should have appeared in the news- 
papers (he said). It would have been all right 
then. 

The fact that estimable Chinese citizens felt it 
necessary to protest the conduct of the police would 
suggest that it was not “all right”, The press does 
not find pleasure in publishing cases of apparent per- 
secution of any section of the community. Long ex- 
perience has shown, however, that the possibility of 
publication is the safeguard against many abuses which 
would otherwise have continued unchecked.. Several 
things have recently had to be brought by the press 
before the Police Commission, of which Judge Barton 
js a member, before proper discipline and procedure 
were enforced. 

There is another side to the matter, which Judge 
Barton also overlooks. And that is that his own work 
as a judge would be seriously handicapped without the 
press to inform the public of the laws and their en- 
forcement, Without a free press liberty is in danger. 
‘And without the easy access to the public mind 
which the press affords, government in its modern 
sense could not be carried on. Law must not be 
abused, neither must it be disregarded. In the achieve- 


ment of both purposes, the press is indispensible.

EXTRA FOOD BEFORE AN 
OPERATION: . 

When we think of the treatment 
given before an operation just a 
few years ago, many of us must 
wonder how the patient ever recoy- 
ered from the operation, although 
the skill of surgeons of those days 
was little—if any—behind our sur- 
geons of today. 

Until recently a patient about to 
undergo an operation was given a 
purgative and an enema so that the 
stomach and small and large intes- 
tine would be “clean” at the time of 
the operation. Also he was given 
very little food for a day or two 
before surgery, so that the digestive 
organs would be at rest during the 
operation. The patient thus would 
not lose any strength needed for, 
and his recovery after, the opera- 
tion. 

What do we find today? If the 
patient is not well nourished, he is 
given “extra” food for several days 
to give him strength to withstand 
the operation and prevent shock 
from weakness during the opera- 


tion. Also before, during, and af- 
ter the operation he is given trans- 
fusions of sugar and water to main- 
tain strength until he is able to 
eat nourishing meals. 

In “Annals of Surgery,” Drs. C. 
E. Koop, J. H. Drew, Cecilia Riegel 
and J. E. Rhoads, University of 
Pennsylvania, report their results 
obtained in patients about to und- 
ergo. stomach and brain operations 
by feeding large amounts of prot- 
ein (meat and eggs) before the op- 
eration, Tt is known that in these 
cases there usually is an insufficient 
amount of nitrogen in the blood and 
tissues. 

Eleven patients on whom stom- 
ach and brain operations were to 
be performed were studied, arid 12 
others about to undergo the same 
operation were used for controls. 
For five days before the operation 
each of the 11 patients was given 
8 to 9 grams of nitrogen for each 
kilogram (about 2 pounds) of welght 
daily. This was three times as 
much as had been found necessary 
to maintain nitrogen balance. 

In the 11 patients given the extra 
protein before the operations, re- 
sults were better. Lss swelling 
(edema) occurred, and they were 
able to get out of bed and on their 
feet sooner than the 12 who did not 
receive protein before the opera- 
tions.

If there eyer was a time when 
wheat came in for a lot of talk in 
Parliament, that time is now. 
Hardly a half day has gone by 
since the Commons met on Janu- 
ary 26i without someone getting 
up and speaking his piece about 
the importance of wheat to Can- 
ada's economy. 
Some want a free market - main- 
ly members of the Progressive’ Gon- 
servative Party. Others, on the gov- 
ernment side, say wheat should be 
kept under control and stress that 
farmers have never been better off 
than they are today. 4 
But with all the discussion about 
wheat and how much it means to 
Canada, very little thas been sald 
about the International Conference 
which ‘s meeting in Washington -_ 
about the men who are trying fo 
line up a world price that will keep 
both producers and buyers more or 
less: happy. z 
That brings us the mention that 
the International wheat talks -— 
and more -- came up in the Com- 
mons again last night during the 
Throne Speech Debate. 
The speaker, - - who comes from 
one of the world’s most famous 
wheat-producing areas _ was G, H- 


Yorkton. 
It doesn’t necessarily follow that 
What Castleden sald reflects the 


anyway, here’s how he looks at the 
situation as it stands right now. 

He kicks off by saying that Europe 
is beginning to come out of its em- 
ergency: condition and, according -to 
some reports, France is going to 
start exporting wheat next year.

The way Castleden looks at it, 
this will mean that the Argentine - 
which produces soft wheat whicn 
is used widely by millers in Britain 
and Continéntal Europe -- will be 
forcing a competative factor a- 
gainst the world’s exchange of goods 
on a barter basis. 


He says there's one feature of the 
present system of handling grain 
and agricultural commodities 
thoughout Canada which is of the 
utmost importance. And he adds 
that it's “pretty clear-that 
farmers themselves haye made up 
their minds {t will go.” 

He refers to the speculative sys- 
tem of marketing, ~ 

The way the C-C_F member looks 
at it, it's going to be necessary for 
us to negotiate and plan our mar- 
kets forthe future. 

-One of his particular beefs is this, 

‘iy spite of C-C_F protests during 
1947 about speculative marketing 
and the handling of coarse grains, 
the government didn’t do anything 
about the C-C_F’s proposed amend- 
ments to bring coarse grains under 
the wheat board. Instead, the same 
year, the government threw coarse 
grains on the open market. 

Last year, he says, the govern- 
‘Ment brought down its amendment 
to the Wheat Board Act and _- we 
quote -_ “Passed the buck to the 
three provincial governments of the 
West.” 

The result was that the Liberal 
Coalition Government of Manitoba 
and the Social Credit Administrat- 
ion in Alberta didn’t pass the en- 
abling legislation. And so the grain 
exchange carried on the handling. 
“But now,” says Gastleden, “The 
powers of the farm organizations 
are having some effect - _and they 
are beginning to win their point.”

Unfit For His Trial 


Glad Woodcox 
Being Taken 
Care Of 


“T am glad he will be taken care 
of” said Mrs. Rinlay, of Finlay’s 
Grocery store, Tory Hill, one of 
the chief witness for the defence 
oi. Herman Woodcox, when she 
heard Woodcox had been found un- 
fit to stand trial on account of in- 
," I was almost in tears,” she 
said, yhen they brought him in 
just now.” 

Mrs. Finlay told the “Post” a few 
incidents of Woodcox's life prior to 
the tragic Hallowe'en night when 
Arnold Gill lost his life. “He was so 
sweet and gentle” continued Mrs. 
Finlay. “and he would come in and 
play with my children and wouldn't 
let anybody harm them. He used to 
say that he liked playing with 
them because they never teased 
him or made him miserable.” 

Mrs, Finlay had a few biting re- 
marks to make about people who 
made such as Woodcox the butt of 
their misguided humour. “We have 
another such unfortunate person at 
Tory Hill,” she sald, “and people 
take a great delight in tormenting 
her. I suppose nothing will be done 
for her until another tragedy oc- 
curs.”

“On account of insanity this man 
is unfit to stand his trial.” This was 
the dramatic decision reached late 
Tuesday afternoon by a jury of 12 
good men and true at outset of 
the murder trial of 33-year-old 
Herman Woodcox of Tory Hill 
Woodcox, erraigned on a charge of 
murdering 20-year-old Arnold Gill, 
also of Tory Hill, was actually in 
court only a very short while be~ 
fore he found himself committed to 
Lindsay gaol “until the pleasure of 
the Lieutenant Governor {s known.” 

Herman Woodcox was charged 
with murder following the shoot- 
ing of Arnold Gill on Tory Hill’s 
main street on Hallowe'en night. 
Gill died of gunshot wounds before 
the horrified eyes of a Saturday 
night village crowd which had gath- 
ered to do their shopping and take 
part in Hallowe'en activities. 

Crucial point in Woodcox’ trial 
came after the Grand Jury had 
returned a true bill of murder a- 
gainst him and he was asked to 
plead. Sherrif Jasper Forman had 
just asked the prisoner whether he 
pleaded guilty or not guilty, when 
Defense Counsel I. E. Weldon in- 
terjected with: “I have not been 
able to be sufficiently instructed by 
this man on this point.” This 
brought the observation from the 
Crown Attorney, Lorne Jordan that 
there seemed to be an issue before 
the court. It was then up to the 
court to determine whether or not 
Woodcox was able to instruct coun- 
sel, able or not to stand trial, unfit 
on account of insanity. 

A deathly hush settled over the 
Court room as Sherriff, Jasper For- 
man, shook his black ballot box 
and withdrew the name of the 
first petit juror ~ Leander Werry. 
One by one the names were drawn 
and one was objected to for rea- 
sons unslated. Came the command 
“Prisoner look at the juror. Juror 
look at the prisoner” and each 
juror filed past the accused and 
took his place in the jury box. 

The man they looked at, Herman 
Woodcox, was pallid and looked 
back at them with unseeing eyes, 
He was dressed in a crumpled blue 
suit, open necked blue-grey shirt 
and wore a pair of high - cut bush 
boots. Not one of the jurymen seem- 
ed to be able to meet that sightless 
gaze but gave him a flickering 
glance and hurried, apparently 
embarrassed to their places.

Defense counsel, I. E. Weldon, 
asked the Justice if the onus was 
upon the defense to establish that, 
Woodcox was not fit to instruct 
counsel and was told that it was.

Hannam said in a prepared state- 
ment “we understood that the Fe- 
deral Government submitted this 
legislation to the Cupreme Court in 
order to clarify (the Act) relating 
to Margarine, The Supreme Court 
decision seems to have succeeded 
only in creating much confusion in 
respect to it.” 

Hannam said that if the appeal 
failed the Federation will ask the 
Government for some safeguard to 
the Dairy Industry.

Russian Embassy cypher clerk Igor 
Gouzenko told an | Ottawa court 
today that Sam Carr met. with the 
assistant chief of the Russian In- 
telligence Service in Ottawa in 
June, 1944. Gouzenko said Carr and 
the Russian official agreed there 
were great posibilities in Canada for 
forging passports. 

Gouzenko was the first witness 
called in the preliminary hearing 
of Carr, who is charged with con- 
spiring to forge a Canadian pass- 
port. 

Under cross examination by Jo- 
seph Sedgwick -Carr’s Senfor 
Counsel - Gouzenko said he handled 
an exchange of telegrams in 1944.. 

He said the exchange was be- 
tween Moscow and Colonel Zabotin, 
former Military Attache to the 
Soviet Embassy in Ottawa and head 
of the Espionage System in this 
country. 

Gouzenko said the Moscow In- 
telligence Chief came to Canada 
under cover as a Diplomatic Couri- 
er. He said the real purpose for his 
visit was to “check on Zabotin’s 
espionage organization.” 

While in Ottawa he met with 
Carr, Gouzenko testified. He added 
that he sent a code telegram to 
Moscow following the meeting, 

Gouzenko stated that the tele- 
gram said “there appear to be great 
possibilities of shoe-making in 
Canada.” 

Gouzenko explained that shoe- 
making was the covering word ‘for 
forging passports.

While the motion was 
being made, Colonel R, I. Moore, 
Mayor of Lindsay, took the chair 
so that Mr. Gordon, the actual 
chairman could second the motion.

FERTILIZER 
SHORTAGE 
LIKELY 


Manufacturers of fertilizers in 
Ontario say farmers will face a 
shortage this spring, unless they 
start buying now. 


Fertilizer plants throughout the 
province are plugged with an over- 
block, And officials say they 
can’t produce any more until pres- 
ent stocks move out to dealers. 


Dealers, however report no de- 
mand—eyen though seeding in some 
parts of the province will start in 
less than six weeks. 

Present forecasts indicate that 
about the same tonnage of fertiliz- 
er will be required in 1949 as was 
used last year. And there 1s enough 
well cured and well aged fertilizer 
on hand to begin seeding opera- 
tions. But this is not expected to 
last much more than a month, once 
farmers start placing orders. 

A spokesman at cne Toronto plant, 
says present stocks must move now 
to enable producerg to manufacture 
sufficient well-cured fertilizer to 
meet the expected demand. He 
adds there Js “insufficient plant ca- 
pacity to give eyeryone what they 


want when they want it.” (BUP),

Emphasis was placed on the need 
for good public relations in promot— 
ing the great Ontarlo cooperative 
enterprize “hydro” by Lindsay Com- 
mission Chairman A. T. Claxton 
last week. He was addressing the 
fourth hydro banquet to be held in 
Lindsay. 


“A get together such as this en- 
ables us tc become better acquaint. 
ed. The better we know the other 
fellow ~ the more harmony there {s 
in working together, Let me assure 
you that this little dinner is a very 
great pleasure,” Mr. Claxton de- 
clared. 


Continuing he stated: “We wel- 
come the Press. Hydro Electric is 
a public business. We are anxious 
that those whom we serve should 
know how their affairs are con- 
ducted. Let me assure you that the 
commission and those actively en- 
gaged in performing the service 
want the consumer to enjoy the 
very best service possible. Cost of 
installation and cost of rendering 
that service are very important, ,and 
are reflected in the rates which the 
commission are compelled to 
charge. It behoves us therefore to 
operate at the lowest cost consist- 
ent with good service. As a matter 
of fact Hydro is so cheap we can 
and do use it for more and more 
conveniences each year. More and 
more people, and hundreds of new 
homes, are having the benefit of 
electricity. In this connection let me 
say that we are delighted that the 
rural areas are rapidly obtaining 
these same advantages because the 
farmers are the backbone of the 
towns and cities. After all Ontario 
4s one area whether it be a city, 
town, village or farm, We are inter- 
dependent and must all work to 
secure equal advantages.” 


Further Curtailment Probable 

Looking to the future the chair- 
man sald: “It 1s possible we may 
have further curtailment in the 
service next season. There is no 
question but that this is due to the 
greatly increased demand for pow- 
er. It was thought that the demand 
would drop after the war - in- 
stead it increased enormously - 
much faster than supply could 
be harnessed.” 


And turning to the past he ob- 
served: “Looking at our overall 
picture last fall in Southern Ont. 
ario, of which we are a part, some 
60 per cent of our power comes to 
us from plants located on continu- 
ous flow rivers, the Niagara and the 
St. awrence, (through our purcha- 
ses from Beauharnols), These plants 
-of course, are not affected by the 
lack of rainfall. The other 40 per 
cent of our resources are generated 
on rivers with variable flows by our 
Commission and our Quebec sup- 
pliers. Unfortunately the sharp and 
sustained increase In demand coin. 
cided during the fall of last year 
with a period of marked and pro- 
bably unprecedented deficiency in 
rainfall and consequent river flow 
over a wide area of Ontario and 
Quebec and in the area supplying 
40 per cent of our power. The result, 
-a reduction in the Commission's re- 
sources of over 17 per cent below 
their normal dependable capacity.” 


Of the present and forseeable 
future the speaker observed that, 
“Fortunately rain fell in the right 
places and now most of the restrict- 
ions are lifted, With regard to con. 
struction during 1941, 2, 3, 4, 5, 
owing to restrictions on materials 
and labor shortage it was impossible 
for the Ontarlo Hydro Commission 
to go ahend with the proposed de- 
yelopments to the full. In 1945 after 
Japan surrendered work was com- 
menced at Stewartville plant, This 
was put into operation last Fall 
with a capacity of 80,000 H, P. - and 
other additions have been complet- 
ed in Western Ontario.” 


“Between November 1, 1947 and 
December 17, 1948, 3973 miles of new 
rural lines were constructed with 
29,065 new rural customers. In the 
present year it is expected that sev 
eral thousand miles of line and 
many new customers will be added. 
By the end of 1949 a total of 62 per 
cent of farms in Ontario will enjoy 
the use of electricity.” 

The Ontarlg Commission as you 
know are installing several Diesel 
and steam plants in different lo-

Yuh) of France says Russia has 
N-O-T dropped her plans to gain 
control of Europe and it's up to the 
United States to stop her. 

In an exclusive interview with 
British United Press recently, the 
French Premier said that “The At- 
Jantic Pact .... is a vital instrument 
for the destiny of the world.” In the 
alliance, Canada 1s Joined with the 
U-S and the Western Union Nat- 
jons of Burope in an anti-Commun~ 
ist bloc, 

He told B_U-P correspondent A. 
L. Bradford in Paris that the 
United States has an obligation 
to see that Russia does not over- 
ruin Western Europe as Germany 
did. For, he said, the U-S is the 
only power capable of forestalling 
such a catastrophe. 


The French Prime Minister em- 
phasized: “The question is that 
France and the rest of Western 
Europe must be spared in Invasion.” 

Turning to domestic problems in 
his country, he said that the French 
government will continue to meet 
ressure from both the extreme left 
and right by eliminating the rea- 
sons for thelr existence. 

The Premier Queuille said that 
-- when he took over the 
government, the great coal strike in 
the north was declared. But, he 
said, the government met the issue 
and today the Communists have 
been removed from all the key posts 
in the mining organizations. 

He was optimistic over the present 
economic improyement in his coun- 
try, for which he is being given 
full credit.

Spying Activities 
Incense Country 


(British United Press) 
France has started a roundup of 
Communist sympathizers suspected 
of spying in its new drive against 
the communist party and its lead- 
ers. 


The Interior Ministry reports 
that four pro-Communists have 
been arrested and charged with giv- 
ing out military secrets. Three of 
the men are left-wing newsmen and 
the fourth {!s a designer in a French 
Aircraft Works. All have been 
turned over to the military for 
questioning. Eleven others were ar- 
rested, but have been released. 


Defense Minister Paul Ramadier 
(Rah-mahd-yeh’) has asked that 
the Central “Committee of the 
French Communist party be in- 
dicted for sedition. He says the 
Communists are attempting to un- 
dermine the morale of the French 
armed forces. 


The crackdown on the Commun- 
{sts and their left-wing allles came 
after Maurice Thorez (Moh-rees’ 
Toh-rez)—Red boss in France—said 
French workers should welcome an 
{nvading Soviet army in the event 
of war. 


France also has brushed off a So- 
viet demand for the return of three 
anti-Communist Russian witnesses 
who took part in the Victor Krav- 
ehenko libel trial. 

The Soviets—in an official note— 
demand custody of the three men 
for trial as war criminals. France 
says no. Kravchenko, you may re- 
member, is the author of the best 
seller “I Chose Freedom.” He's su- 
ing a French Communist magazine 
for libel remarks made about the 
‘book.

Predicts End

“One of the glories of our system 
1s that before our justice all men 
are equal.” This assertion was made 
by Mr. Justice Dalton C. Wells in 
his address to the Grand Jury pick-

Justice Wells referred to the rob- 
es he was wearing and said it was 
a return to the old practice of wear- 
ing robes which prevailed in earl- 
jer times. “We think it desirable to 
go back to the costume of our fore- 
fathers,” he stated. 

He referred to the antiquity of 
our laws which, in many instances

The Atlantic 
Action an 


(British United Press) 

The negotiations toward the 
North Atlantic Pact once again seem 
(o have a clear track ahead. 

Norway has decided to join the 
pact in spite of the fact that Nor- 
wegian Foreign Minister Lange 
(Lahng’-eh) didn't get the guaran- 
tee he asked for that the United 
States automatically would go to 
war if Norway were attacked, 

This proves pretty clearly that 
Norway has not been pressured 'in- 
to joining. the pact. Indeed what 
pressure there was came from Nor 
way. The little Scandinavian coun- 
try has lost all faith in neutrality 
as a: result of her experience in 
World War two -- and she hasn't 
got over the shock of two years ago 
when: Soviet Russia suddenly asked 
her for the right to establish bases 
on her Artic Island of Spitzbergen. 

The allied naval chiefs will be 
very pleased to have Norway in the 
North Atlantic Alliance. Her in-} 
dentéd coast contains many fine 
submarine bases and her territory 
good airbases if Norway {ts not 
seized first by an enemy power, 

Norway's decision seems to have 
helped other Western European 
countries to realize that Washing- 
tomis not stalling on the North At- 
Jantic Pact -_ that it is the spirit in 
which the pact is offered that 
counts, not the fact that Americans 
cannot pledge themselves in ad- 
vance to go to war. Only the Con_ 
gress in office when the emergency 
arises can declare war. 

The influential London weekly 
“The Economist” sums up the react- 
jon in Europe by saying, and I quote 
“Tt is the spirit not the letter of the 
Atlantic Pact which will determine 
{ts value. Criticisms of American 
policy in urope are not only un- 
realistic but grossly unfair.” 

“The economist” goes on to say 
yabout Russia’s possible reaction to 
Norway's decision, and again I quote 
“Today and for many months to 
come, restraint on Russian actions 
will not come from this or that 
article of a specific treaty, but from 
the Soviet Union's realization that 
aggression means atomic war.” 

Sweden, of course, is distressed 
by Norway's decision. Haying es. 
caped two World’ Wars, the Swedes | 
still believe in neutrality, and some | 
Swedes are saying Norway's decis- 
fon to.join the North Atlantic Al- 
Uance miay decide Russia to go a- 
head and finish gobbling up Fin- 
land. 

Naturally, there's debate on the 
North Atlantic Pact on this side 
of the Atlantic too, Henry Wallace 
told the U. 5S, Senate Foreign Affairs 
Committee yesterday the pact 
would bankrupt the United States 
creating a.new lend-lease program 
) that would in effect give the U-S a 
ring of basis surrounding the Soviet 
Union from Norway to Turkey. He 
said the proposed pact looked to 
the Russians as if America is

threatening them with war and 
offering them no way to avoid it, 
But Western Burope isnt looking 
at it that way. It ds looking at the 
alliance more and more as a con. 
certed movement to re-arm and act 
together to meet any threat, Rus_ 
sian or German, that may come, 
Western Europe js beginning to 
think more about the flow of arms 
than of against whom or when those 
arms might have to be used, 

And that brings the considerat- 
jon of the pact and its consequen- 
ces down to a. very sharp consid- 
erations indeed. 


Where will the arms come from, 
when can they be delivered and 
what will they cost? 

Russia charges, and so did Mr. 
Wallace before the Senate Commit- 
tee, that America will re-arm Ger- 
many in the process. 

And of course, there are those who 
believe !n that idea, 

But the French, Belgians and the 
Dutch say emphatically “No”, and 
there's evidence that Washington 
expects the arms all to come from 
factories outside of Germany. Italy 
has an arms industry that can be 
put to work more safely than Ger- 
many’s. So does France and so does 
Britain. 

But experts say the United States 
will have to underwrite the product- 
jon of arms financially, to the tune 
of. at least five billion dollars. 
Most people know by now that 
precious little miltary surplus 
stocks of the world war are left, 
There are lots of obsolete planes but 
relatively few tanks, guns or vehi- 
cles. The Western allies have used 
up their big wartime stocks one 
way or another.

Dr. H, Moorhouse, Superintend- 
ent of Ontario Hospital, at Whit- 
by, also gave evidence that he had 
seen the accused three times-and 
was in complete agreement with 
Dr. Tennant.

Q. How can I make a handle for 
a razor blade? 

A. If the razor blade is to be

Q. How can I avoid discolora- 
tion of apples when paring them?

SOME LITTLE KNOWN 
FACTS ABOUT WOLVES 

“Little known facts about the life and habits of the 
wolf are coming to light in the face of a province- 
wide dispute as to the value - or otherwise ~ of lupus. 
Officials of the Department of Lands and Forests are 
receiving much Information from trappers, prospec- 
tors and hunters, and are carefully examining it in 
an effort to find out whether it 1s advisable on the one 
extreme to make an all-out effort to eliminate the 
wolf; on the other extreme not to molest ft all, leaving 
nature to maintain her natural balance, or to adopt 
an in-between course, such aa in fact is being fol- 
lowed now, of thinning out wolf populations where 
they may become too abundant for the welfare of the

remaining animals.” 

“Tt {a generally understood the wolf does have some 
uses - deapite reports to the contrary. Although ad- 
mittedly a killer, he, perhaps unintentionally, pro- 
vides food for other animals. Observations carried on 
in Agonquin Park have shown that, on at least one 
occasion, a deer killed by a wolf had served as a food 
source for every know fur bearer in the Park. Even 
the birds shared in the meal which had been provided. 
One official reported finding a fisher, @ very scarce 
animal, living inside another deer carcass. The fisher 
had found a nice warm winter home, with food right 
at his nose, and had evidently lived inside the frozen 
carcass for some weeks.” 

“The means generally used to kill wolves in North- 
ern Ontarlo are poison, snares and shooting. Polson 
is frowned upon by many who argue that it is Hable 
to be picked up by other fur bearers and dogs. Even 
the snare ie sometimes the cause of death for other 
animals.” 

“Dan McDonald, Sault Ste Marie, who lived in the 
district of Algoma before wolves were first found there 
in 1906, inista in correspondence with the Depart- 
ment, that the animal is a coward; that there is no 
authentic record of any human being attacked by a 
wolf, but that the animal is also an extremely smart 
one.” 

“Mr. McDonald declared he had hunted for sixty of 
his seventy years, and says many “scare” stories orig- 
inated in a picture “in our old Third Reader” of wolves 
chasing a team and sleigh loaded with a man and his 
the “man holding a child as though to give tt 
The 
scene depicted was in Russia and “no such stories 
should be published in our school books.” he conten- 
ded. We is one of the few men, he said, who has ac- 
tually seen wolves mating. He agrees with many 
hunters that the wolf kills more than he requires, 
but says wolves will return to a deer kill.’”

Between 
wolves and dogs, municipalities in this reglon have 
been put to heavy expense of late and sheep raisers 
have been greatly discouraged--in fact the wool in- 
dustry locally has been seriously menaced by their 
activities and no matter what merits the wolf is found 
to be possessed of it 1s not Iikely to enhance his life 
apan. Weavy bounties and vigilance on the part of 
sheep raisers will no doubt continue to be the order of 
the day in Victoria and Haliburton for a while yet 
and hunters are golng to he generally difficult to con- 
vince that the wolf has many characteristics which 
argue for his longevity.

IT WAS INTENDED TO DO 

There has been much talk locally about the article 
fn the current issue of a Canadian periodical dealing 
with the much-publicized McAllister case. Many Lind- 
say people contend that the story, or post mortem 
of the trial, Is too derogatory in its references to the 
town, There is a feeling in some quarters that the 
writer In his enthusiasm, deviated far from the facts 
and delved into somewhat fictlonal descriptions of 
the trial and its effect upon the Town of Lindsay, 

Reference is made, for example, to the fact that 
the trial was on the tongues of all shop clerks and ft 
was plated as fact that “salesgiria took money, made 
change, then struck up a conversation with ‘What do 
you think of the shooting?” It may be that salesgiris 
had thelr favorite customers with whom to discuss 
the trial, but of several people contacted since this 
story was printed, none recall having been approached 
on the subject while shopping during the progress of 
the case. 

In another place the writer seems to be under the 
impression that Lindsay's downtown business sec- 
tion was deserted during the Jast phase of the trial 
and that desperate efforts were made to attract cus- 
tomers away from the trial in order to garner a few 
shekels to keep the wolf from the door. Here, again, 
natlves of the town find thelr memories at varlance 
with the writer's, Actually, they say, shops appeared 
to he about as busy as average on the last day of the 
trial, 

It 1s quite likely that such little discrepancies as 
have been cited above would have been readily for- 
given by the majority of Lindsayltes if the town Itself 
had not been to a certaln degree, maligned. The de- 
rogatory remarks about Lindsay, based as they were, 
on conception from a distance and not intimate know- 
ledge, added nothing to the background of the story 
and misrepresented the town, perhaps to Its detriment, 

However, whatever the yarn's shortcomings by 
way of facts, (deviation from which Is probably to 
be expected In such a narrative) it makes racy read- 
ing not only to those who possess Shem but to others

The annual banquet of the Lindsay Hydro Com- 
mission Thursday was the source of good news for 
the citizens of Lindsay, 

Chairman A. T. Claxton’s address contained heart- 
warming assurance that the press wad welcome and 
the people would receive the fullest information 
through it concerning the operation of the local power 
distribution system, 

There was openness and clarity in the whole ad- 
dress that indicates an attitude for the Commission to 
keep the best interests of Lindsay in view. 

That special attention has been given to the pos- 
sibilities of auxiliary power is evident and the useful 
information has been obtained that if the Ontario 
Hydro-Wlectric Power Commission installs a plant in 
Lindsay at their expense the power has to be turned... 
into the general system. This in itself is a reasonable 
stipulation under the circumstances. Lindsay would 
have the great protection of auxiliary power to pro- 
vide against a breakdown due to tornadoes or other 
causes, and at no expense. The town could operate 
the equipment with its own staff for which a low 
reasonable charge could he made as a co-operative 
gesture in appreciation of having the added protec- 
tion such equipment affords, Most present auxillary 
generators place power in the general system and 
Lindsay would receive {ts share. 

As an alternative Lindsay could finance its own 
generator, perhaps use its full capacity, to add to its 
own quota and later sell all its power to Hydro as 
apparently Hydro may never he able to produce all 
the power It needs, at least not for many years. 

This latter plan is more profitable but not as co- 
operative and it is more commendable to co-operate 
in every possible way with Hydro when they are in 
difficulties. 

The greatest problem Hydro has had all over On- 
tarlo was to get the householders to realize that they 
were owners and co-operators and that in faving 
current they were helping their own business. This 
can be partly overcome by encouraging various school 
classes of advanced students in town to visit the 
auxiliary plant where power is actually heing gener- 
ated. An explanation of power production and Lind- 
say’s part in the provincial network would be indelibly 
impressed on the minds of our coming citizens and 
enthusiasm would spread to the home. 

This Js only an extension of the idea that Chair- 
man A, T, Claxton advocated when Mayor of Lindsay 
and recently was adopted by Ontarlo Hydro Chairman 
Saunders Jn a» variation when children’s organizations 
were asked to co-operate to save power. (N.B, Mr. 
Claxton, as Mayor of Lindsay once advocated students 
attending Council meetings, etc., to familiarize them- 
selves with, and prepare themselves for, municipal 
duties.”” 

The Lindsay Commission will have strong support 
in thelr move to make the press welcome, and in going 
further into auxiliary power owned by the Ontario 
Hydro, they will gain safety for the town at little or 
no expense, 

The Post has steadily pressed for this move and 
now that It has become a Hydro policy Lindsay should 
be among the first on the list of installations,

“Under the new method, seeds are coated or “pel- 
Jeted”, Their coating ‘of such inert ingredients as 
powdered feldspar or volcante ash makes even mic- 
roscopically small seeds big enough to be planted 
singly.” :

Many and varied are the motivations of the Reds, 
the Pinks, and the party-liners but, it seems to us, 
that there is one characteristic which they all have in 
common, and it ig a peculiar characteristic to find 
among disciples of collectivism. The sincere, the 
cynical, the chronically rebellious are all one when it 
comes to rugged individualism. 

It doesn’t matter to them if they are in the min- 
ority; they will speak up just the same. They will 
fight strongly, and alone if need be, against anything 
and everything with which they disagree. They will 
resist any and every method of control and regimta- 
tion of their own lives, regardless of the authority 
seeking to impose it- And what is more, they are great 
upholders of their privilege to act in this way. 

In short, they are individuallsts and require the 
democratic state in which to express themselves, 
Gertainly, their individualism would find little expres- 


sion in a collectiviat state, where the citizen is not . 


only expected to do what he is told, but is cast into 
the outer darkness if he dares to complain. 

If their individualism stopped here, they would 
make good and active citizens of a democratic state 
but the trouble is that they extend their rights to 
express it to include what they feel is a God-given 
right to Ignore the laws of the country. They use it 
to undermine the very structure which provides them 
with the privilege of self-expression. 

This point of view is difficult to understand, Per- 
haps each one sees himself in a top position under the 
system they are seeking to impose, in which case he 
would do the ordering and the world would obey. What-

MARGARINE FOR FARMERS ! 

Selling margarine to farmers may seem like carry- 
ing coals to Newcastle. But it is being done on the 
By Ward market and doubtless elaewhere in Canada 
wherever the new spread is available. And what may 
geem more surprising, dalry farmers themselves are 
reported to have become customers for the butter 
substitute. 

The fact is, however, that farmers are as likely 
buyers of margarine as urban residents under today’s 
system of farming. Many milk producers—perhaps 
most—never make a pound of butter from one year's 


“If you've ever grown carrots In your garden, you 
can appreciate the advantages of a process that 
makes small seeds big. The seeds are so tiny that 
you scatter them along the row, far too generously 
for best results. Using pea-sized pelleted seeds, you 
can plant carrots an inch or so apart, with no thin- 
ning required.” 

“Have you ever tried to get sweet corn alittle 
before your neighbor by sowing it several weeks early? 
Unless you had a run of unseasonably warm weather 
most of the corn probably didn’t even germinate. In 
a recent test corn was planted In a chamber with 
controlled temperature. Hor 14 days, the tempera- 
ture was kept at 45 degrees; then it was raised to 
86 degrees for eight days. Only 16 per cent of the 
untreated corn germinated; pelleted seeds produced 
93 per cent germination.” 

“In addition to keeping seeds alive when it's cold, 
coating helps seeds to live through the heaviest soak- 
ings. Last spring, for example, water stood on a 
field near Saginaw, Mich,, for 15 days, Both pelleted 
and bare sugar beet seed had been planted in the fleld. 
When the water subsided a normal proportion of the 
pelleted seed (about 68 per cent) grew. Less than 
1 per cent of bare seed lived.” 

“Many chemical weed killers are just as deadly to 
the seeds of flowers and vegetables as to those of 
weeds. Today, a coating of activated carbon on the 
outside of seed protects it from chemical weed killers.”

‘Pen Pictures Of | Parliament 


By Olayton W. Hodgson, M. P. 
The Parliament of Canada last 


week gave unanimous consent to 
the terms of Union with our New 
Province Newfoundland. Then there 
was presented to the House an Ad- 
dress tg His Majesty The King to 
have Newfoundland formally admit- 
ted - this Address contained two 
clauses which required an amend- 
ment to the B. N. A. Act. After the 
presentation by the Prime Minister, 
who stressed that it was necessary 
to find a “convenient” way to ad- 
mit the Island Province,, he moved 
in glowing terms the passage of the 
Address. The Progressive Conser- 
vative Leader re-stated his position 
and depth of welcome to the new 
Proyince, but he urged that since 
the constitution was the only in- 
strument which would guarantee 
Newfoundland’s rights-great respect 
should be accorded same. Since the 
Provinces created the Dominion and 
were responsible for the B, N. A. 
Act they should be consulted about 
any constitutional amendment. He, 
therefore, moved that the Address 
should be held in abeyance until 
this formality (consulting the Pro- 
vinces) was complied with, stress- 
ing the fact that since the Provin- 
cial Legislatures were now in ses- 
sion, consultation could be quickly 
and readily affected. The Leade- 
of the Socialist C. C. F. Party fol- 
lowed. He stressed their belief in a 
strong central Government, he was 
followed by other Socialist speakers 
who unfolded their utter disregard 
of the constitution and who main- 
tained, to the amazement of all, 
that the results justified the ends 
and that no reference should be 
made to the Provinces with regard 
to the amendment to the constitut- 
jon which it was admitted was 
bound to affect every one of them. 
The Social Credit Party stood pat 
on consultation with the Proyinces, 
maintaining that if the constitut- 
ion could be amended by a simple 
majority of the House of Commons 
we were indeed in grave peril. The 
advent of a OC. C. F. Government - 
remote though {t might be - would 
expose us to the very dangers which 
have robbed Central Europe of its 
freedom. The Address passed on 
division; some Liberals, all Social 
Crediters and all Independents sup- 
porting the Progressive Conservat- 
ives. The Socialists supported the 
Government. 

‘Thus has closed another chapter in 
our history - Royal Assent has been 
given to the Bill and the TENTH 
PROVINCE will be admitted on 
March 3ist. 

The Hon. George Drew spoke on 
the Speech from the Throne at all 
times ~ Members on both sides ad_ 
mitted it was the best speech de- 
livered in the House of Commons 
for many years. Many of you will 
have already received a copy of his 
address, and more of you will short- 
ly, as I am mailing out a consider_ 
able number, 

The Progressive Conservatives, 
while agreeing that a limited mea_ 


cause of Government policy in the

Will Satisfy 


Desire to Grow Flowers 


It you live in a city apartment, 
but buy the garden magazines, and 
read the garden articles in your 
newspaper, this is written for you. 

Your interest in gardening {s 
deep seated, and you will be hap- 
pier if {t can be satisfied. Have 
you thought about the possibilities 
of a window box? 

Here is the type of garden which 
everyone can grow, whether he 
lives in a suburb or a city, It will 
serve two purposes, first to dec- 
orate the house you live in, and 
what {is even more important, it 
will satisfy to a surprising degree 
your desire to grow things, 

To get this satisfaction, you must 
give serious attention to selecting 
the plants to grow, preparing fer- 
tile, porous soil, and if possible 
growing your own plants, It will 
be an excellent beginning to make 
your own window box, which can 
easily be done from the diagram 
herewith. 

For a standard single window, a 
box 3% feet long, 8 inches deep 
and 10 inches wide is a good size. 


But measure your windows and 
make boxes to fit. Where larger, 
or multiple, windows demand 


greater length, the other dimen- 
sions must be larger in proportion, 
or single boxes may be provided 
for each window in a group, 

Think of the box as a decoration 
of the house; make it of a suit- 
able size and a color to match the 
house color or trim. The flowers 
should be chosen to furnish a con- 
trasting, yet harmonious color ac- 


cent. ‘There is a wealth of suitable 
varieties from which to choose, 

Rich soil, of the type which flor- 
ists call potting soil, must be used 
for window boxes. Because there 
is so Ittle of it to feed the flowers, 
it should be well fertilized, A table- 
spoonful of chemical plant food for 
each square foot of soll should be 
used, 

For the annual flowers, at least 
six hours of sun a day is neces- 
sary and this requires a south win- 
dow. The best subjects are those 
of dwarf or trailing habit, the lat- 
ter drooping festoons of bloom 
from the boxes. Petunias of the 
balcony type are excellent, as are 


the tall nasturtiums, the giant 
morning glories. Dwarf petunias, 
marigolds, ageratum, calliopsis, 


annual pinks, lobelia, dwarf morn- 
ing glories, phlox, and zinnias can 
be grown. 

Boxes which spend most of the 
day in shade offer a special prob- 
lem, If the shade is that of a build- 
ing, perhaps only foliage plants can 
be grown, such as ferns, fancy 
leaved caladiums, crotons, rubber 
plants and other florists’ subjects. 

If there is some sun, begonias 
will probably do well. Impatlens, 
the Zanzibar balsam, bearing flow- 
ers of salmon or rose on bushy 
plants 18 Inches tall, are excellent 
in semi-shaded places. Violas 
thrive in partial shade, and the lst 
of flowers which will do well in- 
creases as the amount of sun is en- 
larged, &

es for the vegetables she’s had the 
most success in dressing up to ap- 
peal to her family and the guests 
at the inn. 

Some of them are simple twists— 
like her recipe for cheese and beans. 
Mrs. Wakefield starts with fresh 
green beans—one pound to serve 
four people. She washes the beans 
and slices them lengthwise. Then 
they're cooked in a small amount 
of salted, boiling water for about 
20 minutes or until nearly done. 
The beans are placed in a shallow 
casserole with enough light cream 
poured over them nearly to cover 
them. Cheese is grated over the 
top and the casserole is baked in 
a moderately hot oven — about 375 
degrees—until the cheese is melted 
and brown. 

Another vegetable Mrs. Wakefield 
recommends is hot red cabbage. 
She melts two tablespoons of butter 
in the bottom of a saucepan then 
adds the following Ingredients: 

One medium-sized red cabbage, 
shredded; two medium-sized apples, 
Pared and chopped; one-half cup 
vinegar; two cups hot water, one- 
half teaspoon salt and three table- 
Spoons sugar, Cover the saucepan 
and steam until the apples and 
cabbage are tender. Mrs, Wakefield 
says cooking time will be from 20 
to 25 minutes, and the recipe serv- 
es six. 

If—after all your efforts — the 
family still favors “resh peas, Mrs. 
Wakefield has a ccsserole recipe for 
peas to add yarlety. She bakes peas 
with bacon and milk and bread 
crumbs to make a delicious and 


nourishing luncheon dish, Here's 
the recipe: 
Chop six slices of bacon and 


brown in a frying pan. Pour off the 
fat and add four cups of fresh peas, 
cooked; one teaspoon salt; one- 
eighth teaspoon ‘epper and one 
cup of rich milk. Turn the mixture 
into a casserole and cover with one~ 
half cup of buttered bread crumbs. 
Bake in a hot oven—about 400 de- 
grees —for 20 minutes, Mrs, Wake- 
fleld suggests serving with addit- 
fonal broiled bacon for a special 
luncheon dish.

Shortage of manpower and equip- 
ment is revealed by the 1948 re- 
port of the Lindssy Police Depart- 
ment, submitted to Town Council 
for pre-estimate consideration. 

The strength of the police is giv- 
en at six men, the Chief, Sergeant 
Hargrave and four constables, To 
provide for two men on each shift, 
24 hours a day, the report recom~- 
mends the recruitment of one more 
man, 

_ The report contains the statement 
that the officers have insufficient 
clothing and equipment and recom- 
mends that a considerable amount 
be purchased as soon as possible. 

In most cases, continued the re~ 
port, the hat and lapel badges are 
in poor condition and “I recommend 
the purchase of badges for all mem- 
bers of the Force.” 

The department's 1948 Plymouth 
Sedan !s stated to be in a good 
mechanical condition but is equip- 
ped with only one first aid kit and 
one tape measure. “Present day con~ 
ditions” the report continues, “re- 
quire that police cars be more fully 
equipped; accordingly I recommend 
one front fender I’ght, red, ‘Police 
Stop,’ one fire extinguisher, one 
siren, one flasher light, red, one 
spotlight, white and 12 flares, red.” 
Insufficient Communications: 

“The only system of communica- 
tions available to the force,” stat- 
es the Chief, “is the Bell Telephone. 
As the strength of the force prohi- 
bits a man being on office duty at 
all times, a light, which is suspend- 
ed over the centre of Kent Street, 
is hooked into the telephone system 
by a relay and the signal turns on 
the light (when the office is vac- 
ant). Officers on patrol duty per- 
jodically check for the light: and 
return to the office to answer the 
telephone. The operator then ad- 
vises who called or relays the mes- 
sage. I am advised, by Mr. McDon- 
ald, District Manager, Bell Tele- 
phone Company, that the system is 
proving unsatisfactory to his com- 
pany and that in any case it will 
not function when dial telephones 
are installed. Mr. McDonald states 
that he is prepared to meet: Mem- 
bers of Council, when convenient, 
and explain the difficulties exper- 
ienced. With the present popula- 
tion and growth of Lindsay, the 
need for constant telephone attend- 
ance, in the police office, is readily 
apparent, Each shift could be 
covered by employing two youths as 
Police Cadets, which would serve a 
twofold purpose; 1, Provide con- 
stant telephone and office coverage. 
2. Provide a source of trained pol- 
icemen, as the force finds.the need 


ure.” 

The report stresses the advisabll- 
ity of procuring a two-way radio 
system and states that such a sys- 
tem would increase the service a 
police force is able to give its mun- 
icipality. 

Criminal Investigation: 

“Records for the year 1948 show 
that such crimes as shopbreaking, 
housebreaking, theft, theft of mo- 
tor yehicles and false pretenses are 
being committed in Lindsay. Nec- 
essary equipment for this work 1s 


apparatus. The report states: that 
the existing photographic arrange- 
ment with Mr. 8.

“Clayton W. Hodgson, Progressive

If the 
cows ave In good flesh at calving 
tine and the roughage is good little 
or no grain should be fed.

able. On the other hand, cows that 
are loose and have been going out 
j at will, require no special quarters 
other than their own, provided {t is 
| free from draught, and well bedded | 
pen clean straw. |

Ellis Is ‘Big Sister

Cleveland, O. —(NEA)—Good Sa- 
maritans sometimes work in mys- 
terious ways and there's one here 
who does her good work over a pot 

of tea. 

Her name is Constance Ellis. She 
started by being a “big sister” to a 
few foreign war brides who were 
desperately in need of help and ad- 
vice, and she has gradually expand- 
her field of operations until now 
she devotes her full time to making 
war brides feel at home in the Uni- 
ted States. 

Every Sunday she has open house 
for any war brides who care to 
come. They flock in by the dozens, 
bringing assorted husbands, babies, 
troubles and accents. They leave full 
of tea, Mttle cookles and well-being. 

Miss Ellis also has started to 
publish a gossipy little newspaper 
for war brides. From a mailing list 
of 200, it has grown by the grape- 
vine system to a circulation of 2,000 
war brides and interested persons 
all over the country. 

Her Sunday afternoon sessions are 
a polite bedlam. She rented an im_ 
mense furnished house just for the 
purpose, and into it file girls from 
all over the world. Babies are park- 


ed on studio couches and on beds 
upstairs. Husbands seem to enjoy 
the parties too. 

A German girl and a Dutch girl, 
comparing notes, discover they 
both suffer from the same com- 
plaint—the strange climate is ma- 
king their hair turn darker and 
even fall out. 

A Belgiangirl recounts how, when 
her husband told her that morning 
that the temperature was five de- 
grees, she thought it was a nice 
warm day. The European thermo- 
meter uses a different scale, of 
course. 

One of the brides discusses her 
difficulties in understanding a 
French girl. “I can’t understand 
English with an accent,” she says, 
although she has a slight accent, 
herself. 

Over the whole affair beams the 
pleasant countenance of Miss Ellis, 
who has brought {rlendship into- 
the girls! lives. 

“And many of them were piti- 
fully lonely,” “shé ‘says. ‘Then she'll 
launch into one of her many stor- 
ies about the grief she's seen. 

“Underneath almost every inci- 
dent was fear," she says. “The girl 
is afraid that the in-laws won't like 
this or that, or that their child will 


be taken away, or that any number 
of dreadful things will happen. But 
always, fear, fear, fear.” 


She decided that a newspaper 


could do more than “a tired woman | 


with a jalopy,” as she described 
herself. So she started “The Pillar 
Box,” a name which is the English 
equivalent of our mail-box. She's 
operating on a shoestring and the 
Paper is a tiny, but warm-hearted, 
publication. 

“It contains only the good news,” 
says Miss Ellis. “I never print the 
sad parts of letters. The girls 
don't want to read about that. 
They all have trouble of their 
own,” ‘ 
She started by sending the pa- 
per free to any war bride she neard 
about, but now she has to charge 
one dollar for 12 issues. There are 
between 65,000 and 70,000 war brid- 
es now in America, and she'd like 
to get them all on her mailing list. 

Not a rich woman, she’s running 
into financial difficulties. The pa- 
per is costing more and more to 
print, and she's giving all her time 
to the work. 

“If something doesn't happen soon 
I shall have to give up the Pillar 
Box and take a remunerative job. 
T shouldn't like to do that,”

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Hoover: Now They 
Call Him" Mellowed” 


Washington -(NEA) - Herbert 
Hoover enjoys his role of the nat- 
jon's leading elder statesman more 
than he did that of Chief Executive. 

Just 16 years ago when he was 
evicted from the White House, a 
tired, beaten, bitter man, most 
people assiimed he was through, 
He hadn't enjoyed being President 
of the United States. Certainly no- 
body then would have gambled a 
wooden nickel on the chance that 
some day he'd be back in Wash- 
ington,, revitalized, happy, doing a 
great job for his country and en- 
hancing his stature, 

Democrats and Republicans usue 
the term “mellowed” to describe 
the change in Hoover. And It's pret- 
ty accurate. 

In 1983 they called him “bull- 
headed” and “domineering.” Today 
he's just “firm in his convictions.” 
Then he was “cold” and “unfeeling.” 
Now he’s “keen” and “analytical” 
has become “reserved.” 

Old friends attribute any mellow- 
ness to the fact that Hoover has en- 
joyed very much being Chairman 
of the Commission on Organization 
of the Executive Branch of the Goy- 
ernment. It's more his meat, they 
say, than the Presidency, although 
being the only Mving former Presi- 
dent is probably the main thing 
that got him the job. 

He's been pretty much his own 
boss running the commission, and 
he likes that. He divides his time 
between Washington and New York. 
In Washingion he lives in a simple 
suite in the Mayflower Hotel. His 
faithful secretary, Miss Bernice 
Miller who has been with him for 
years takes care of his personal af- 
fairs. 

Usually he walks the few blocks 
between the Mayflower and the of_ 
fice building which houses the 
commission's quarters. No special 
secretarial staff {s assigned to him 
here. Occasionally he'll borrow a 
stenographer to dictate a letter. 
Mostly he visits the offices of the 
other commissioners in the morn- 
fng and then attends formal meet- 
ings of the commiésion in the after- 
noon. 

Hoover practically never eats a_ 
lone. His meals are for business — 
with members of the commission 
or with key staff workers. At night 
he'll take a martini as a concession 
to the full life. Gvice in a while he'll 
accept @ strictly social invitation 
to the house of his old friend Rep. 
Christian Herter, of Massachusetts, 
or Tracey S. Voorhees, a New York 
attorney who 1s assistant to the 
Secretary of the Army.

The story concerned a small town 
postmaster who had been indicted 
for stealing several thousand dol- 
lars. from-the stamp —till, -Hoover 
was in the White House and- the 
man's wife somehow got in to make 
a personal appeal. The basis of 
claiming her husband's innocence 
was this: 

“Why Mr, President, he's no thief. 
Every time he took a dollar out of 
that till he'd put in his I. O, U. for 
the exact amount.” 

Hoover's main base of operations 
these days is New York, although 
his permanent home is Standford, 
Calif. His Gotham establishment 
is-an’ apartment in the Waldorf- 
Astoria Towers. He pores over the 
reports and- information he has

picked up in Washington. Then he 
dictates his recommendations and 
writes letters. Two stenographers 
working full schedule in New York 
is just as strenuous as it is in 
Washington. 


Nobody would say that Hoover 
doesn't look his 74 years. But he's 
as healthy and spry as the average 
man of his age. His ability to drive 
himself and others to get a job 
done is a startling contradiction to 
his years. If he looks younger in 
his pictures now than he did years 
ago, it's probably because he has 
stopped wearing old-fashioned high 
stiff collars and wears less conser_ 
vative suits. 


“Mellowed,” as they say, and with 
newly - won respect for his work 
on the commission, Hooyer looks 
back on an outstanding career. 
Born into a poor Quaker family 
broken up early by death, he work- 
ed hard during his youth to get a 
degree in engineering from Stan- 
ford. This led to mining engineer- 
ing jobs all over the world, 


After World War I he achieved 
international fame, directing U. S. 
relief in Europe. It was mainly this 
that got him elected President in 
1928. After his defeat in 1982 by 
Franklin Roosevelt, he has lived in 
sem! - retirement, writing and tra 
veling. His work on the commission 
started in 1947,

With Little Cars: Price, $1050 Up

Why, on farms of just four or five 
hundred acres they had at least 
five or six tractors.’ He spoke of 
the great hospitality which had 
been shown the team wherever they 
had gone and how, in the midst of 
rationing, the farmers had brought 
food to the hotel where the plow- 
men were staying. 

After praising the way in which 
they had been received in Northern 
Ireland and Scotland, Mr. Moses 
said that, while in Scotland, he had 
seen fortresses and was told that 
they had been errected to keep out 
the “savage English”, He had been 
told much the same when he was 
near the Welsh border and had seen! 
old border fortresses there. This 
surprised the party of Canadians 
until an Englishman told them 
that they shouldn't worry about 
the rivalry because when anything 
serious crops up all the English, 
Scottish and Welsh stick together. 
Mr. Moses said that he thought 
others could profit from the ex- 
ample. 

In concluding, he sald that St

DISREGARD OF THE LAW 

Hon. George Doucette, Ontario Minister of High- 
ways, is of the opinion that Ontario motorists show 
too little regard for the laws and rules governing 
motor traffic on the highways. He said so in his 
address to the 47th annual convention of the Ontario 
Good Roads Association. For instance, he said: 

“Each year, some 185,000 motorists fail to obey 
the traffic signal lights on the Queen Elizabeth 
Way. Obviously, when there there is any marked 
disregard for such warnings, the lights become 
a menace-rather than a safety measure, for law- 
abiding motorists depend on them.” 

Traffic laws, Mr. Doucette pointed out, were not 
enacted merely for the purpose of collecting fines and 
imposing prison terms on offenders. They were in- 
tended to provide a code of good motoring manners, 
and to promote the safety of all the travelling public 
using the highways. Respect of the travelling laws is 
evidence of good citizenship. 

The Minister of Highways has struck the eymare 
of any campaign for highway traffic safety. 
laws and regulations were observed strictly by all 
motorists, there would be an immediate slump in the 
number of traffic accidents and resultant deaths. It 
is usually when some one or other of these regula- 
tions is ignored that motorists get into mishaps. °

THE THRIFTY ABERDONIAN 

Scots’ jokes about the thrifty character of the 
people are endless, and no city in Scotland suffers 
more—or rather enjoys— from the “cracks” at their 
habits of saving, than the people of Aberdeen. 

Perhaps the reputation is justified, for the annual 
meeting of the Aberdeen Sayings Bank, a purely 
local and county institution, showed that savings at 
their credit on December 31 last, amounted to £386,- 
500,000, of which £22,000,000 were held by the people 
in the city itself. The number of city depositors is 
101,000, or 56 per cent. of all the men and women 
of Aberdeen which is a city about the size of Hamilton. 
Last year, 25,000 new depositors were added, In ad- 
dition they put £5,250,000 into national savings cer- 
tificates through the bank. 

The bank almost entirely caters to the working 
classes, there being eight chartered banks with offices 
in the city, besides a number of mortgage or loan 
companies. And a lot more goes into insurance.

THE DATE 


March 9 - This date is celebrated 
each year as “Edwin Forrest Day”, 
though it is known to only a few 
people why this celebration takes 
place annually, even if it is an 


event marked throughout the whole | 


English-speaking world. 

It was actually in memory of one 
of the greatest actors of the English 
-speaking stage who was born on 
March 9, 1806, so that each year on 
this day there is a celebration in 
his honour not only in the unusual 
“Edwin Forrest Home’ For Retired 
Actors” in Philadelphia but in vari- 
ous English speaking nations 
where it is desired to keep alive the 
memory of its founder. 

Edwin Forrest appeared on the 
stage for the first time in 1820 at 
14 years of age and at 20 years he 
was a@ sensational performer in 
“Othello”, playing brilliantly for the 
next ten years when he aroused 
to ecstasy a London audience in 
“The Gladiator” and he became a 
great favourite there as well as in 
America, When he retired in 1871, 
he had earned a tremendous for- 
tune, He built a castle on the Hud_ 
son River and it was a landmark 
for a long time. Subseqgently, he 
bought a huge estate in Philadelphia 
where he gathered a large library 
and collection of art all of which

BURNED CAKE 
If a burned cake is allowed to 
stand until it is thoroughly cold, 
and then scraped with a lemon 
grater, the burnt part can be almost 
entrely removed, leaving the cake 
smooth and ready for icing.

The American, British and French 
Military Governors at last have a- | 
greed on terms of the occupation 
statute telling the leaders of the 
11 Western German States fust, 


Federation Constitution. 

Moreoyer, the allied generals have 
ordered changes in some of the de- 
cisions already made by the Ger- 
man politicians who have been 
meeting for so many months at 
Bonn, 

In general, these changes are de_ 
signed to compel the Germans to 
conform more nearly to the French 
idea of a loose confederation of the 
German States - with reduced fin- 
ancial or administrative powers in 
the hands of the federation. 


And, it has been decided not to 
put the Western sectors of Berlin 
into the New Western German Re- 
gime. This is not only a concession 
to France, but a move to avoid a 
new complication with the Russians 
and leave the allies with a freer 
hand in any future negotiations on 
the Berlin situation. 

In the main, America’s General 
Clay, British General ~ Robertson 
and French General Koenig order- 
ed the German politiclans meeting 
at Bonn to revise their proposed 
constitution for Trizonia on the 
following lines -- 

One - define the limitations on 
the Federal Legislative power more 
clearly and give the states more 
legislative power. 

Two - reduce the police powers 
of the Federal government since), 
the national security of Western , 
Germany is in the hands of the 
occupation troops. 

Three -. give much more taxing 
power to the States and sharply 
limit the taxing power of the fed- 
eration. 

Four -make the courts genuinely 
independent of the legislative and 
executive. This Is a completely new 
idea to Germans. 

Five -- limit the power of the 
Federation to create boards and 
commissions that might encroach 
on the powers of the States. 

Six - eliminate a provision giv- 
ing elther the federation or the 
States the rights to regulate the 
press and motion pictures. 

If the Bonn politicians now pro- 
ceed at once to rewrite the draft 
constitution as the generals direct, 
it can be submitted to a plebiscite in 
all the three Western zones before 
summer and the new Federation 
Government elected during the 
summer. However, some of the Ger- 
man. leaders already are resisting 
the ‘changes ordered by the gener- 
als. But if the Western powers have 
decided to keep Berlin out of the 
Western Federation, they intend to 
intensify their own operations in 
the capital. The Western Berlin 
City government has been asked to 
prepare a schedule of its food, fuel 
and raw materials requirements 
for 12 months ahead, That means 
the Western allies expect the airlift 
to last at least that long. The airlift 
recently hauled a record eigh’ thou- 
sandetons !n one day, and General 
Clay says it will be built up to 10- 
thousand tons a day this summer. 
That's one thousand tons a day 
more than the railways were haul_ 
ing in Berlin before the blockade 
but still two thousand tons a day 
short of the former combined rail 
and truck tonnage, 

Berlin will still be short of all 
| supplies at that rate, but it will be 
| enough to keep the Western part of 
the city fed and keep the people 
from freezing. It also will bring in 
considerable raw materials to re- 
open some closed Berlin industries 
| and help relieve unemployment. 

_ The allied authorities also have 
announced another new policy in 
Germany - a crackdown on the Ger- 
man courts and officials for not 
carrying out land reform fast en- 
ough. Under a law proclaimed by 
the A-M-G in 1946, some 700 com- 
paratively large German estates, of 
250 acres or more - plus some large 
tracts of land owned by the Ger- 


man army or the government or.

Butter Stocks High

Four Protestant ministers were 
sentenced to life in prison for es- 
pionage in Sofia and) nine 
others were given prison terms 
ranging from five to fifteen years. 

Two others were released on pa- 
role. e 

The Sofia District court where the 
15 ministers have been on trial since 
February the 25th, did not invoke 
the death penalty in any case. The 
pastors were found guilty of trea_ 
son, espionage and black market 
activities. 

The presiding Justice of the Court, 
after yeading the sentences, told 
the convicted ministers that the 
court was lenient because of their 
sincere confessions. He noted that 
all countries have the death penalty 
for espionage. 

Four leading defendants were 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 
They were Vassil Georgiev Zyapkov, 
Congregational; Yanko Nikoloy 
Iyanoy, Methodist; Nikola Mikhailoy 
Naumoy, Baptist; Georgi Chernoy, 
Pentecost, 

They were found guilty of espion- 
age for a foreign spy ring, agreeing 
to receive money illegally and 
spreading false rumors, They also 
were found guilty of inciting an_ 
other state toward war and other 
hostile acts against Bulgaria. 

Zyapkov, named as the princtpal 
defendant, was found guilty of trea- 
son while in the service of the state, 
but nevertheless got only life.

While the crop outlook through- 
out Ontario has brightened during 
the past week, the dairy farmers are

prices for butter, solids and cream. 

Recent snows have improyed fall 
wheat conditions and it’s believed 
that there'll be no very heavy loss 
due to mild weather. 

These are the statements of the 
Ontarlo Department of Agriculture 
on the most recent crop picture in 
the province. 

The department says there has 
been a considerable movement of 
dairy cattle to the United States, 
particslarly from Eastern Ontario 
counties, and cattle are reported in 
good condition, 

Reports from the fruit belt say 
that fruit trees have wintered well 
and pruning is under way. 
Farmers in Renfrew County alone 
estimate that if there’s a ten- 
cent drop in the butter price, it will 
mean a loss of some four - hundred 
thousand dollars, 

Reports from Northern Ontario 
indicate that cattle have been in 
g00d condition all winter, and feed 
supplies are good.

A top United States expert on 
foreign affairs warns today that 
the United States may bring on a 
war if she sends major military ald 
to Scandinavia.

Teterboro, New Jersey, March 8 
(Bup) Long distance flier William 
Odom landed his little monoplane 
at Teterboro today 36 hours and one 
minute after taking off from Hon- 
olulu. 

Odom has set a new world dist- 
ance record for light planes. The 
lanky Texan, who holds the round— 
the world speed record, landed his 
ship at 12.05 p.m,° (EST). 

The Honolulu_Teterboro non-stop 
flight establishes a new world record 
for all light plane long distance fly- 
ing and a new solo flight record. 
Odom more than doubled his own 
record of last January when he pil- 
oted the same plane 24-hundred 
miles from Honolulu to Oakland, 
California. 

Odom—who already holds more 
records than you can shake a stick 
at—left Hawaii about midnight 
Sunday on the 53-hundred-mile 
flight. He crossed the California 
coast yesterday afternoon and 
headed his Beechcraft Bonanza 
plane eastward on the last lap of 
the flight. 

The lanky fiier coaxed his aircraft 
along on a dwindling gas supply. On 
the cross-country leg he fought 
through snow, rain, fog, and ice 
which almost brought disaster over 
Indiana when his wings became 
heavy with ice. 

A crowd of about 500 people was 
on hand today when Odom gently 
set the wheels of the plane down.

O There's more talk about build 
ing a sewage disposal plant and 
incinerator in Lindsay. Town Coun- 
cil has taken another look at the 
matter and as a result a commit- 
tee has been named to investigate 
further. Those on the committee are 
Mayor R. I. Moore, Reeve Kings- 
borough and Ald Ferguson. They 
will work with Town Engineer Mit- 
chell going into detail on the mat- 
ter of site, size, cost, etc. 

Mayor Moore told Council Mon- 
day night he thought site purchased 
by Council at the north end of the 
Town for the two plants was unsat- 
isfactory from many standpoints. 
Principal objectiop was that it 
would increase the cost of construc- 
tion and maintenance considerably. 
His worship recalled a previous site 
which had also been negotiated for 
and said it was much more prefer 
able. He also thought it might be 
still available. 

Council has had quotations on 
bothe sewage disposal and incin- 
erator equipment previously but 
that was as far as it got except for 
the fact that a former Council ask- 
ed the Province of Ontario to serve 
them with a mandatory order to 
build one and they did. Now the 
Town its obligated to proceed at 
some future date according to the 
terms of the order, 

It was pointed out by Mayor 
Moore that one site tentatively de- 
cided upon in the past had caused 
a great flow of protests to pour into 
Council but he claimed that this 
Was due largely to the fact the 
people were improperly informed. 
“They thought there would be a lot 


>of muss and smell but these plants 


are things of beauty the way they 
are constructed nowadays”, his 
worship asserted. “They would add 
to rather than detract from the 
value of property nearby”, he told 
members,

Butter Price 
Appears Due 
For Tumble 


Toronto March 3 (BUP) the price 
of butter on the Toronto market 
appears due for a tumble. The un- 
steady market is apparently due 
to competition from the sale of 
oleomargarine and butter substi- 
tutes, * 

The Toronto produce market re- 
ported today that the market was 
“unsettled,” with an “easier” un- 
dertone.” There were no sales up to 
noon, and officials pointed out that 
the 68-cent asking price quoted for 
first grade was only nominal. 

Men in the butter trade say that 
the 68 cent price is “unrealistic.” 
They say the price should be about 
five cents lower -- about 63 cents.

Bill is being pigeon-holed for the 
present, at, least. 

The bill was mentioned in the 
Speech from the Throne. All that 
the speech said was that steps would 
be taken to make it easy for the 
housewife to distinguish between 
butter and margarine when she 
does her shopping. 

The bill likely will regulate the 
materials that go into oleomargar- 
ine. But there are conflicting re- 
ports as to whether it will ban or 
limit the “use of coloring.

Lindsay To 
Benefit 
More 


Provincial Treasurer Leslie M. 
Frost told the Post Friday that he 
thinks Lindsay will benefit consid- 
erably under the revised subsidy 
system to municipalities. 

Mr, Frost sald he thought Lind- 
say would probably receive about 
twice as much in subsidies under 
the new system, and that this would 
apply to smaller municipalities gen- 
erally across Ontario. 

Under the old system, one mill 
subsidy was paid to Ontario muni- 
cipalities for general purposes,’ but 
under the new plan, Mr, Frost ex- 
plains, the Proyince will undertake 
to subsidize 25 per cent of a muni- 
cipality’s police and fire department 
budget, 50 per cent. of its approved 
road expenditures, 25 per cent of 
its Children’s Ald Society costs, 
plus 50 per cent of any operating 
deficit in connection with thelr 
County Home, 50 per cent. of new 
County Home Construction and a 
bonus of 25 per cent on private don- 
ations to Children’s Ald Society 
work. 

Provincial Treasurer Frost cited 
the fact that on the basis of 1948's 
police and fire department budget, 
Lindsay would be eligible for $6,444,- 
25 under the new subsidy system. 
This would compare with a total 
subsidy: of $5,440 paid the town in 
that year. “It means that on the 
basis of last year's figures, Lindsay 
would get $1,000 more subsidy on 
police and fire department budgets 
alone that it did for all purposes in 
that year", he explained, adding, 
“everything over and above this 
would be additional reyenue and 
might amount to a total subsidy of 
about 2 mills.” 

Mr. Frost said the new subsidy 
system would be fairer to smaller 
municipalities and would prevent 
larger centres with high assess- 
ments from getting the lion’s share. 
He said too, that he felt the sub- 
sidies, directed as they were to 

certain departments, would im- 
prove conditions therein, For exam- 
pie, he thought it would bring ab- 
out better fire and police depart- 
ments, and improved social services. 

On the basis of the one mill sub- 
sidy last year Ontario paid out 
$3,300,000 but this year estimated 
expenditures will amount to $6,- 
500,000. 


Athletics Tax 
More Bother 
Than Worth 


Tax reductions in the new Ont- 
ario Budget were few and far he- 
tween. 

The two percent. tax on profess- 
jonal athletic contests and exhibi- 
tions — other than wrestling and 
boxing contests—is being dropped, 
But patrons of these sporting events 
are already subject to the 20- per- 
cent. amusement tax for hospitals, 
and this tax is being continued.

New Industry Encouraged 
Exemptions In Corporation Tax 


The provincial budget for the 
next fiscal year includes provisions 
to encourage new industry to es- 
tablish itself in Ontario. 

Under the Corporations Tax Act, 
an exemption {s going to be made 
for new businesses. Where a new 
company is formed in Ontario, it 
will be allowed to offset its losses of 
the first years of operations against 
the profits 1t makes in later years. 

Provision is also being made for 
companies which operate in other 
provinces other than Ontario. Frost 
says the exact amendment which 
will be introduced in the legislature 
{s highly technical - -too technical 
to explain in full at the present 
time, But he says the formulae for 
fixing the Corporation Tax on this 
kind of company will be worked out 
So that it will be ~- as he puts tt - 
“closely complementary” to the tax 
schemes of the other provinces.

The new budget proposes a new 
method of paying the provincial 
subsidy to municipalities. 

Under the present set-up, the 
province pays each municipality a 
subsidy based on its assessment. 
But various municipal associations 
haye complained that this mill rate 
subsidy is not equitable. So, the 
government is proposing a new plan. 

The government will discontinue 
the mill-rate subsidy—and provide 
a direct subsidy to cover part of the 
cost of police, fire department, 
roads repair, old age assistance, and 
children’s ald for the elty. 

The mill-rate subsidy this year 
would cost the provincial govern- 
ment about three and a third mill- 
jon dollars. Under the new plan, 
the government expected to pay out 
about six and a third million dol- 
lars. And there's a guarantee in 
the budget that no municipality will 
receive less under the new plan than 
it would if the old scheme were 
continued, 

In fact, most municipalities will 
find their provincial grants con- 
siderably larger. 


SUCCESSION DUTY 
EXEMPTION RAISED 
There’s some tax rellef in the new 
Ontario Budget under the heading 

of Succession Duties. 

The Government is raising the 
exemption for Succession Duties 
from 25-thousand dollars to 50- 
thousand dollars.

But they add that just the 
opposite was possible. His succes- 
sor—Andrei Vishinsky — has made

Lindsay's new 42 1-2- mill tax 
rate will not be affected by the dir- 
ect subsidies to be paid by the pro- 
vinelal government under the terms 
of the 1949 Ontario budget brought 
down Friday. This was stated by 
Mayor R. I. Moore last week. “We 
previously receivéti a subsidy of one 
mill from the province on our to- 
tal assessment, plus a subsidy of 
60 per cent of our approved road ex- 
penditures and while we will bene~ 
fit by the new subsidies {t will not 
be sufficient to cut our tax rate 
this year,” he exlained. 

Mayor Moore stated that “the 
new scheme means we will receive 
25 per cent of the cost of the police 
‘and fire departments in addition to 
the 50 per cent road subsidy. We

budgeted for roughly $33,000 in po- 
lice and fire department estimates 
and this means we will get about 
$8,000 from the provincle under the 
revised system of subsidies, If the 
old subsidy had continued in effect 
the town would haye received $6,- 
184.67, so the town will. benefit by 
the difference between the old and 
the new subsidies.” 

“The mill rate will not be ad- 
justed because of this windfall,’ 
continued the Mayor, ‘The Council 
has budgeted for a surplus and 
this will help a little bit.

The Coun_ 
cil is determined to put Lindsay's 
finances back on a healthy, realistic 
basis.” 


Looking Into 
Ontario Tin 
Deposits 


The Ontario Department of Min- 
es has issued,a detailed report of 
the Province’s first authentic dis- 
covery of tin. The report was pub- 
lished by. Provincial Treasurer and 
Mines Minister Leslie Frost. 

And the report says that the tin 
discovery should be fooked {nto 
more closely. 

The report—a technical one—was 
prepared by the resident geologist 
of the Department at Kenora, E. O, 
Chisholm. He spent two days last 
October examining the discovery 
claims. The first discovery was 
made about five years ago, by Stan- 
ley Johnson. But it has taken this 
long to look into the prospects thor- 
oughly and issue - report, 

According to Chisholm, the tin 
deposit at Linklater Lake, in the 
Thunder Bay district, has many 
characteristics of other tin deposits 
in the world that appear near the 
contact of what is known as acidic 
granite rocks. 

But Chisholm says the tin depos- 
its so far uncovered, are not of econ- 
omic importance. He suggests how- 


ever, that careful prospecting along 
the whole zone is warranted. Link- 
later Lake 1g about twenty miles due 
north of the most northerly tip of 
Lake Nipigon. (BUP),

No Personal Income Taxes 


‘ Provincial Treasurer Leslie Frost 
introduced his Ontarlo Budget for 
1949-50 in the Ontario Legislature 
Friday. Perhaps the most im- 
portant feature of it was that once 
again, the province of Ontario is 
going to get along without leyy- 
ing personal income taxes. 

The province has the right to 
levy personal income taxes in addit- 
ion to the income taxes levied by 
the Federal Goyernment, This right 
was returned to Ontario at the ex- 
piration of the wartime Dominion- 
Provincial tax agreements. 

But Provincial Treasurer Frost 


, says Ontario will refrain once a= 


gain from entering this field. He 
says the government believes taxes 
levied on personal incomes by the 
‘Federal Government @lready are 
too high, and that an Ontario tax 
in addition would only prove more 
detrimental to the people of the 
province, . 
However, says Frost, the way is 
lJeft open for the Federal govern- 
ment to reduce personal income 
taxes. “This,” he says, “should be 
done especially in the lower brack- 
ets, not only on the grounds of 
sound economy, but also for hum- 
anitarian reasons.” (BUP)

For Recreation; 


Heatedly Debated — 


Récreation centre expenditure was 
the centre of a heated discussion at 
the town council estimates meet- 
ing, last week. The discussion star- 
ted when it was learned that, in 
addition to the money required 
from the town, the recreation ceri 
tre will be receiving $5,000.00 from 
the ice rink. Sald Councillor R. But- 
ler, “The {ce rink should not main- 
tain the recreation centre”. Coun- 
cillor C. Ferguson, hotly asserted 
that “The Recreation centre is 
doing # grand job by bringing chil- 
dren off the streets.” Deputy Reeve, 
Lloyd Burrows, said that he con- 
siders there ts too much recreation 
for adults at the centre. “They 
want too much recreation and they 


big city basis.” At this, Mayor R. 1 
Mooré stated that he disagreed with 
Mr. Burrows but the Deputy-Reeve 
continued with “I've had it suggest- 
ed that there should be two distinct 
and separate committees.” “The 
rink committee,” he said, “doesn’t 
think it should give the recreation 
centre $5,000.00.

In bygone days, whe. books were 
handwritten by monks and a few 
other learned men, they were ex- 
ceptionally rare and a scholar was 
considered indeed fortunate if he 
owned one or more, Usually, each 
monastery possessed just one book 
which was handwritten in Latin 
and securely bound and chained to 
the wall. The monastery Bible was 
indeed a precious volume. The first 
“heretics” who translated the Bible 
into the language of the common 
people were often burned at the 
stake for their pains and the prin- 
ting of books In any quantities, by 
men such as Caxton, Gutenburg, 
was looked at with very little fa- 
your by the rulers in those times, 


Since then progress has ensured 
that books may be available 
fo all but, up to a few years ago, 
many people could not afford to 
own more than just a few and 
these were soon read, indeed many 
times over, and then saved to be 
read even again on the next rainy 
days. The need for ordinary folk to 
be given access to books became ap- 
parent when it became common. 
place for everybody to be versed In 
the three R's. Today nearly all 
municipalities have libraries where, 
for a few cents, both young and old 
may borrow books on all subjects 
Fiction, where they may escape 
from the realities of the world, tra_ 
vel books, to enable imaginative | 
minds to travel to far away places, 
biographies telling of the world’s | 
great and what have you.

One of the old maxims of garden 
practice which sclence has proved 
wrong is that it benefits plants to 
It was formerly 
taught that if plants grown from 
seed were transplanted as soon as 
they were large enough, they grew 
stocky and gained vigor. ~ 

It has been demonstrated that ev- 
ery time a growing plant is lifted 
and moved to a new location, it suf- 
fers a shock and set-back. From 
this it may, indeed, recover, but in 
a race to maturity it will fall be- 
hind a plant whose growth was not 
interrupted by transplanting. 

The chief advantage in early 
transplanting of young seedling 
plants, is that many seeds may be 
sown close together in a flat or pot, 
and those which come up may be 
moved before they crowd to other 
flats or pots, where they grow un- 
til safe to set out in the garden. 
Florists usually follow this meth- 
od, which permits economies in 
time, and greenhouse space. By 
starting earlier than would other- 
wise be necessary, they get their 
plants to garden size on time, and 
Make use of every good seed in the 
Packet. 

Amateur gardeners should con- 


sider before they start seeds in-| 


doors, or in an outdoor box, wheth- 
er it is more important to make 
every seed! count, or to grow the 
largest plants they can in the short- 
est time. In case of a late start, 


the latter will be advisable. In that! d 


case, the first sowing in a seed box 
should be made with the seeds 
thinly spaced, so plants will not ke 
crowded when they come up. 

It should be sufficient to sow 
twice a3 many seeds as you have 
room for, to allow for failures from 
accidents, or other causes. If all 
seeds grow, some plants may have 
to be taken out, but as many as 
possible should be grown without 
check to garden size. 

Garden’ size may mean anything 
from the second pair of leaves up, 
depending on how late you sow. 
The younger a plant is when moved 
outdoors, the quicker it will recoy- 
er and resume growth. Plants may 
be moved to the garden as soon as 
the weather permits, if they naye 
made true leaves. They should not 
be started so early that they out- 
grow their indoors quarters when 
it is still too cold to move outdoors, 
as this may seriously check their 
growth. 

If you take asa guide the date in 
your locality after which the gar- 
den is usually safe from killing 
frosts, then you may start seed 
fcur weeks before that date in a 
cold frame or in the house; 
‘weeks before in a hot-bed and eighi 
weeks or more in a greenhouse, 
and be reasonably sure that, pro- 
vided you grow your plants in con- 
tainers which have plenty of soil, 
you can grow them without check 
until safe\to move them to the gar-

The Six Nations Indians from

Victoria Makes 
More Butter 


Production of creamery butter in 
Victoria County, last January, was 
up in comparison with the same 
month last year. Actual production 
figures were 74,633 pounds in Janu- 
ary, 1949 and 68,601 in January, 
1948, according to a report by the 
Ontario Department of Agriculture, 

Production in Central Ontario in- 
creased by 31,612 to 522,794 pounds. 
The remainder of the province 
showed increases {n Southern and 
Western Ontario and decreases in 
Eastern and Northern. The prov- 
ince, as a whole, showed an in- 
creased production of 215,824 
pounds. 

The wholesale price of butter at 
Toronto remained firm at 68 cents 
a pound during the Jast three 
months of 1948 and January of 
1949. Lowest figures last year were 
66 cents {n June and September 
and 66.6 in May. 

Of considerable interest {5 that 
the January 1949 price shows the 
first decrease in over elght years, 
Since 1941 the wholesale price of 
butter in January has steadily ad- 
vanced from 33.8 cents to 68.1 cents 
in 1948. Last January's price, 68 
cents, represents the first drop in 
price, for that month but does not 
represent a decrease from the pric- 


es shown for the last three months 
of 1948.

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Ice Fishing At Its Peak 


In Lake Simcoe 


Jackson's Point, March 5—(Spe- 
cial)—Lake Simcoe's ice fishermen 
are reaping their winter harvest 
with white fish and herring cat- 
ches plentiful and tourist fishing 
at its peak. Ice fishing is draw- 
ing increasing interest from centres 
such as Toronto, and residents of 
this area, who have extra fish shan- 
ties, find them easy to rent at $5 
per day. This includes transporta- 
uion, bait, lines for still fishing and 
transportation to the shanties, some 
of which are located two miles off 
shore. 


An educational campaign, spons- 
ored by the Department of Lands 
and Forests, and spear-headed by 
fish and game overseers, is lead- 
ing to the elimination of unsports- 
manlike ‘snagging bar” local fish- 
ermen claim. The snagger may be 
seized by the overseer, and already 
there are large numbers of~the 
cruel gadgets in the Departmental 
yaults. They are metal bars, about 
eight. to ten inches long, to which 
are soldered several large “ood” 
hooks. They are suspended at the 
bottom of a handline, and mounted 
above the bar is a single hook which 
4s baited. The line runs through 
a tip-up which signals to the fish- 
erman when a fish is even just nos- 
ing idly about below. A quick jerk 
on the line “snags” the fish, but 
in many cases merely rips it so bad- 
ly that it dies below. 

Use of the bars was roundly con- 
demned at a meeting of Zone Five, 
Ontario Federation of Anglers and 
Hunters, and representations will be 
made at the meeting of the Legis- 
lature's Fish and Game Committee 
on March 15 to ban thelr use en- 
tirely. Even without the ban, how- 
ever, local fishermen have already 
decided the possibilities of injuring 
fish without catching them are too 
great, and that the snagging gad- 
gets aren't worth while. 

One resident of this community 
operates seven or eight fish huts and 
finds them in great demand by city 
fishermen every \eekend. “I can 
make a lot more money renting my 
shanties and looking after the vis- 
itors than I can snagging or trying 
to snag fish.” he told Department 
officials. “There's a good future in

the business for me, and while I did 
Use a snagging bar some years ago, 
I've decided {t isn't worth while in- 
juring fish and perhaps eventually 
ruining my tourist fishing business. 
So there aren't any more of the 
bars in my shanties and I won't 
let anyone who rents a shack use

“The game 
overseers have full authority 
come in and search the shacks, and 
if they find the snagging bars or 
fish which are marked by the hooks, 
they seize the works, Fishing thr- 
ough the ice in a legitimate man- 
ner is lots of fun, and there's some- 
thing very attractive about sitting” 
in a snug shanty, with its home- 
made stove, and looking down into 
that green water. The fish are blit- 
ing freely enough to keep anyone! 
interested, and everyone is having 
a lot of fun. 

Usual procedure for the city fish- 
erman is to make arrangements in 
advance for the rental of a shanty, 
The owner supplies fuel, bait, lines, 
sandwiches and almost everything 
required. 

Some use stripped down automo- 
biles to provide transportation, but 
all of them keep car doors unlat- 
ched so they may be opened instant- 
ly if the ice proves unsafe. So far, 
however, there have been no acci- 
dnts. There is about 10 inches of 
ice on the lake with no snow and 
most of the “regulars” use skates 
to go to and from their shanties. 
We've got the biggest skating rink 
in North America this year’ they 
claim. 

The minnows used for bait are 
netted in the fall from nearby 
creeks and are then salted down for 
winter use. Hooks are small, and 
whitefish are handled tenderly 
when hooked for their mouths are 
weak. An average day's catch for 
the city fisherman—particularly if 
he hasn’t fished through the ice be- 
fore, 1s about eight whitefish, run- 
ning between 11-2 to 2 pounds. At 
present prices in city fish’ stores, 
some of them come out with a slight 
profit for a day's fishing. Others of 
course, catch nothing.

Strikes 60, 
13 Perish 


Sixty people have been stricken by 
polio in the northern village of 
Chesterfield Inlet and 13 have died. 

That word came out of the Arctic 
Jast week in a radio message from 
a five-man medical team now in 
the village. The report said thirty 
of the people who had contracted 
the disease were suffering from par- 
alysis. , 

The message was the first to give 
an indication that the disease which 
struck the arctic settlement was de- 
finitely polio, 
the epidemic is under control. The 
message said there had been no 
new cases since the 27th of Feb- 
ruary. 

Some of the pollo patients are go- 
ing to be evacuated. They're expec- 
ted to be brought to civilization by 
the R.C.A.F. plane which landed 
the doctors in Chesterfield Inlet 
this week. All of the polio vicitms 
were Eskimos—white men in the 
village weren't touched by the par= 
alyzing illness. : 

Meanwhile, a strict quarantine to 
keep people out of a large area of 
the Northland will stay in force for 
at least another two,weeks. That 
Was announced yesterday by Mines 
and Resources Minister MacKinnon 
and Health Minister Paul Martin.

GARLIC FLAVORING

In case your family lMked those 
golden pancakes you tried on them 
you might like to compare your re~ 
cipe with this one which ts a stand- 
ard pancake recipe. 11-3 cups flour 
1-2 teaspoon salt, 3 level teaspoons 
baking powder, 1 teaspoon or more 
of sugar, 3-4 to 1 cup of milk, 1 egg, 
tablespoons melted shortening. 
(The amount of milk depends on 
whether you prefer a thin batter or 
a thick one.) Sift flour once before 
measuring, then sift it with remain- 
ing dry ingredients, Gradually add 
the milk and egg-beaten until Heh 
Stir until smooth, using as few str>- | 
kes as possible, (Don't overm1x.)

FOR VARIETY 

And here are a few additions one 
can make to pancakes for variety: 
add 1-3 cup grated cheese to pan- 
cake recipe, Finely chopped ham is 
delicious mixed with the batter be- 
fore cooking, Raisin sauce, maple 
syrup or honey make a sweet dish 
of them. One can also put about 
1-3 cup mincemeat in with the bat- 
ter to make a spicey dish.

If you hayen’t any maple syrup, try 
making a sauce with brown sugar 
(1 cup), 3-4 cup water and 1-8 tea- 
spoon salt.

Or—1-3 cup corn syrup, 1-4 cup 
water, and 1 cup granulated sugar.

SLIP COVERS 
Eyery homemaker knows the prac- 
tical and decorative values of slip- 
covers, A pretty,one can disguise 
a battered chair or protect a new 
one. Complete sets of slipcovers for 
each season are as good as a redec- 
orating job every spring, summer, 
fall and winter. 
The New York State College of 
Home Economics at Cornell Uni- 
versity says women who like to sew 
can turn out first rate slipcovers at 
home—thus, saving the expense of 
having them made to order, And, 
while the work isn’t exactly a snap, 
the job is well worthwhile in terms 
of a pretty room and money saved. 
The Cornell research workers say 
you must tackle the job with plenty 
of pins, patience and perseverence. 
It’s best to begin by cutting a 
muslin pattern for the chair you 
want to cover. Cutting the slipcover 
first in muslin gives you a little lee- 
way in working out a perfect fit. 
And using a relatively inexpensive 
material for your experimenting. 


cutting more expensive fabric. 

Once you have the muslin pattern 
made, it’s fairly easy to cut the slip- 
cover itself out of whatever attrac- 
(\ye material you have selected, And 
you can keep the muslin pattern to 
use ag a guide whenever you want 
another new cover for your chair. 

Because no tWo chairs are exact- 
ly the same size and shape, cutting 
a slipcover leaves a lot mp to the 
individual seamstress, But there 
are a few general rules which — 
once mastered—can be adapted to 
any chair or, for thal ‘matter, any 
davenport. 

Just like patterns you buy to 
make dresses, the Cornell slipcover 
pattern {s made for only one-half of 
the finished article. 

Home sewers will know, of course, 
that the pattern is then intended 
to, be placed on folds of double 
thickness of cloth—whichever may 
be necessary to get the desired num- 
ber of pleces for the final cover. 

Because of this, one of the most 
important steps in the pattern ma- 
king Is to be certain your measure- 
ments are for exactly half the 
chair, And you can emphasize that 
word exactly—a half-inch deyia- 
tion in the pattern makes a whole 
inch of difference in the size of 
the final cover, 

To be sure of what you're doing, 
divide the chair you're going to co- 
ver in half with a piece of string. 
Tie the string right around the cen- 
ter of the chair—just as though you 
were cutting it in half, 

Then, pin the string to the chair's 
upholstery—up the middle: of the 
outside back, down the inside, ac-

sure you're pinning the string ex- 
actly at the middle of the chair. 

Now, you're ready to start fitting 
the pattern, 

In general, the slipcover should 
be cut in exactly as many pieces as 
there are sections in the chair’s or- 
iginal covering. In other words, 
the seams and lines of the slipcov- 
er will follow exactly the seams in 
the chair’s original upholstery. 

You can start making your pat- 
tern for the chair's outside back. 
with a piece of muslin a few in- 
ches larger than one-half of the 
chair back, pin the cloth to the 
string along the center. Continue 
pinning across the top of the chair 
—following the seam in the uphol- 
stery. Now continue the process 
down the side of the chair—again 
following the seam line, 

When the muslin is pinned snugly 
to the entire one-half of the 
chair’s bask, clip the edges of the 
pattern, allowing about one-inch 
for seams. And then you have it— 
the pattern for the back of your 
slipcover, 

Using exactly the same method— 
with the center string for guidance 
—make a pattern for the inside of 
the chair’s back, the seat, the arm 
and for the section of the chair 
which reaches from the seat to 
the floor. You can’t go far wrong 
if you remember to fit the pat- 
tern snugly along the seams of the 
chair's covering, 

Before you take the muslin from 
the chair, you will probably want to 
pin all the separate pieces together 
at the seams. That helps you to 
be sure each piece is a perfect fit. 
Smooth away any unsightly wrink- 
les or bulges. And there you have 
it—your custom-made slipcover pat- 
tern, 

When you have taken the muslin 
cover off the chair and pressed !t 
neatly, you will be ready to go a- 
head with the comparatively easy 
job of cutting and stitching the fi- 
nal cover, 

Of course, all the usual sewing 
rules—including basting, fitting and 
pressing—apply to making slipcov- 
ers. But with your carefully made 
pattern as a guide, making a slip- 
cover will be no harder than any 
other piece of home sewing.

If you want a sure-fire method of

American Farmerettes whose ages 
range from 30 to 70, but who don’t 
fee] a day over 16. They're going 
to take a 30-day tour of Europe to 
listen to the troubles of housewives 
in seven different countries. 


The tour will be led by Mary Fos- 
ter, a Midwest radio: personality, 
who programs are heard on. nine 
stations in Wisconsin, Towa, South 
Dakota, and Nebraska.

Antiquing And Color Glazing 
If you're planning on doing a little 
furniture painting for the cottage 
or for those verandah chairs, here 
is an item or two to remember. For 
antique or color glazing the first 
step 1s to select the right shade of 
paint or enamel for the overall job. 
Apply this and, when it is thorough- 
ly dry, the job of antiquing begins. 
This consists of applying a shaded 
color finish to the painted, enamel- 
ed or stained surface, To antique an 
object you merely brush an “an_ 
tique glaze” over the surface to be 
antiqued, then wipe most of it off 
except that which naturally remains 
in depressions or carvings. etc. A 
simple household antique glaze 
(enough to antique a large table) 
may be prepared from 1 tablespoon 
of clear varnish, 3 tablespoons of 
turpentine, 1 1.2 teaspoonfuls oll 
color raw amber, add more or less 
of] color for a deeper or Hghter an- 
Uque. On yery small objects apply 
this glaze over the entire surface to 
be antiqued, then wipe immediately. 
on large objects such as 
a bureau, antique a section at a 
time, completing each drawer front, 
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top, side etc. This treatment may be 
used for antiquing white, fyory and 
other light backgrounds, plain or 
decorated: For a yellower glaze, 
use raw sienna instead of umber 
Antiqued dark backgrounds with an 
antique glaze made of lJampblack. 
This shaded color, to the depth and 
intensity you desire, can be applied 
with a plece of cheesecloth and, 
when properly done, can produce 
charming effects on a hanging corn- 
er bookcase, a magazine rack or 
corner cupboard. It takes time and 
patience to get a good effect, but 
it 1s well worth the time spent,

IT COULD ONLY HAPPEN IN A DEMOCRACY 
BUT HOW TOLERANT CAN DEMOCRATS BE? 

“The Communist Party leader in Britain pledged 
himself and his followers to treason today. 

Communist leader Harry Pollitt took words from 
the mouths of the’ Communist leaders in France and 
Italy. They had announced that Frenchmen and 
Italians were duty-bound to help any Russian army 
fighting on their soil. 

Today, in London, Pollitt announced that British 
Reds will side with Russia if war comes.  Pollitt's 
statement to the National Wxecutive Committee of 
the Party was published in the London Daily Worker. 
Pollitt said British Reds would help Russia in the 
event of war by strikes and what he called “Councils 
of action.” As the French and Italian Communist 
leaders had done, Pollitt called any future war “an 
imperialist aggressive war against the U. S. S. R.” 
“Nothing can stop the advance of Communism,” he 
said. And he added, “This will be no century of Am- 
erica ... but the century of Communism.”

Scores of Communist leaflets came showering down on Prin. 
cess Elizabeth and her husband, the Duke of Edinburgh, today 
when they attended a preview of the “Ideal Home” exhibition 
in Loxion.

One of the men shouted “home for the workers--not for 
the rich.”

These two items flowed off the wires of British 
United Press in the closing hours of Monday along 
with other news stories relating to the trial of 15 
Protestant clergymen in Bugaria. Their proximity 
could not but impress upon us the tolerance of a 
Democracy as compared with the intolerance of a 
Communist-dominated state. Likewise it was only 
natural that we should ask ourselves: “How tolerant 
can Democrats be?’ 

Such arrogant and disgusting violations of demo- 
cratic privileges as are attested in the aforegoing 
news releases are incensing decent human beings 
wherever the incidents are related. How much longer 
they are going to patient is difficult to say but it does 
seem that the time has now come to put those who 
utterly abuse the privileges of living in a Democratic 
country in their places ... Perhaps for many that 
place would be “Russia.” 


WHY IS IT A FALSE DOCTRINE? 

President Truman in a recent speech declared that 
Communism was a “false doctrine.’ He did not en- 
large on that statement. It is not enough-to say that 
Communism is false--why and how is it false? It 
may be claimed that there must be some truth in it 
since it has made such progress in Russia and has 
proved so attractive to large numbers of people in 
Europe and the Far Hast. Why is it so attractive to 
those people? The answer is, because they are down 
-and-out, they have nothing, and the Communists 
promise them everything. 

Communist Leaders point to the Western World 
and say, “Look at those people; they have enough 
and to spare, while you perish with hunger. Follow 
us, and we will make you prosperous and happy from 
the cradle to the grave.” It is little wonder that people 
in such distress should so readily accept so bountiful 
an offer. That does not mean that they have become 
Communists, for they know nothing about the econ- 
omic doctrine of Karl Marx. They only know that they 
are hard up, and the Communist leaders tell them that 
the reason they are in that condition is because pro- 
perty and wealth are not equally divided--in other 
words, because of Capitalism. Get rid of Capitalism 
and you will be prosperous and progressive--like the 
people of the United States and Canada. 

It may well be that Communism was the best thing 
for Russian people as & means of escape and emanci- 
pation from the feudalism of the Czar, and it may be 
a good thing for China in its present state of chaos. 
Revolution always results in disorder, and disorder re- 
sults in dictatorship and the consequent rise of a new 
governing class. This has already happened in Russia, 
with its Politburo, its commissars, bureaucrats, police 
and vast armies--all of which is the very opposite to 
the doctrine of Communism, and goes to prove that 
it is false. 

That the Soviet leaders realize that it is false and 
unworkable is shown in their imitation (and implied 
admiration) of the industrial processes and the econ- 
omics of capitalistic countries. They started with a 
system of equality of pay for all kinds of labor and 
services, but they discovered that this equality tended 
to encourage idleness among the manual workers and 
discourage efficiency and initiative among the mech- 
anics and brain workers. The equality system was 
abandoned and a graded scale of pay, with special re- 
wards, bonuses and .privileges were introduced as in- 
centives. This is said to have worked very well, but 
{t is not Communism, and it reveals the fallacy of 
that doctrine. It won’t work. 

The Marxian maxim, “To each according to his 
need,” may seem fair enough, and it might work very 
well in a community where there was a plentiful sup- 
ply for the needs of all without work. But in a com- 
munity where there is a great and, growing variety of 
needs which depend for their supply upon constant 
production it is impossible to guarantee “to each ac- 
cording to his need’ and maintain adequate produc- 
tion. Whatever may be said against the “profit 
motive,” it is an inherent motive In human nature, 
whether the profit be in the form of wages or divi- 
dends. Socialists talk glibly about an “expanding 
economy,” as if it were an automatic process and 
could be achieved by the adoption of a centralized plan 
drawn up by theoretical economists. But the only 
examples of expanding economy are capitalist coun- 

poo) 


tries where the people have had to depend upon their 
individual efforts for a living, and where enterprise 
has been free to expand by its own Initiative. 

The fallacy of Communism and Socialism alike 
lies in the belief that the people can obtain social 
security and a rising standard of living by transfer- 
ring their domestic cares and personal responsibilities 
to the State--that is, to an all-powerful government 
and a ubiquitous host of civil servants. Power must 
always be vested in government, but it is the power 
to govern and administer the civil laws and regulations 
of the State. In a democracy the government is not 
in the hands of one political party, but it is subject to 
periodic change by means of a free choice and éléc- 
tion by a majority vote of the people. This system is 
a safeguard against a government pepenine: a dic- 
tatorship. 

The Communists reply to Mr Truman would be 
that Capitalism is a false doctrine, But Capitalism is 
not a doctrine at all, nor is it a system; it is an essen- 
tial condition of democratic freedom, and is subject 
to the laws and regulations of the State, Karl Marx, 
in his preface to the first edition of “Capital,” wrote’ 
“Within the ruling-classes themselves, a foreboding is 
dawning, that the present society is no solid crystal, 
but an organism capable of change, and is constantly 
changing.” That was an unconscious compliment to 
Capitalism, which is part of a social Sone sen cap- 
able of change, and is constantly changing.” Marx, 
of course, would destroy that organism and substitute 
a system that is incapable of change, without in turn 
destroying itself—Contributed by Lewis Milligan. 


THOSE UNSIGNED LETTERS 

The Post has received a number of very interes- 
ting letters from readers of late which it would have 
liked to have published. ‘The letters we refer to were 
dealing with topics of current general interest, were 
well prepared and would have made good reading for 
our subscribers but they lacked that one very essential 
thing---the signature of the writer. 

It is the custom of many people ‘to desire to ex- 
press their views on certain points through the press. 
This is quite in order and is a very healthy omen, It 
indicates that the residents of a community are awake 
and alert to things which are going on about them to 
the extent that they are anxious to participate for 
the general good. The newspaper likes this type of 
person’s contributions to their columns if they come 
to them signed so that they know with whom they are 
dealing and are assured that the writer has the 
courage of his or her convictions. 

All too often newspapers have been used as tools 
to air petty or serious grievances in letters Over the 
signature of “anonymous”. Now, anyone realizes that 
such a signature means just one thing: “the writer 
has a bone of contention but he lacks the necessary 
backbone to back it up with his name and expects 
the newspaper to supply it.” Unfortunately this just 
won't work out for reasons too obvious to merit 
explanation, : 

Newspapers exist to promote an exchange of view- 
points but a viewpoint without a sponsor becomes no 
viewpoint at all. Therefore, if you would have your 
letters to the press treated with the consideration you 
feel they deserve, please sign them. Of course, you 
many suggest a pen-name and not infrequently such 
names are used if requested, but the important thing 
is to let the press know with whom it is dealing. This 
is just as much to protect the readers of these letters 
as it is to safeguard the press. 


LINDSAY'S 1949 BUDGET 


There is mixed reaction to Lindsay’s 1949 budget 
as it is considered by the taxpayers, 

Most people seem to have expected a rise in the 
tax rate and the majority of taxpayers had expressed 
a desire for more realism in the Town’s budgeting. 
Both expectation and desire have materialized but 
with what degree of satisfaction is still largely a mat- 
ter of conjecture, 

At the moment there is an uneasiness prevailing as 
to the future. Conservative opinion is that the big 
boom is over despite optimistic prophesies to the con- 
trary and that this is a time to cut back in unneces- 
sary expenditures. This feeling prevails extensively in 
Lindsay and, while the 1949 budget will probably be 
accepted without undue protest, there is no doubt that 
it will be accompanied by insistent requests for rigid 
economy. 

It might be interesting to note while discussing the 
1949 budget that it was very necessary to make it 
a realistic one for the simple reason that the Town’s 
reseryes have been pretty well wiped out. In other 
words a heavy deficit in 1949 would eradicate a good 
share of remaining reserves and, even though the 
people enjoyed a lower mill rate for the year, it would 
have been false economy. ‘This, coupled with the fact 
that the reserves are already at low: ebb which is not 
consistent with good municipal financing, made it 
doubly important that the 1949 budget really be de- 
signed to take care of anticipated expenditures and, 
if possible, provide for a moderate year-end surplus. 

If the town’s check book is used with the utmost 
discretion it is probable that Lindsay may end the 
present year with more money in the bank than it 
started with and, if such is the case, the municipal 
government will have earned the confidence of the 
people. It can be done if needless expenditures are 
avoided; and if a rigid check is kept on the reins in 
the administration of the present budgeted funds, 


THE PROVINCIAL BUDGET AND LINDSAY

VALUE OF NEWSPAPERS 


The people of Buenos Aires, capitol of the Argen- 


tine Republic, last week-end learned how much their 
newspapers mean to them. Because of a printers’ 
strike, no newspapers or magazines were being printed 
in the city, The result was that the Argentine capitol 
became flooded with all kinds of wild and fantastic 
rumors, and deprived of their usual source of factual 
reports, the people were almost in a state of panic as 
the rumors passed from mouth to ear and were re- 
peated all over the city. Even the efforts of radio 
stations, through news broadcasts, and of posters is- 
sued by the government, were not sufficient to re- 
assure the people that there were no foundation for 
the rumors.

Deprived of their newspapers, and left 
in the dark as to what is going on around them, it is 
not surprising that people became a prey to baseless 
and disurbing rumors. Thus the newspapers, in giving 
the news, perform a vital and essential service to the 
population of the communities they serve.

TINY PROJECT

What does this mean’in terms of dollars and cents 
to Lindsay on the basis of this year’s anticipated ex- 
penditures in these two departments?

town will be approximately $25,219 or roughly $2,222 
less than as if last year’s provincial subsidy had con- 
tinued in effect. 


From this it can be seen that the town will be in 
a position to do one of two things--improve either 
or both of the department’s services to the extent of 
$2,222 next year or apply it to its general fund which 
could in turn reflect itself in an improved condition 
of the town’s finances at the end of the year 1950. 

Since Lindsay has already found it necessary to 
step up the seryices of these two departments the 
knowledge that it will receive additional revenue will 
be more than welcome. 

On a broader scale, this direction of subsidies could 
conceivably result in improved fire and police protec- 
tion across the proyince with the result that countless 
thousands of dollars, lost annually through inadequate 
five and police protection, could be saved, 

Tf this latter probable effect becomes a reality, the 
Ontario budget's direct subsidies will have accomp- 
lished an important mission.

Useful Tool 
To Gardeners 


A Pencil Will Help 

A pencil will prove a most use- 
ful tool in the gardener’s kit, and 
it should be the first one put to 
use each season. True, it is not much 
use out in the garden itself, but 
with a few pieces of paper ang 
perhaps a small ruler {t will come 
in mighty handy for planning. And 
planning is an important and pleas- 
ant part of gardening. 

Tt is not necessary to havé an ex_ 
act blue print, or even a plan 
drawn to scale, though a rough 
sketch in the proper proportion, 
with the prominent features like 
the house, garage, walks. trees, etc., 
marked in about the right places, 
will make things neater and easier. 

The main thing about planning, 
however, is to Help get the garden 
started at the proper time, and to 
prevent duplication and crowding. 
Laying Out the Garden € 

For the vegetables planning {s 
simple mathematics. It is just a 
case of determining how much 
Space is available and then laying 
this out in rows of various widths. 
For vegetables of medium size like 
beans, lettuce, carrots and such 
things it is best to leave at least 
a foot between rows and up to 
twice this much will not hurt, More 
Space between makes cultivation 
easier. Larger growing things like 
Potatoes, peas, corn, etc. should 
have at least two feet between rows, 
and a yard will not be too much 
especially where a garden tractor 
is to be used for cultivation. Three 
feet apart is about the right dis- 
tance for tomatoes, too, although 
they can go closer if they are stak- 
ed. With sprawly vines like cu- 
cuumbers, melons and small squash, 
the best plan is to plant in hills 
of a foot to 18 inches square and 
at least two feet between, 
Planning Flower Garden 
For the flower garden, lawns and 
shrubbery about the house, the ex- 
perts usually advise an informal 
layout. By that, however, they do 
not mean just planting anywhere 
or, as one wit suggseted mixing a 
dozen packets of seeds together 
and sowing broadcast. 

Tt may sound a bit Irish but what 
these experienced gardeners have 
{n mind is a carefully planned lay- 
out to produce the informal effect,

Simple Yet Scientific Reduction of 
Weight if 
- Because thyroid extract helps to 
reduce welght in cases where the 
(hyroid gland is underactive, many 
overwelghts with a normal thyroid 
gland naturally believe that it also 
would be good treatment for them. 
However, thyroid extract taken by 
one whose thyroid'gland is normal 
speeds up the heart, raises the 
blood pressure and may cause a 
collapse. 

Overweight in all cases not due 
{o undeéractivity of the thyroid or 
other glands must be treated in the 
only way to get results - that 1s, 
by reducing the food intake. 

In “Annals of Internal Medicine,” 
Dr. M, M. Kude, Northwestern Un- 
iversity, Chicago, states that the 
ideal diet to reduce weight is a high 
protein (meat, eggs, and fish) diet, 
and low fat and low starch diets. 
“Double the usual serving of 
meat, fish or fowl, with all fats 
removed, and an egg are eaten twice 
daily, Uncreamed cotlage cheese 
and gelatin are permitted. Veget- 
ables may include cabbage, caull- 
flower, broccoli, Brussels sprouts, 
spinach, celery, cucumbers, sapara~ 
gus, string beans, onions, radishes, 
lettuce, mushrooms, tomatoes, rhu- 
barb, and egg plant. Grapefruit, 
strawberries, cranberries, lemon 
juice, vinegar and saccharine are 
allowed, but no sugar. From 30 to 
40 grains of calcium lactate, 600 to 
1,000 units of vitamin D and 12 to 
15 plain brewer's yeast, 7 1-2 grain 
tablets ,are taken daily.” 

It is interesting to learn of the 
use of calcium lactate in the treat- 
ment of overweight. At the last 
session of the Yale Summer School 
for the study of Alcohol, it was 
shown that calcium lactate {s at 
present the best single method of 
strengthening an alcoholic who is 
getting over an attack of alcoholism 
As an ulcoholic neglects food while 
drinking and ts, therefore, weak, the 
calclum lactate furnishes calcium 
(lime) to the needy tissues. 

By taking calcium lactate while 
on the reducing diet, the overweight 
gets the exact food substance need_ 
ed to maintain his strength, Most 
overweights will admit that it is 
tke feeling of weakness while on the 
reducing diet that causes them to 
turn back to their ordinary diet. 


BLOOD PRESSURE AND THE 
RICE DIET 

Because it is known that the 
Chinese, as a race, haye a lower 
blood pressure than those in Am- 
erica, lt is only natural that {t has 
been thought that it is because 
rice is their main food. 

While food does have something 
to do with blood’ pressure, the prin. 
cipal reason for their lower blood 
pressure is their manner of life, The 
Chinese are an old race; they are 
philosophical and do not let the 
little worries of life get them ex- 
cited so that the heart beat and 
blood pressure are raised. 

It is known that after Chinese 
come to America to live, their blood 
pressure ‘gradually increases. And 
when citizens of America live in 
China for a few years, and !carn to 
live ‘quiet, philosophical life of the 
Chinese, their blood pressure de- 
creases. 

Because it is known that high 
blood pressure causes heart strokes 
(coronary thrombosis) and brain 
strokes (apoplexy), physicians have 
been investigating the effects of 
the rice diet on blood pressure, In- 
stead of eating the usual meals of 
meat and vegetables, patients with 
high blood pressure haye a diet 
consisting of rice and fruit juices 

Tt has been found in a closely fol- 
lowed series of cases that all pati- 
ents put on the rice diet lose weigh! 
for the first three weeks which Is 
about the length of time it takes 
the body to adjust its water balance, 
After this first three weeks on the 
rice diet, little or no further loss of 
Welght occurs. 

While depression of spirits oc- 
curs during the first few weeks and 
many patients refuse to continue 
the diet, if they can be persuaded 
to persist for some time longer, they 
lose this depression of spirits and 
feel better. Once, however, they go 
off the rice diet, they refuse to go 
back to it. 

While rice and fruit juices un_ 
doubtedly help to prevent a rise 
in blood pressure, the very fact that 
weight is lost “only for the first 
three weeks" points to the water 
held {n the blood and tissues by the 
salt in the food-as the real cause of 
decrease in blood pressure. Rice 
and frult Juices contain little or no 
salt, 

Tf, then, those with high blood 
pressure would cut down on table 
salt in and on foods and also on 
salt foods for three weeks, and then 
haye ‘their blood pressure tested, 
thy would know whether or not +t 
would be worthwhile to go on the 
rice diet. 


GROWING OLD MAY BE 

WITHOUT SERIOUS SYMPTOMS 
It 1s estimated that within 20 

years there will be more elderly 


‘ 
men and women than children un- 
der 15 years of age. This is due to 
the fact that the mew drugs — 
sulfa, penicillin, streptomycin — 
Killing harmful organisms and a 
better knowledge of -food values, 
people live years longer than ever 
before, 

It was only matural with this 
great Increase in’ the number of 
elderly people that many physicians 
gradually found themselves looking 
after more old individuals, and so 
the new specialty, geriatrics —car- 
ing for the elderly—came into being, 
Now, although elderly patients suf- | 
fer with many of the same ailments 
as the middle-aged and younger, 
and also have the special allments 
that come with age, geriatriclans 
especially stress the personality of 
the elderly individual, © 

In the “Canadian Medical Associ- 
ation Journal,” Dr. A, B. Strokes, 
Toronto, states that the personality 
needs of the aged, as well as oth- 
er individuals, are: (a) The need 
of invigorating experience; (b) the 
need of material security; (c) the 
need for belonging to a group; and 
(d) the need for maintenance of 
self-esteem. Among the suggest- 


needs of the aged are: 

1. A survey of the community to 
see in what way it can interest the 
elderly in some useful and, if pos- 
sible, gainful occupations. 2, a 
continuous physical examination to 
help the individual meet the phys- 
ical and material problems that 
come with aging. 3. A continuous 
mental and emotional examination, 
and helping the individual and his 
family to meet the actual mental 
ailments of old age and to live 
with one another as happily as pos- 
sibly. 

While the above suggestions are 
not unknown to us, we must all ad- 
mit that it is only too true that we 
always thought that elderly indiy- 
jduals must all expect that they 
will grow weaker physically, have 
rheumatic pains and expect to give 
up any active mental work and to 
anticipate having lttle lapses of 
memory, being more easily irritated, 
and even being a little delirious at 
times. As a matter of fact, the 
elderly by thought and care, can age 
without necessarily having these 
symptoms. 


A Little Indigestion May Be Cancer 
of the Stomach 

Until a tew years ago when 
middle - aged men and women had 
attacks of indigestion, they simply 
took a laxative and cut down on 
their food intake for a day or two. 
Tf attacks persisted, they perhaps 
would take some baking soda and 
get temporary relief. 

Today such {s the natural fear of 
cancer of the stomech in the mid- 
dle-aged that a few say nothing 
about their attack., while others 
consult their physician and are not 
satisfied until X-ray and other 
tests enable the phyiscian to, tell 
them whether or not cancer is pre- 
sent. : ; 

There is one point that those of 
cancer age who suffer with indi- 
gestion should always keep in mind. 
It 1s that any loss of appetite --_ 
and some also find a loss of desire 
for tobacco - is often the first signs 
of cancers of the stomach. Loss 
of desire for meat _was recently 
pointed out as an early sign of can- 
cer of the stomach, 

While it does not seem like good 
sense to have men and women wor- 
rying about cancer unnecessarily, 
{n’ the case of stomach cancer, if 
the early signs are not investi- 
gated, later signs occur too late to 
saye life, 

In the “Journal of the American 
Medical Association,” some months 
ago, Dr. G, GC. Engel, Philadelphia, 
stated that a thorough examination 
of the stomach intestines, including 
X-rays, should’ be employed if a 
person past 35 years of age com_ 
plains: of: 1.

While most goiter symptoms dis- 
appear after removal of the thyroid 
gland, there are some cases in which 


the symptoms persist -- much to 
the disappointment of patient and 
surgeon, 


In the ‘““ancet,” London, Dr. L. 
Martin points out that patients who 
have undergone an operation for 
removal of the thyroid gland to rid 
themselves of nervousness rapid 
heart beat, sweating and bulging 
eyes., Often retain some or all these 
symptoms which are, therefore, 
called residual symptoms. Just what 
causes these symptoms to remain 
never has been definitely proved. 

Dr Martin studied 33 patients (in 
whom the action of the thyrold 
gland apparently was normal) at 
intervals ranging from two and a 
half to 10 years after the removal 
of the gland by surgical operation. 
Thirty-one retained symptoms even 
after all this time, The bulging eyes 
were the only true sign or symptom 
that could be directly attributed of 
the thyroid disturbance. 

What, then, was the cause of the 
other symptoms present after the 
removal of the thyroid gland? 

The other symptoms -_ nervous- 
hess, rapid heart rate, sweating were 
attributed to other factors present 
in the make-up of the patient, to 
the emotional effect of the disease 
and operation, or to other causes 
aside from thyroid disease and em. 
otional disturbances,

“If we haye normal conditions, I 
believe it will be possible to avoid 
actual power cut-offs,” he stated. 
Among other things he told the 
Post during his visit was that the 
HEPO didn’t anticipate as sharp an 
increase in power demands this 
year as last. Mr. Saunders said 
he thought there would’ be a level- 
ling off this year, which, coupled 
with increased generating capacity 
throughout the system and aided by 
normal rainfall throughout the com=- 
ing seasons, would help to alleviate 
an acute shortage this fall such as 
was experienced in 1948. 

Mr. Saunders referred to auxiliary 
generating equipment which has 
already been installed and noted 
that it was playing a big part in al_ 
leviating shortage conditions. He 
| said that study was being given to 
installing additfonal auxiliary 
equipment at strategic and econ- 
omically practical points. 

The importance of good public 
relations was emphasized by the 
EPG chairman. “It's a public 
business and {t should be entirely 
open to public examination,” he as- 
serted. Mr. Saunders stressed tha 
important role the press plays in 
Keeping people informed on a vast 
public enterprise such as this. 
“There should never be anything

Keller {s no novice at training 
cats. He's been doing it since he 
was a boy, although he confined his 
work to alley cats in those days 
He and his brother (now of Rochest- 
er, New York, doctor) rounded up 
all the stray toms around his neigh 
borhod one year and put on a mini_ 
ature circus.

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FARM HELPERS DRAWING 
HIGHER PAY THAN YEAR AGO 

Farm helpers are getting higher 
pay than they were a year ago. And 
the farms where they work are 
worth eleven percent more now than 
they were worth at the beginning of 
1947. 

Word of this comes from the Do- 
minjon Bureau of Statistics, The 
Government's official recording ag- 
ency says in Ottawa that with 
board provided by the employers, 
the average farm wage-rate per day 
—for all Canada—was four dollars 
and four cents on January 15th. 
That's the latest date for which fi- 
gures were available. 

The Four-o-four compares with 
three-62 on the same date in 1948 
and three-23 in 1947. 

Incidentally, the bureau says in 
another report—issued at the same 
time—that farm land values went 
up eleven percent in 1948 over the 
1947 figure. It adds that the aver- 
age acre of occupied land in Can- 
ada in 1948 was worth 39 dollars. 
POULTRY STUDY DISCLOSES 

INTERESTING FACTS 

Te Federal Agriculture Depart- 
ment has just finished a study of 
how poultry reacts during storage, 
and after. 

The data it's ined up is very sim- 
ilar to the new well-known Koonz 
experimental results that were writ- 
ten into the test-tube records two 
years ago. _ But the department 
says its information-is more exten- 
sive, and confirms the Koonz con- 
clusions. 

In recent years, there have been 
a lot of studies on the freezing and 
preservation of poultry. Several of 
them have discussed the factors in- 
volyed in maintaining quality dur- 
ing storage. But there's a great 
leck of detailed information... . 
information like the way poultry | 
meat spoils when it’s held at dif- 
ferent temperatures, and the dif- 
ferences in the amount of proec- 
tion against dehydration. 

The Canadian experiments took 
in six major studies. There was the 


age, and defrosting. Added to that, 
the research experts went into de~ 
tailed study of fresh controls, cook- | 
ing the thawed birds, and palatabil- 
ity tests—how they taste, in other 
words. 

Originally it was intended to use 
a minus 20 degrees fahrenheit as 
the lowest storage temperature. But 
when the test began, only a minus 
35 freezer cabinet was available — 
so they had to use it for the low- 
est storage temperature space. 
The same cabinet also was used 
once in a while for freezing. At 
those times, the temperature rose 
to as high as minus 25 degrees. One 
of the conclusions they reached was 
that the fluctuation in temperature 
apparently did not influence the 

results. 

Between the third and fourth 
month of storage, mechanical trou- 
ble with the refrigeration system 
made it necessary to transfer the 
birds stored at twenty degrees to 
a storage temperature of 10 degrees 
for fifteen days. 

“It's assumed,” they say in their 
report, “that this variation did not | 
materially affect the results obtain- 
ed on birds stored at twenty de- 
grees.” 

You'd probably wonder how the 
birds looked after being stored at 
varying degrees of temperature. 

Well, in general, fryers stored at 
20 degrees became unsightly and off 
odor after a short time in storage. 
Some giblets, In fact, eventually be- | 
came so bad that the judges weren't 
asked to rate them. These were 
automatically given aroma and fla- 
vor scores of zero. 

While mold nd slime formation 
Vas expected at twenty degrees, it | 
Was surprising to find some eyid- 
ence of these defects at ten degrees 
above zero. 

The scientists say {it’s generally 
assumed that spoilage is totally el- 
iminated at temperatures below fif- 
j teen degrees fahrenheit. They add 
that apparently there are some 
milero-organisms that grow at tem- 
peratures as low as ten degrees, — 
(British United Press.) 

Have Equipment Ready To Go 

Spring is just around the corner, 
and now fs the time to check farm 
machinery and equipment and ob- 
tain any necessary replacements, 
There is probably no more forlorn 
figure than the farmer who has 
just gone to the fleld to seed, hay 
or harvest, only to find that his 
machine has broken down. Next in 
line for disappointment, says W. T. 
Burns, Superintendent, Dominion 
Experimental Substation, Smithers, 
B, C,, ls the farmer who starts his 
repairs on the day he should have 
started his field work, 

In checking over machines all 
| dirt, grease, and oils should be

Machines should 
also be checked for broken cast- 
ings. These are often indicated by 
the presence of wire, While it may 
be true that the machines were 
running fine the last time they were 
used, it is equally true that time 
spent checking them over during 
the off-season will eventually saye 
time during the busy summer sea- 
son. 

Obections are frequently raised 
that during the winter it 1s too cold 
to work on machines, However, it is 


in a modest sized machine shop if 
fitted with a small stove, particu- 
larly if the coldest days are avoided. 

Seed Sampling For Laboratory 

Tests 

In order to sell seed for seeding 
purposes in Canada {t is necessary: 
to have a sample of the seed tested 
at a Canadian Government seed 
laboratory. So that the test and) 
grade received from the seed labora- 
tory may represent as truly as pos_ 
sible the lot of seed for sale, {t is 
necessary that the sample sent to 
the laboratory by the farmer ts re- 
presentative of the total bulk of 
seed on the farm. Each sample of 
seed for testing and grading under 
the Seeds Act and Regulations, says 
G. A. Elliott of the Laboratory Ser- 
vices, should be taken in such a 
manner that the sample will truly 
represent the lot of seed sampled. 

There are a number of points 
which should be considered when 
sampling any lot of seed. Probably 
the best way is to use an approved 
seed sampler. If one of these is not 
obtainable. then the lot of seed 
may be sampled by hand or other- 
Wise to ensure that the sample is 
representative of the lot of seed. 
When there are ten bags or less, 
each bag should’ be sampled. When 
the number of bags is between ten 
and one hundred, then at least ten 
bags should be sampled. 

If the lot of seed is in bulk it 
should be sampled in seven dif- 
‘ferent widely distributed places. 
Care should be taken to see that 
seed at the bottom as well as at the 
| top is sampled. 

When the seed taken from differ- 
ent parts of one or more containers 
appears to be of the same general 
quality, the samples may be mixed 
into a composite sample. But if the 
seed appears to, be of variable 
quality separate samples should be 
taken représenting such variations 
in quality.

In order to prove most efficient | 
the herbicide must be selective; in | 
other words, it should kill or inter- 
fere with the growth of the weeds 
ond yet cause no damage to the 
vegetable crop. The chief difficulty 
{s due to the fact that there are so 
many kinds of vegetables belonging | 
to ten or more plant families, There 
are certain features about these dif- | 
ferent types of plants which make | 
them behave differently when sub- | 
jected to chemicals for the con- 
trol of weeds. For example, carrot | 
plants and others related to car-| 
rots are much more resistant to 
the action of certain olls for the 
control of weeds than other unre- 
lated plants such as cucumbers, 
corn, ete, Therefore, it is not likely, 
at least for some time, that one 
particular chemical would be sat- 


thoroughly washed away, using | 
kerosene or gasoline where neces-~ | 


sary. All bearings and other moving 


isfactory for controlling weeds a- | 
mong all ofthe vegetable crops, | 
The probable result will be a num- 


ber of chemicals or herbicides, each 
one of which will 


be satisfactory 
for weed control among one or two 
kinds of vegetables and not among 
the others.

Where chemicals are at present 
being used in vegetable crops, two 
methods may be used. The first is 


called a pre-emergence treatment 
and {n this case the chemical is 
applied a few days after sowing but 


before the young plants have start- 


ed to come through the ground. In 
some cases the treatment 1s made 


before sowing. The other meth- 
od is known as a post-emergence 
treatment. A good example of this 
is the ofl spray commonly used for 
controlling weeds {n carrots and 
parsnips, This particular mater- 
fal is usually manufactured by the 
lagger oil companies and sold und- 
er different trade names. The us- 
ual rate of application for such 
material is from 60 to 80 gallons per 
acre when the young carrot or par- 
snip plants haye developed their 
first true leaves. Some growers 
have eyen used th{s oil spray for 
weed control in fields of young cel- 
ery plants with good success but 
until such time as its use for celery 
becomes more widely adopted it 
should be applied with caution. It 
would be wiser {- spray only a 
sma portion of the field and wait 
for a few days to make sure that 
the spray does*not cause any dam- 
age to the young celery plants be- 
fore spraying the whole field. 

During the last few years tests 
with other chemicals indicate that 
they may have a very useful place 
in controlling weeds in certain veg- 
etable crops. Certain ofthe cya- 
namid products show possibilities 
for controlling weeds in such crops 
as onions. In addition, of course, 
they also supply some fertilizer in 
the form of nitrogen. Experimen- 
tal work {is also being carried out 
with Di-Nitro compounds such as 
Sinox for use on peas and also with 
2, 4-D for use on corn. 

The pre-emergence herbicides 
Ihave not been widely used In the 
past but may become a more com- 
mon practice in the future. Certain 
precautions must be taken when 
making pre-emergence applications 
of herbicides. First, after working 
up the soil it should be allowed to 
stand for a week during which time 
weed seeds, etc. which are near the 
Surface, will germinate and start 
to grow. A pre-emergence treat- 
ment made at that time will kill 
these young weeds. 

Sometimes this is too long to 
leave a soil without sowing a crop, 
in which case the the seed is sown 
as soon as the land has been worked 
into a satisfactory condition and 
three or four days after sowing a 
pre-emergence treatment is applied. 
Tt will kill most or all of the young 
weeds which have germinated in 
the interval. Preliminary experi- 
ments have shown that such a pre- 
emergence spray, usually so-called 
carrot oil, at the rate of 60 to 80 
gallons per acre, has proved effec-

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seattle Police Experiment: Camp Gives 
Alcoholics a Chance Instead of a Cell

SEATTLE, WASH.- -(NEA)- “What. 
most of these men need is a chance. 
That's practically all they ever 
needed. And we're here to give it to 
them,” said Seattle Police Sergeant 


Ross Burr. 
The men are alcoholics, and the 
chance Seattle police are giving 


them is a sentence at the depart- 
ment’'s rehabilitation camp in the 
Duwamish Valley instead of in jail 
-a chance that today leads to jobs 
for many of the men. 

One of the first to be organized 
by a municipal police force, Seattle's 
camp is an experiment in the cor- 
rection of one of today’s major so- 
cial problems - chronic alcoholism. 
Although most police and medical 
authorities agree it is a disease, in- 
toxication {s still classified as a 
crime by city and state statutes. 

Seattle found that nearly 70 per 
cent of the police, effort and ex- 
pense was being devoted to com- 
batting chronic alcoholism. But 
nothing was reccived in return. Men 
were picked up off the streets and 
sentenced to jail, lying in a cell 
from 10 to 90 days, they wer2 re- 
leased to go on another bender. 

Police decided to do something 
constructive to end this useless 
drain on their time and the city’s 
money 

The Duwamish Valley camp was 
opened last year on land donated 
by the Seattle Police Athletic As_ 
sociation and financed by surplus 
funds from other city departments. 
It was staffed by carefully selected 
police officers with special training 
in handling alcoholics. Fifty pris- 
oners, all serving from 60 to 90 days 
for drunkenness, were moved to the 
camp. There the designation became 
“patients”. 

For the length of their sentences 
the men lived and worked, not un- 
der a jailer, but with men they re- 
garded as friendly and advisors. 
Given a balanced, healthy diet and 


regular hours, they were soon in 
good physical condition, Since a 
chronic alcoholic usually suffers 
from malnutrition, he must be re~ 
stored to nomal health before the 
othes aspects of his problem can be 
solved. The men are not coddled nor 
handled as erring children. They 
have vigorous out-door work to per- 
form in keeping with their condit- 
ion,

Hong Kong —NEA)—An elderly, 
unobtrusive little’ man who recent- 
ly slipped out of this British crown 
colony for Chinese Communist terr! 
tory may become the next leader— 
in name, at least —of one-fifth of 
humanity. 

He {s Marshal Li Chl-sen, 64-year- 
old former warlord, who aspires lo 
the presidency of the Communist 
proposed “coalition” goyernment for 
China's 450,000,000 people. 

Around New Year's Day the mar- 
shal quietly, vacated his apartment 
on the side of(he ;;eak above Hong 
King harbor and boarded a ship— 
varlously reported to be Soviet, Bri- 
tish and Fillpino. 

His arrival {n Communist North 

‘ China was heralded in a broadcast 
by the Communist North Shens| ra- 
dio. Li's name headed a list of 45 
non-Communist “democratic” fig- 
ures who, having arrived there, \s- 
sued a statement of “our opinion 
on the current situatlon,’” 


The Communists, who soon may 
exercise most ofthe political pow- 
er in China, are likely, many ob- 
servers believe, to support, Li for 
president. 

The marshal sees himself as a 
yallying figure for China's ant{- 
Chiang Kal-shek, but non-Commun- 
{st left-wingers and moderates, He 
believes that this group a8 a “third 
force” can share the governing of 
Ohina with the Communists. But

Like the marshal, they all have 
variously cooperated with the gen- 
cralissimo, then revolted against 
him. Li broke with him in January, 
1947, on the grounds that Chiang 
had betrayed the Chinese people. 


Li regards Chiang as a tyrant 
who has falled to carry out the 
reforms in the direction of democ~- 
racy and economic welfare which 
were enunciated by Dr, Sun Yat-sen 
the late father of the Chinese Re- 
public. 


Before Li left, thls correspondent 
visited his apartment, with Its 
hanging paintings of birds and 
hamboos, Asked how soon ‘he ex- 
pected lo become president, the 
marshal said:

Camp Hochland, Bavaria = (NEA)- 
“Bxodus 1049” jg a 12-hour, non- 
stop trip from the DP camps of 
Bavaria to Israel - a flight across 
the Alps to a land that was beyond 
reach of Haganah’s underground 
Exodus of 1047. 

From camps like Landsberg (where 
fo one-time prisoner named Hitler 
wrote “Mein Kampf"); lke Hoch- 
Jand, once a Hitler youth camp, and 
Geretsried, where Nazi officers once’ 
used Jewish prisoners as thelr ser- 
vants, the exodus Js in full tide. 

Some go by ship, but Israel's 
human airlift is what officials hope 
will clear out Europe's Jewish DP 
camps by the end of 1949,

To Help Men They Lay Off 


Cleveland (NEA) - With the 
number of unemployed in this area 
at its post-war peak, at least two 
industrial concerns are trying to 
find jobs for men they are forced 
to lay off. 

The two plants are a large manu- 
facturing company here and a 
medium - sized jobbing foundry in 
nearby Medina. The latter is mere!” 
looking for “tide - them - over" 
work but the former is looking fo) 
permanent jobs. 

During the month of Decembe 
alone, the, Apex Electrical Manu 
facturing Company, which employs 
about 1350 men, laid off 240. Apex 

)makes washing machines, vacuum 
cleaners, dishwashers, dryers, {ron- 
ers — electrical equipment which 
is not moying as rapidly in retail 
stores as it did six months ago. The 
resulting production curtailment 
makes layoffs necessary. 

But Apex is trying to find its 
men comparable jobs at comparable 
pay. They wrote a letter to about 
500 industries employing 100 or 
more men, They set up an alpha- 
betical file of the men, by skills, As 
inquiries came in, interviewed them 
and sent them out to the prospec- 
tive job. 

Apex virtually retooled its per- 
sonne}) office from a hiring agency 
to an employment agency. 

y “It's worked remarkably well,’ 
says advertising and sales promot- 
jon manager Frank S, Ryan. 

Of the 240 men laid off In Decem- 
ber, 137 were placed. In one week in 
January, 36 men were referred to 
possible jobs. Thirty - one got them, 

Some men have refused the new 
job, because the pay was lower 
than they got ati Apex. Othefs pre- 
ferred moving to a lower-paying 
job with Apex, so they might re- 
tain their seniority. Still others 
have agreed to work shorter hours, 
instead of being Jaid oft. 

The company keeps close tabs on 
the men lafd off. They send them 
questionnaires, asking if they have 

found work, if they are satisfied, 
and similar questions. A few report

The people of Canada were paid 
More money for their efforts last 
year than they were in 1947 -- 14 
percent more altogether. 

But the cost of living went 14 
percent above what it was in 1947. 

The Dominion Bureau of Statis_ 
tics says the aggregate income to 
Canadian labor last year was more 
than seven Dillion dollars. But 
the increased cost of living took al- 
most that much more from Gan-

SUPERVISION IS ONE THING, 
ABSOLUTE CONTROL IS ANOTHER 

Several members of Lindsay's Council seem to be 
of the opinion that their say is not apt to count for 
much in the matter of choosing the type of pension 
plan they will adopt for the town employees. It was 
disclosed at this week's Committee meeting that any 
type of plan desired and to negotiate with any ac- 
mitted for approval to the Ontario Dept. of Municipal 
Affairs. During the discussion Ald. Ferguson and 
Mayor Moore said they thought they recalled having 
been advised by the County Treasurer that only a 
“government annuity” type of pension plan would be 
acceptable to the department. 

Strong disapproval of such rigid control was yoiced 
by the Mayor and other members of Council. They 
were of the opinion that the Town Council should 
have the right to decide what type of plan they would 
adopt in the final analysis. There was no suggestion 
that they objected to submitting their choice to the 
department for their approval, but beyond that they 
‘(Councillors) felt {t should be their right to pick the 
type of plan desired and to negotiate with anw ac- 
credited firm dealing in this business. 

It would appear that since the Town and the 
Town's employees must foot the entire bill, they should 
be entitled to fuy the best pension plan at the best 
price from the agency of their choosing provided, of 
course, that the supplier was financially responsible. 
and that every assurance was available to show ability 
to carry out the contract, 

Many large insurance companies deal in pension 
plans, It is possible that some of their proposals might 
be more flexible, give better returns and cost less 
than government-sponsored schemes. This being so, 
it would seem as though any refusal to permit a 
municipality to negotiate with them in an undertaking 
of this kind constituted discrimination against private 
business. 

The need for supervision in municipal commit- 
ments is understandable in view of the fact that local 
government changes frequently but reasonable super- 
vision is one thing and absolute control is another.

SAFETY FOR CHILDREN 

The need for safety measures to safeguard the 
lives of Oshawa school children was brought into 
sharp focus by the inquest held into the untimely 
death in an automobile accident of 15-year-old Thomas 
Gagnon. The jury, in its verdict, called attention to 
the heavy traffic on Mary Street between 11:30 a.m. 
and 1:30 p.m., and suggested that stop lights should 
be placed adjacent to school areas, 

This question of the safeguarding of school chil- 
dren during hours of heavy traffic has been up for 
discussion on more than one occasion in recent 
months, and while the problem was recognized as a 
serious one, it is not on record that anything has 
been done to alleviate the condition. The installation 
of traffic lights to be used during school recess periods 
might be one solution of the difficulty, but others have 
also been suggested. For instance, it was suggested 
that a number of veterans of mature experience might 
be employed as special traffic police at busy corners 
or intersections used by school children, at the periods 
when chidren are going to or returning from school. 
This system has worked very well in Toronto and 
other cities, and there is no reason why it could not 
at least be tried here. 

The death of Thomas Gagnon might bring the 
subject to the fore again in the discussions of public 
bodies concerned with this problem, and perhaps, with 
the thought of this tragedy in their minds, those re- 
sponsible may be impelled to take positive action. We 
can recall another occasion on which it required a 
fatal accident to secure protection of a dangerous 
crossing. Perhaps the fact of this boy’s death may re- 
sult in some similar action for the protection of all 
school children—Oshawa Times-Gazette.

{n some of the western states —

or cannot afford to go to the spec- 
ial climate most suitable for them? 

In “Annals of Rheumatic Disens-

Cleaner For Wallpaper 

Tf you have a wallpaper cleaning 
job with the spring house cleaning, 
here is a tip, Mild grease stains can 
be removed by fuller's earth or a 
rug-cleaning powder moistened with 
dry-cleaning fluid, Spread paste on 
spotted surface; let remain until 
dry. Then remoye with soft, clean 
cloth. Repeat if necessary. Some- 
times a ring is visible after powder 
has been removed. If so, apply a 
mixture of powder and water. Let 
dry, and wipe off. For food stains on 
wallpaper brush off any clinging 
food, and if the wallpaper {s wash- 
able, sponge with cloth wrung out 
of warm suds. If grease stains re- 
main, apply treatment suggested 
abore, 

Bathtubs And Basins 

When bathtubs are old and fix- 
tures have been misused, rust stains 
and discolorations are often trouble- 
some. There is a special cleanser for 
this purpose. Sprinkle cleanser on 
damp cloth; rub discolored surface 
until stains are removed. Rinse, and 
wipe dry: The same cleanser remo- 
ves dust from bathroom and kitchen 
plumbing fixtures and other cor- 
roded metals. Treatment has to be 
repeated periodically, because rust 
means that some of the original 
finish is gone and nothing can pre- 
vent rust from forming again. Ask 
your grocer for this special clean- 
ser. 

Crayon And Lipstick 

Crayon on painted surfaces can 
be removed with washing with spe_ 
cial paint cleaner. If marks are still 
visible, sponge with cleaning fluid. 
If a ring remains, apply a mixture 
of fuller's earth and water, Let dry. 
-Wipe off. Lipstick can be removed 
with a sponge and cleaning fluid. 
Fuller's earth can also be used. Ap- 
ply and let dry. Then remove with 
clean cloth. 

Cleaning Hints 

Those scratches on furniture can 
be covered with a scratch remover 
on the market to make them less 
noticeable. Use it also for dark 
woodwork and you'll be surprised 
how useful it can be. Cleaning up- 
holstered furniture before it be- 
comes too soiled will keep it looking 
fresh. If the stains are right through 
the fabric several applications will 
be necessary to remove them.

The Shoe Manufacturer's As- 
sociation of Canada has issued some 
valuable tips on giving shoes the 
careful care they need to prolong 
their wear and keep them better 
looking. 

First of all, with regard to suede 
footwear, the association says they 
should never be worn with rubbers, 
Rubbers or goloshes harm the 
finish of suede, and the association 
suggests instead that you wear spe- 
cial foot protectors which are a- 
vailable in most stores across Can. 
ada. 


Colored suede shoes are much in 
fashion this year. And the associat- 
fon suggests that a liquid suede 
dressing be used to clean them. 


The dressing {is dasigned for 
cleaning footwear, and the shade 
used should be lighter than the 
leather on which it is to be used. 
Patent leather is very sensitive 
to sudden changes in temperature. 
And it's a good idea to warm these 
shoes in the palms of the hands be- 
fore wearing -- particularly if the 
shoes are new. 

Before you wear your new patent 
leather bend the feet to limber 
the shoes while the suface is still 
warm, And to get the best wear out. 
of them, wipe them off with a soft 
cloth after each wearing: Occasion- 
ally, they should be treated with a 
cream specially prepared for pat- 
ent leathers and polished with a 
flannel cloth. 


Now on those nights when you 
have the big formal planned, you 
want your gold or silver trimmed 
pumps to shine. But apparently 
few people know how to keep this 
type of shoe in good condition. The 
association suggests that shoes 
trimmed with gold or silver kid or 
metals should always be wrapped 
with black tissue paper and kept 
away from the light. 

In this way, the metal will not 
tarnish. 

Gold kid shoes will wear longer 
if given a rest. And a change of 
shoes for daily wear is not only good 
for shoes but good for the feet. 

Perspiration and constant wear 
are hard on shoes. And if they 
are allowed to rest and dry out be- 
tween wearing, they will retain their 
original shapes and give better ser_ 
vice. 

Perspiration rots leather, but re- 
gular polishing will restore the oils 
put into the leather when it is 
tanned, 

The Shoe Manufacturers’ Associ- 
ation says that well-shaped shoe 
trees should be a part of every war- 
drobe. They keep the shape and 
retain the smoothness of the shoes’ 
lining. 

One very good tip to make the 
soles last longer between repairs 
{s to put polish on them. In time, 
says the association, a hard wax 
surface will form, protecting the 
sole and making for longer wear. 

Heels should be straightened as 
s00n as they show signs of running 
over because run-down heels distort. 
the shape of the shoe. 

Worn heels also put a strain on the 
feet and tend to turn the ankle 
over,

merce has announced government. 


support policies on three major 
crops. They are oats, barley and the 
various oilseeds. 

Trade Minister ©. D; Howe made 
his announcement in parliament, 
He says the floor support will be 
given to oats, and barley but it 
will not be given to oilseeds, 


Howe points out that Prairie 
farmers already are guaranteed one. 
dollar and 75 cents a bushel for 
wheat, And he intimates that if 
oats and barley don't get support, 
then everyone would probably turn 
to wheat. So in the interest of al 
verse crops, there'll be floor prices. 


As announced by Howe, they are 
61 and one-half cents a bushel for 
oats, and 90 cents a bushel for bar- 
ley. ily has

Howe explained to parliament” 
yesterday that in the Hast and in| 
British Columbia most of the oats. 
and barley are used for feed right 
on the farms. Some of it goes. to 
market -. but in most cases if has 
the advantages of cheap trans— 
portation and is able to compete 
with other ‘crops from other parts of 
the country ... but on the other 
hand, most of the two crops grown 
in the West are proditced for com- 
mercial purposes. 


Even so, the decision ts not re- 
garded in Ottawa circles as by any 
means final. An indication of this 
came from Howe himself when he 
said that if the government has rea- 
son to believe that Hastern produc. 
ers start running into hardship, it 
will review its policy. 


As for oilseeds, the production 
was ‘sky-high, Howe told the Com- 
mons that flax seed was produced 
last year to the tune of 17 point_

In Determining Pension Plan 


Strong disapproval was expres- 
sed at the Council Meeting, last 
Mon, when it was suggested that 
employees’ pension fund may only 
be operated on a government an- 

Bnuity basis. 

The Council had received a depu- 
(ation of Mr. Sawers and Mr. Tre- 
mouth of Canada Life, Mr. Tre- 
mouth told the council that the 
government annuity plan would not. 
allow the employee an optional cash 
settlement whereas his firm's plgn 
would, Under the Canada Life plan, 
he sald that the employee would 
be able to take out cash, if he want- 
ed and perhaps buy a smallholding 
and do a few odd jobs. The plan, as 
outlined by Mr. Tremouth allowed 
for a minimum pension of $50.00 1 
month .On death, 100 per cent of 
the contribution goes to the em- 
ployee, After 5 years working the 
employee would be entitled tio 100 
per cent of his own contributions 
and 60 per cent of the town's, After 
15 years he would get 100 per cent 
of both, Mr, Tremouth explained 
that many, of the features of the 
plan would be subject to the town's 
by-laws, giving an example, he sald 
that @ man would receive 1 1-2 pe 
cent of his wages and future service, 
Alt 25 a man could expect 40 times 
1 1-2 per cent or 60 per cent of his 
salary. Earning $1934.00 a year, at 
65 he would receive $16,288.00. The 
annual premium would be $250.00 
(4pproximately) of which the town 


would pay $153.00 and the employee 
about $97.00. This could be an equal 
contribution on the part of the 
employee and employers if required 
said Mr, Tremouth, 
Said Mayor Moore: “I believe we 
can only take government annuities 
-or so we were informed by the 
country treasuver, “Ald, Ferguson 
stated he understood that the De- 
partment of Municipal Affairs will 
not allow the town to take out the 
pension scheme with private com- 
panies though the town would like 
fo do it the best way possible. “It 
seems only reasonable that a propo- 
sition should be put to the Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs,” he sald 
“then they should consider it and 
Sanction it if they see fit - certainly 
vnot have a hard and fast rule.” Ald. 
Butler said that it had to be in 
fovernment annuities ‘“-that's Mr, 
Durban's interpretation anyhow.” 
Mayor Moore said “I noticed in 
Mr, Frost's last budget that firemen 
and police must have a pension 
fund before grants would be paid 
to the municipalities. I can't see 
Why we should be tied down by the 
Department of Municipal Affairs 
in our choice,” he concluded, “We 
should have the same freedom of 
choice as the ordinary people have.” 
Mr. Tremouth was instructed to 
draft a plan based on a 5.5 con- 
tribution basis for Councll’s consi_ 
dera‘ion and the plan may be sub- 
mitted to the Dept. of Muntecipal 
Affairs for approval.

lively night spot fof rats that it was 
just a few short nights ago. Now all 
ic sad and desolate with no sound 
to break the stillness of the night 
but that of a collapsing skeleton as 
the ghost of some former rat stum- 
bles over an empty sardine tin or 
crashes to the ground off the side of 
an empty marmalade jar, 

The man responsible for all this 
desolation at one of the hottest rat 
spots on the continent is an exter- 
minator from Cobourg, name of 
Guthrie. He was tipped off by 
Town Property Chairman J. GC. 
Kingsborough and a few hours lat- 
er swooped down with iis deadly 
potions in a two-pronged attack 
on the unsuspecting rats at the 
height of their spring mardi gras. 
The raids lasted for about five days 
and when they were over the pulse 
of the rat centre was stilled. 


So swift and so secret were the 
raids carried out that Chas. H. 
Goodhand, dump supervisor, was 
unaware that anything had happen- 
ed until it was all over. He says he 
hadn't seen a rat for days around 
the dump and he wondered what 
had happened. Then he learned 
the awful truth—they were gone, 
not necessarily never to return 
however, because rats, sald, 
aren't easily discouraged. That's 
the reason these unannounced raids 
are going to be carried out once a 
month for the rest of the year — 
to keep them in their places. 

Mr. Kingsborough was reluctant 
to tell even his fellow members of 
Council what he had done to the 
poor defenseless rats and it was nec- 
essary for members to drag it out of 
him at Monday's Committee meet 
ing. Finally after much prodding, 
he told members he just had to be 
secretive about the rat raids be- 
cause Lindsay’s rats were “wily 
beggars.”

Israeli Army 
Seizes Strip 
From Arabs 


(British United Press) 

The Israeli Government announ- 
ces that its army has seized a five- 
mile coastal strip from the Arabs 
at the southernmost tip of Pales- 
tine. 

According to Israel, the area was 
taken after a battle with the Qrans- 
Jordan Arab Legion. 

Foreign Minister Mushe Sharett 
announced that Israeli and Trans- 
Jordan troops clashed near the 
Trans-Jordan hamlet of Aquaba, 
where British troops have been 
stationed since the Palestine crisis 
at the turn of the year. 

Sharett said that the fighting 
took place when Trans-Jordan for- 
ces crossed the Israeli border. He 
said only a few shots were traded 
and the Arabs withdrew quickly to 
Trans_Jordan. 

The clash occurred over the five 
mile strip.on the gulf of Aqaba 
called “Elath.” Israel had claimed 
it before but had lacked a precisely 
defined status. 

In London, Minister of State 
Hector McNeil told Commons that. 
a considerable force of Israeli troops 
was reported to haye reached the 
gulf of Aqaba. 

McNeil assured the House that 
the British garrison at Aqaba had 
available air and sea support, but. 
it would not be inyoked unless the 
garrison was threatened directly.

One of the big topics of conyer- 
sation among Lindsay’s taxpayers 
and others tag is the cost of gar- 
bage collection in Lindsay. The 
whole controversy started a few 
days ago when the present con- 
tractar, Mr, Peter Kearns, ap_ 


pay increase. Perhaps, this should 
not be termed a pay increase for 
in reality it i: a contract price in- 
crease which must cover not only 
the hire of the men but the upkeep 
of horses, harness, equipment and 
whatever else goes {nto the busi- 
ness of garbage collection. However, 
whatever its name the effect has 
been the same and people have 
been talking it over. 


It was apparent to reporters sit- 
ting in on the Council meeting at 
which Mr. Kearns applied for - an 
increase that there was complete 
harmony among members as to the 
efficiency with which Mr. Kearns 
had carried out his work. This was 
manifest in that there were no 
complaints. Nevertheless it was the 
second year running for Mr. Kearns 
to seek an increase in contract price 
and Council decided it was in the 
best interests of the Town to call 
for tenders and at the same time 
to make enquiries of other towns 
of similar size as to the cost of gar- 
bage collection so that a comparison 
might be made. 


Naturally, while tenders are be- 
ing called for, figures received from 
other towns cannot be published be- 
cause they might influence the 
tender price but !t is learned that 
Lindsay's budget for this work com- 
pares favorably with comparable 
places. 


It is interesting to note, from fig- 
ures supplied by Town Clerk W.R, 
Allely, that Lindsay's garbage col- 
lection costs have -not suddenly 
spurted ahead, They have been 
steadily increasing for the past ten 
years. Likewise the population of 
Lindsay has been advancing over 
the same years.

The “New Look” in health is an 
adequate way of describing the Red 
Cross Dental Health Program. In 
the last few years, teachers and 
doctors alike have discovered that 
dental health, or rather the lack of 
it, is the cause of many illnesses 
that were thought of as physical.

| Whitby, March 14 — Ontarfo 
‘County Council has struck its tax 
rate for 1949, at 5.8 mills, a reduc- 
tion of 1.4 from last year's rate. To- 
tal-amount to be raised by taxation 
this year is $225,544.01, exclusive of 
a special levy on 10 munic{palities 
for secondary school purposes. 


The decreased rate has been made 
possible by an increased over-all 
assessment, plus a reduction in the 
budget. County clerk William Man-

Operation Performed 


In Palace 


(British United Press) 

Britain’s King George went on 
the operating table Saturday —and ) 
the patient is doing fine. | 

The operation was performed to | 
improye the circulation in the Brit- 
ish Monarch’s right leg. 

A bulletin from the Palace says 
the King’s condition is “entirely | 
satisfactory.” It was signed by the 
nine doctors on hand for the opera- | 
tion. 

The operation itself was done by 
two doctors — James Learmouth 
Chief Palace Physician and J. Pat- | 
terson Ross, a famous British sur- 
geon, 

Full details on the operation 
haven't been made public, but it 
reportedly consisted of a two-inch | 
cut’ in the King's leg to sever a | 
nerve controlling the blood supply. | 

The surgery took place in a pal- 
face bedroom, converted into an op- 
erating room. 

The surgeons, with five nurses, 
arrived at the palace shortly before 
10 a.m. British time, five a.m. (EST) 

The operation lasted about an 
hour. 

As soon as news of the operation 
got around London, a crowd of an- 
xious Britons began to form out- 
side the palace. They remained 
there until the bulletin was an- 
nounced. They then let out an en- 
thusiastic roar, and moved away, 
chattering happily. 

Now the whole Empire is rejolc_ 
ing. 

The doctors had pointed out that 
the operation was to be comparat- 
ively simply one. Serlous danger to 
the King’s life wasn’t even consid- 
ered. 

The King’s illness first became 
known publicly last November. 

He was ordered to bed and had 
to wear electrically heated pads.

About Trees...... 
Lindsay’s and others 


Lindsayites hear many comments 
from their summer visitors about 
the beautiful shade trees in Lind- 
say. Citizens have become so ac- 
customed to them that they never 
think of them, but they are quite 
noticeable to a stranger coming to 
town. 

When the early settlers came to 
this country, they were not much 
concerned with planting trees. Their 
idea was to cut the trees down, but 
later on as the clearance became 


larger, they planted shade trees 
around their houses. The most 
popular shade tree at the start | 


seems to have been the English Pop- 
lar, that tall plume-like tree that 
could be seen around the old log 
houses in the countryside. Where 
these trees came from is rather ob- 
Scure but it is supposed that they 
were shipped in from the Old Coun- 
try to remind the settlers of their 
old homes overs At any rate, 
almost every log house in the coun- 
try had two or more English Poplar 
trees out in front. These old trees 
are nearly all gone now, but there 
is still a nice row of them just east 
of Kirkfield on No, 46 Highway. 
Later on maple trees become 
more popular for planting and there 
was a man lived in South Ops in 
the early days, named John Shan- 
ahan, who made a business of 
planting trees in Lindsay. He 
would dig up the trees in the woods 
and bring them into town and plant 
them for anyone who wanted them 
for a dollar apiece and guarantee 
them to grow. 
replace them the following year. 
He made a practice when he was 
digging a tree In the woods of cut- 


Sa 


ting a limb off the north side or 


the tree and then when he was re- 
setting the tree in town he would 
place this side to the north and the 
tree would face the sun in the same 
way it did in the woods. For this 
reason very few of his trees died 


and we think it is safe to say that | 


John Shanahan was responsible for 
a majority of the fine shade trees 
in town to-day. 


The best know tree in Ops Town- 
ship was the huge Elm tree that 
grew at the junction of the Little 
Britain highway and the first Con- 
cession of Ops. This spot has been 
known for a hundred years as the 
Elm Tree Corner, It was a great 
meeting place-in the early days for 
the young men of the neighborhood. 
‘They would meet there on Sunday 
afternoons and the long summer 
evenings and sit around the base 
of the tree and chat and tell ghost 
stories, etc. The writer remembers 
hearing an old uncle tell of one 
dark Sunday night when a group 
of them were sitting around the 
tree telling ghost stories, some of 
which were pretty weird. When 
it came time to go home, he was 
the only one going his way and 
when he had gone a short distance 
he thought he heard a step behind 
him but on looking around he 
could see nothing. He started on 
but could still hear this thing com- 
ing step for step behind him, He 
looked around again and when he 
could see nothing he became panicky 


and started to run and he could 
still hear the thing running be- 
hind him, He ran almost two 


miles to his home and when he was 
nearing exhaustion he discovered 
that he was wearing a straw hat 
with a torn brim and the slight 
sound made by the brim flopping 
up and down with each step he took 
worked on his imagination to pic- 
ture it as a ghost following him. 
This old tree was cut down a few 
years ago as it was considered a 
hasard to traffic, but, the spot {s 
still known as the Elm Tree Corner 
and probably always will, Another 
well known tree in Ops Township 
was the Jone Pine that grew at the 
top of Shannon's Hill, on the 
boundary between Ops and Man- 
vers Townships. This tree was cut 


down some years ago but it was for ! 


many years a Jandmark in the 


Township. 


The nicest avenue of maples that 
we know of is about’ three miles 
west of Fenelon Falls on the Glen- 
4rm road, where they stretch for 
almost a mile on both sides of the 
road, These trees were planted 
fifty-eight years ago by the James 
Palmer. Even at this early date 
the Township of Fenelon realjzed 
value of trees planted along the 
road, and offered a bonus of ten 
cents a tree to any Jand-owner who 
would plant trees along the front 
of his property. Al that time there 
was a snake fence along the road 
and Mr. Palmer planted the trees 
on the inside corners of the fence 
and the Township refused to pay 


If any died he would | 


the bonus on the ground that the 
trees were on his own property. He, 
however, Jaler recelyed a bonus 
from the Township for a wire fence 
to replace the snake fence, Mr. 
Palmer was assisted in planting 
these trees by Mr, “Pete” Belteau 
Who still lives and is quite active in 
Fenelon Falls and who recalls that. 
he was working on the farm at the 
time for two dollars a month* and 
his board. There is another nice row 
of trees just north of Glenarm on 
the way to Victoria Road and 


{near the Glenarm picnic grounds. 


These trees were planted by the 
McKays and are along the front of 
the farm now occupied by Mr, 
McKay. There is no more beauti- 
ful sight anywhere than either of 
these rows of trees after the first, 
frost in the fall. 

The oldest tree in the world is in 
Uraguay. It js eighteen feet across 
the base but is not exceptionaly 
high. This tree is said to be three’ 
thousand years old and is supposed 
to be the oldest living thing in the 
world. The tallest known tree in 
the world is a eucalyptus tree near 
Los Angelus, California. It is three 
hundred and sixty feet high and al- 
most perfectly straight. These are 
some of the trees that we hear a- 
bout and we also hear on the radio 
once in a while that “There's A 
Tree in The Meadow.”

Toll High

At least eleven persons were kill- 
ed and many others injured during 
the weekend by an unusually heayy 
Ust of accidents in Canada, 

Rail and highway accidents in 
Ontario took a toll of two dead and 
at least a dozen persons injured. 

Isaac May was instantly killed 
when struck by a train at Sun- 
bridge, near North Bay and 61-year- 
old Peter Dewda was killed by a 
street-car in Toronto. 

Two Seattle residents died in a 
Jevel crossing accident near Van 
couver when their automobile 
bounded into the path of a Canad- 
fan National Express Train. 

Nova Scotia reported the heaviest 
death toll for any province. 

Five persong died there from gun- 
shot wounds, drowning, train and 
car accidents. 

Those killed were 36-year-old 
George Patterson of Pictou, 50- 
year-old Louise Muise of Yarmouth 
District, Donald Nealy of Central 
Nova Scotia, John Scott of North 
Sydney and Ray Langille of River 
John.

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Say Russia

Diplomatic sources in London 
predict that Russia will renounce 
her treaties of alliance and co-op- 
eration with Britian and France 
when the Atlantic Pact is signed.

When it comes to U-S Federal 
taxes, for instance, the likelihood 
of a tax dodger getting away with 
anything has been Greatly reduced 
this year. 

For one thing, the 1948 tax chan- 
ges cut a good many millions off 
the books. The American's return 
just won’t haye as many mountains 
to get lost under anymore. In 
1947, for instance, the odds were 
better than 30 to 1 that the U-S 
Government's sweating Internal 
Revenue Clerks would give your re_ 
turn no more than a fleeting glance 
to make sure the taxpayer knew how 
to add and subtract. 

This year, the odds are only three 
to one in fayor of any return being 
passed over quickly. 

Should the eagle eye of a tax ex- 
pert settle on one little document 
of dollars and cents . . and should 
that eye find things mildly suspic- 
fous, the culprit is then in for as 
unpleasant a month or two as it’s 
possible to imagine. 

If he's a big enough fish, the U-S 
Department will put investigators 
on his trail, finding out how much 
he deposited and withdrew from his 
banks, who endorsed most of the 
checks he wrote, how much steak- 
versus-hamburger he bought at the 
local butcher shop and so on, They'll 
know him better than his mother 
does before they're finished. 

There's not much of nan escape 
in being a little guy, elther. They 
invite you to scrape up your books 
and come down for tea. There 
everything you've claimed in tha 
Ine of deductible expenses is given 
the fine tooth comb. 

If you argue for instance that you 
had to take six different crowds 
out to the nightclubs during 194i, 
and spent big wads on them, the 
tax boys will ask for proof.

Scour Lake

Hamilton, March 14 (BUP) 
Boats of all sizes were in use to- 
day as searchers scanned the icy 
waters of Hamilton Bay today for 
four teen-age boys who set out on 
a “teasure hunt” on a flimsy raft. 

The wreckage of the raft was 
found on the shore near the Steel 
Company of Canada plant last night 
and the boys are missing and fear- 
ed drowned. 

The four missing lads are: 14- 
year-old Barry Personick, 14-year- 
old Bertram lezon, 11-year-old 
Murray Smith and 14-year-old John 
Barclay. 

The boys built the raft from two 
wing-tip pontoons and some planks 
\yesterday afternoon. Police believe 
: they, set ‘out about eight- thirty 1 last 
night. 

Families of the missing boys say 
that the four had been talking treas- 
ure hunt for the past three weeks 
and had prepared maps, presumably 
of Hamilton Bay. 

‘The wreckage of the raft revealed 
the vivid imagination o {the four 
youngsters which may have cost 
their lives. The raft contained two 


water-soaked blankets, a tattered 


pennant, a box "of doughnuts and 
some crudely_drawn charts. A life- 
jacket, which one of the boys had 
with his was not found. 

Police say there’s almost no hope 
for the boys’ lives. They believe the 
raft came apart on the choppy, ice- 
riddled bay and the four were 
drowned.

Sociologist on social conditions in 
Windsor, Ontario, has produced a 
major sensation in the Border City. 

C. W. M. Hart, now a Professor 
Sociology at the University of Wis- 
consin has released his finding of 
a two year study of the forced at 
work in the unionized town, 

The conclusion of the report 
states that unions have wrested the 


in the life of the city from the 
church, the business interests and 
the service clubs. bin 

And Professor Hart has found 
that the union is now deeply em- 
bedded as the most powerful social 
and moral authority in the com- 
munity. 

In the city, he sees four power 
groups in an almost constant state 
of competition and often open war- 
fare—with the unions winning out. 
Professor Hart’; four groups are: 

The Big Business, as represented 
by Ford and Chrysler, the Catholic 
Church, the Unions and Miscellan- 
eous Group made of of the business 
people and the Chamber of Com- 
merce set, 

Tracing the forces at work, he 
says—'People in trouble in a town 
like Windsor used to go to a clergy- 
man or a local politician or a char- 
itable body, now they go to the 
union.” 

Professor Hart says the March 
of Union Force in the City is con- 
tinuing. Says he—‘Every Munici- 
pal election brings nearer the day 
when the unions will have a perm-

Q. How can I clean gold chains?

Rinse in 
clear cold water, wipe on a towel 
and the polish will be surprising. | 


Q. How can J make a furniture 
polish? 

A. An economical furniture pol- 
ish and an effective one, can be 
made at home by mixing equal parts 
of turpentine, kerosene and vineg- 
ar. 

Q. Where is the best place in 
the yard to plant lilies of the valley? 

A, Lilies of the valley planted on 
all four sides of the house will in- 
gure a long season for them. Those 
on the south side will bloom first, 
while those on the other sides will 
come along in succession as the 
weather gets warmer, 

Q. How can I easily clean a fry- 
ing pan that has been used for on- 
jons or fish? 

A. Soak it during the meal with 
a strong solution of ammonia and 
water. This will take away the 
odor, and the pan will wash readily. 

Q. How can I prevent spattering 
when frying eggs? 

A. Add a generous pinch of flour 
to the grease and stir, just before 
putting in the eggs to fry; this will 
prevent the usual spattering of 
grease. 

Q. How can I easily pour molas- 
Ses? 

A, When measuring molasses, dip 
the measuring spoon or cup into 
scalding water first and the molas- 


CHIPPED VASE

When laundering quilts do not 
hang them on the clothesline by 
means of clothespins as this is likely 
to pull the inside part of the quilt 
apart. Hang the quilt across two 
lines and it will dry quicker and 
keep its shape, 
A DELICIOUS TOPPING 
A good topping for pancakes, 
waffles, biscuits, rolls, muffins, and 
other hot breads, js strained honey 
that has %een heated slightly, It 
may be poured from a small plt- 
cher. 
DOUGHNUTS 
Doughnuts can be given a differ- 
ent flayor by adding one-half stick 
of bark cinnamon and four whole 
cloves to the fat used for frying. 
FIRE RESISTANT FABRIC 
Fabrics can be made resistant to 
fire by soaking the material in a 
solution of five parts of boric acid, 
six parts of borax, and 100 parts of 
water, After the soaking, the fabric 
should be squeezed out and hung up 
to dry. 


Q. How can I easily measure 
medicine by drops? 

A. If it is to be measured by 
drops from a battle, try dipping the 
finger in water and moistening the 
rim of the bottle in one place. Use 
this place from which to drop the 
contents.

A. Clean zine by rubbing care- 
fully with kerosene and polishing 
with newspapers, This combination 
of printers’ ink and kerosene effec- 
tively removes all stains. 

Q. How can I revive wilted veg- 
etables? 

A. By soaking them in cold wa- 
ter containing a little salt for a 
short time before using. * 

Q. How can I remove grease and 
grime from the hands without too 
much trouble? 

A. By adding a little sugar to 
the soap lather, The dirt will dis- 
appear like magic, leaving the 
hands soft and white. 

Q. How can I remove 
ring? 

A. It is very seldom that a tight 
ring cannot be removed from the 
finger if the hand ‘s held in ice 
cold soap suds for a short time. 

Q. How can I clean windows 
without using water? 

A. Instead of using water on 
windows, try using a cloth dipped 
in ammonia and whiting, and then

KITCHEN KNIVES 
If you never thought of your kit- 
chen paring knife as a thing of 
glamour—then you should haye seen 
the cutlery industry's) New York 
showing. 
Rows and rows of gleaming kit- 
chen knives were arranged on tab- 
les in a terrace room of the Swank 
Plaza Hotel. Waiters in tuxedos ho- 
vered at the guests elbows with 
fancy D'oeuvres. And the guests 
brandished butcher knives as cas- 
ually as they ate caviar. 
The idea was to display the 
cream of the new kitchen knife 
crop. And to lend a note of realism, 
the cutlery industry. had a workman 
on. hand. to show how a paring 
knife is made, It takes 28 separate 
steps, in case you're curious, 
In far less than 28 uses, however, 
you can damage a good knife, That. 
was the main topice of the knife- 
makers at the cutlery show. How 
to care for good kitchen knives 
once you buy them, 

In the first, place, they agree that 
it's no economy to buy cheap knives 
for those. basic kitchen Jobs. They 
set slx as the basic number of good 
pieces every well-equipped kitchen 
should have, But those six include 
more than knives. A paring knife 
is a well known. necessity. Then the 
knife-makers list what they call a 
utility knife, It's larger than a 
paring knife, with a blade from 
five to seven inches long, The ut- 
lity knife is handy for slicing tom- 
atoes, melons or grapefrult, 

The next kitchen equipment the 
experts list as essential ts a long 
thin sliced, That's a blade from 
eight to fen inches long to cut cold 
meats and sandwiches, The thin 
blade makes a clean smooth cut, 
where the wider lblade might cause 
the meat to cling, 

Then comes the carver. Here you 
can pick your favorite blade, shape 
and length. But it must be a stur- 
dy knife for carving ment, 

The knife-~makerg are broad min- 
ded about the fifth kitchen essen- 
tial they list. They say it's a long- 
handed fork. In their words, “it's 
Indispensable for turning or vem- 
oving meats from the oven or for 
slirring spaghetti, noodles or yeg- 
elables in boiling water.” 

The sixth and last on the lst ts 
a piece of sharpening steel, Sharp- 
ening n knife isn’t a once-in-a-while 
thing to the experts. They advise a 
few strokes of the knife on the 
sharpening stee] before each use. 
The steel should be eight to ten in- 
ches long, in addition to the handle. 

If you neyer seem tio get the 
right touch with the buteher knife 
and the sharpening steel, the men 
who make the knives suggest taking 
a closer look at the butcher in op- 
eration, He stropes his blade on

with the naked eye, but a micro~ 
scope would quickly show why you 
have to saw away at the roast in- 
stead of slicing through it smooth- 
ly. 

/ Here, briefly, is the way a cut- 
lery expert describes the sharpen- 
ing process, Use just a light 
stroke on the steel, he says, drawing 
the knife toward you from the hee} 
of the blade to the point at an angle 
of about twenty degrees. A few 
light strokes on one side and then 
repeat on the other side of the 
blade—and your knife should be 
ready for quick cutting. 

When you get this far—you're in 
danger of committing the error that 
causes knife.manufacturers to pale. 
That's tossing the carving knife in 
the drawer with a lot of other kit- 
chen equipment. The knife makers 
haye partially overcome this abuse 
by putting sets of knives out in 
handy racks to be hung on the wall 
or to fit into a drawer. Then each 
knife can be kept separately. Other 
knives come with plastic cases to 
slip over the blades when they’re in 
the drawer, 

If you must keep all your knives 
in one drawer, the men who make 
them suggest separate compart- 
ments with ro more than three 
knives in one compartment. This 
prevents the edges from being rub- 
bed or knocked by other metal gad- 
gets. 

That's the kind of advice and 
the kind of conyersation you get 
when you go to a showing of kitchen 
cutlery. There are hundreds of var- 
lations in blades and handles, But 
the men in the cutlery industry will 
he satisfied if every family has the 
basic six — and keep them sharp.

Use cold or tepid water, never 
hot water when dissolving starch. 

Use a large pan for starching 
when dipping clothes. Dip gar. 
ments until they're fully saturated, 
and then squeeze damp, not wet. 
Dip articles in order of stiffness 
desired, white pieces first. Wring 
out each piece over the pan so the 
starch can be used for the remain- 
Ing pleces. 

The cold starching method ty 
used for sheer materials, such as in 
Jabots or blouses, or for small pieces 
Uke collar and cuff sets. 

Tf a stiffer finish is needed, in- 
crease the proportion of starch for 
a lighter finish, 

Articles should be rolled in a dry 


for 20-30 minutes. Iron them while 
they're still damp. 


Household Hint 


Try giving new smooth-leathered 
shoes a coating of polish before the 
first wearing. It starts them out 
with an extra protection against 
spots, stains or scuffing.

Here are a few things 
that she has to say about them. 

The first thing the average fur 
coat purchaser wants to know is -- 
how much ts it going to cost? 
Well, Dorothy can’t claim to be 
exact. Probably a matter of pocket- 
book. At any rate the fur designer 
adyises against starting out with 
vague ideas. She says to set an hon- 
est limit and stick to it. 

Before you put the bucks on 
the line and walk off with what 
used to be a Silver Fox's outside 
Dorothy says to be sure it is com- 
fortable, and suited to the kind 
of wear you intend to give it. Tight. 
ness through the armholes and 
over the hips tends to wear a coat 
badly. Also, if it is tight {t cannot 
be worn over suits. 

Another thing is length. Fashion 
designers a to have gone mad 
with the length of skirts, but fur 
coats are still pretty stable. Says 
Dorothy, about two inches below 
the skirt and measuring ten inches 
from the floor. If you are after a 
shortie’ coat, the 86-inch length is 
smart, and adaptable. - 
When shopping around for that 
fur piece you also have to take into 
account kind of life you lead. For 
instance, Dorothy says that if you 
exepct to be outside quite a bit don’t 
choose a flat fur, like leopard or 
broadtail _- you won't be warm en- 
ough, And if you are a train com- 
muter, or drive a car, make sure you 
get a coat with a vent at the back so 
you won't sit it out.

TOURIST BUSINESS IS BIG BUSINESS 

The tourist or visitor industry is rapidly becoming 
a highly specialized business which may, in the fore- 
seeable future, become the nation’s largest industry. 
That Ontario is alert to this prospect and is planning 
to do everything possible to nurture it along is evi- 
dent from the stepped up attention given this field 
in recent months. 

It was interesting to glance briefly through some 
of the data on the visitor industry which was made 
available to those who attended the First Annual Tour- 
ist Conference in Niagara Falls, Ontario, last week. 
In so doing an awareness was gained of the tremen- 
dous scope and influence of the visitor industry which 
is not generally understood. 

An informative booklet which was distributed at 
the conference entitled “Visitor Industry” notes that 
visitors to Ontario and the rest of Canada contribute 
substantially to the following phases of the nation’s 
economy: (a) employment, directly and indirectly as- 
sociated with the tourist trade; (b) profits to manu- 
facturers, wholesalers, jobbers and retailers through 
increased demand; (c) taxes through gasoline, hunt- 
ing, fishing and other special levies and (d) agricul- 
ture by the increased consumption of domestic products 
which would not otherwise be possible. 

These are four good reasons why the tourist or 
yisitor industry demands the utmost respect not only 
by those directly associated with the trade but by all 
those who stand to benefit by its success which, in- 
cidentally, includes us all. 

Mayor Moore of Lindsay, one of the delegates to 
the conference, said on his return that it had done 
more than anything else to make him acutely aware 
of Lindsay’s important place in the visitor industry 
of Ontario,, occupying as it does a srtategic gateway 
position to the great Kawartha and Haliburton re- 
sort areas. 

Tourist business is big business and its essen- 
tial private enterprise, the system in which effort 
determines results, and anyone can participate. 


JUST HOW FAR CAN FREEDOM GO WHEN IT IS 
DESIGNED TO DESTROY FREEDOM? 

Northern News commenting on the subject “Trea- 
son” has raised several interesting points which we 
believe can not be exposed to too much light of day; 

Treason, the “News” writes, is an unpleasant term 
for an unpleasant crime. It is true that no crimes are 
pleasant, but certain crimes seem to us particularly 
revolting and one of these is treason. Traditionally, 
the selling out of your country to an enemy was pun- 
ishable by death. It was not until recently in history 
that most countries, perhaps motivated more by hum- 
anity than wisdom, liberally tempered justice with 
mercy and decreed that imprisonment, rather than 
death, should be the sentence, providing the offence 
was committed in peacetime, 

What constitutes treason is, of course, a matter 
for the courts to decide. The world has recently been 
edified by the spectacle in three democratic countries 
of political parties, made of people claiming the rights 
of citizenship in those countries, issuing official state- 
ments that if their countries were invaded by a foreign 
power, they would welcome and assist invader, Techni- 
cally this may not be treason. Perhaps it is necessary to 
be caught in the act of betrayal to be guilty of this 
crime, But whether it is treason or not, certainly it 
must constitute a crime of sufficient seriousness to 
justify these countries in taking the necessary steps 
to protect themselves against this threatened betrayal. 

Just how much freedom of speech and action is 
a democratic country justified in extending to those 


who, by their own admission, are potential, if not ac- 


tual, traitors? Surely, these three countries—Great 
Britain, France and Italy— could scarcely be censured 
if they should decide to take repressive measures 
against those of their citizens who have sworn openly 
to their willingness to act ag traitors. 

It would be surprising if the Communist party in 
this country were to issue a similar statement. Can- 
adian Reds probably wouldn’t risk it s0 soon after 
certain of their members have already been found 
guilty of treason and sentenced to imprisonment. But

tle about selling out their country as are thelr Buird- 
pean counterparts.

THIRTY-FIVE MILLION DOLLARS OF 
LIQUOR REVENUE ~ 

The Ontario Budget presented to the Legislature 
last Friday showed that the largest single item of in- 
creased revenue was nine million dollars which the 
Liquor Control Board has made; $9,000,000 of extra 
profit above that expected a year ago. The total net 
revenue which the Government and people of Ontario 
made from the sale of liquor was $35,000,000. Most 
of this was of course tax. Another $1,205,000 was 
netted from Liquor Authority transfer fees.

enue, which the Province would thereby lose? While

SOME DANGEROUS CONTRAPTIONS 
AROUND OUR SCHOOLS 

Walking past one of our schools the other day we 
were impressed by the number of gadgets around this 
particular school which could result in disaster for 
some pupil. The fact that they were allowed to come 
into being in the first place, let alone remain in exis- 
tence, was rather surprising, especially since it would 
probably be assumed by the majority of parents that 
every attention would be given to safety around a 
school, ; 

At the school in question there were several very 
dangerous fixtures installed at the east and west en- 
trances to the building. They included vicious looking 
foot scrapers, which could inflict nasty wounds if a 
child were to fall or be shoved on to them, and a set 
of unnecessarily long, sharp-pointed hooks for use 
in holding open the doors during the warmer weather. 
These hooks are suspended from _ steel posts well 
above the ground---just about the right height to snag 
a person if they happened to fall in the immediate 
vicinity. 

There niay be other contraventions of normal safe- 
ty practices in connection with school installations 
or fixtures but lt seemed that these were contraptions 
which could stand improving for the reasonable pro- 
tecton of children’ against misadventure. 

Perhaps their installation was made with more 
thought on sturdiness of construction than suitability 


of their design to their location. Children depend on 


adults to provide for their safety insofar as this is 
possible and this should be earried out as fully as is 
practical amid school surroundings. 


WHAT ABOUT ALL THOSE 
OTHER MILK PRODUCTS? 

Canada’s dairy industry, through its various repre- 
sentative agencies, is continuing to press for legis- 
lation Lo protect it against any menace oleomargarine 
may constitute towards it.Obviously the big menace 
to the dairymen, judging by the butter market  re- 
action of the past week, is in the price field. Naturally 
any drop in the price of butter is resented by the 
industry and is belng fought tooth and nail. This is 
to be expected, 

However, it Is rather significant that while the 
margarine ys. butter controversy rages on, the dairy 
industry has completely forgotten all about the other 
phases of its activities. It has forgotten, or so it would 
seem to the public, all about the good price it is get- 
ting for milk, the price that cream and Its by-pro- 
ducts is bringing and other things which do not give 
the impression that the industry is in. dire straights, 

The only way in which the public could be expected 
to judge the urgency of the dairy industry’s need for 
protection against the effects of margarine on Its 
livelihood ‘would be to present all the facts relating to 
its operations. To cite only one branch of the indus- 
(ry and hold it up as a sure sign that the whole 
business is going to the dogs is not reasonable. 
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EASY ON ROAD BUILDING 


This is not the time to splurge on road building, 


Ontario Highways Minister George Doucett advised 
the Ontario Good Roads Convention last week, With 
road construction costs at least double prewar, and 


cement, steel and labor still critically short in most 


parts of the country, this is sound advice. 

True most sections of the country could do with 
more and better roads. At least it is fairly easy to 
convince ourselves that we need them. But to get 
them in any volume right now not only will prove 
mighty expensive but it will interfere with essential 
construction in other fields as well. 

Hverywhere we are trying to build factories, houses, 
power plants, schools, hospitals and other essential 
construction, which normally would have been spread 
over the last ten year. If to this war-delayed program 
js added an enormous increase in road-building, then 
we are asking for real famines in basic building ma- 
terials like steel, cement and lumber, 

Instead of risking that, municipalities, as Mr. Dou- 
cett suggests, would be well advised to keep a tight 
grip on expenditures. Later on, when we have caught 
up With our war-deferred essential construction, mun- 
icipalities will get better value for their road dollars 
and their orders will be appreciated, too.

ADVERTISING ON LICENSE PLATES 

Of the forty-eight states in the U.S.A., thirty-five 
use automobile license plates which are simple iden- 
tifications; the other thirteen advertise themselves 
on their plates, and the Milwaukee (Wis.) Journal 
recently protested against this custom, and particu- 
larly urged the State of Wisconsin to stop advertising 
itself as ‘America’s Dairyland” in this way. Wyoming 
adorns its plate with a picture of a cowboy on horse- 
back; Vermont says “Green Mountains”; Florida pro- 
claims itself “Sunshine State’; New Mexico grandly 
asserts that it is “The Land of HBnchantment” and 
Arkansas says it is “Opportunity Land”. The other 
seyen make claims of yarious kinds on their plates. 

We do not do this in Canada, and upon the whole 
we are glad of it. However great our pride in our 
provinces, we should not compel motorists to become 
travelling advertisements for them. If any alteration 
is made in our license plates we hope that it will be 
a change to a permanent fixed plate, with a slip which 
can be changed from year to year. The arguments 
in favour of such a plan are many, and not the least 
of these is the saving of labour and material which 
it would bring about.—Peterborough Hxaminer.

Sanity in Sports 


Intensive competition, the desire 
to win and gate receipts are mask- 
ing our vision as to the more im- 
portant functions which sports 
and recreation should serve, it is 
Stated by Dr. A. S. Lamb in an 
article—“Sanity in Sport— in the 
current issue of HEALTH, official 
magazine of the Health League of 
Canada. Dr. Lamb is Director of 
the Department of Physical Educa- 
tion and Athletics, McGill Univer- 
sity, Montreal. 

“The attendant evils are apt to 
make very rapid inroads on our 
traditions of play, which may he- 
come so impregnated as to create 
a@ most unsound situation for the 
rising generation,” Dr. Lamb states. 
“Tt is unsound and unhealthy to 
think in terms of compensation 
every time an athlete steps on the 
field. It is our responsibility to see 
that the many thousands ‘of boys 
and girls who want to play for love 
of it, have the opportunity to do so. 
It is our obligation to see that par- 
ticipation receives its proper emphas 
is, rather than passive observation. 
) That would be sanity in sport." 

Dr. Lamb emphasizes he is not 
opposed to professional sport which 
he termed a form of public enter- 


tainment, but states “what I am 
opposed to, however, is to be one 
thing and camouflage oneself as a 
chamelon.” 

Sport—recreation—the spirit of 
play—tis essentially basic and fun- 
damental, the writer says, and 
rightly directed instincts of play 
may exert important educational 
influences. Further, he says that 
it would be incorrect to look on 
recreation as assuming only a phy- 
sical form, that there are equally 
important phases from the mental, 
moral and social aspects of our na- 
ture. ‘ 

“Honesty, loyalty, or any other 
attribute of character cannot be 
imposed — they must grow «from 
within as a result of guided situa- 
tions «which call forth the right 
responses,’ Dr. Lamb writes. “The 
values of sane sport vary with age 
and other conditions, but, ‘playing 
the game’ has a depth and wealth 
of meaning which extends beyond 
the game {itself into the activities 
of life, 

“The values of sport are no long- 
er values unless they live with us 
in all our relationships. The rules 
of the game are the rules of life,”

It was a good story but it got even 
better when the Count fold Palmer 
that as recently as 1907 sponge div~ 
ers had spotted giant columns lying 
on the ocean floor off Tunisia — 
and that the columns covered the 
wreck of the ancient Roman galley. 

Two or three expeditions sent: 
divers down. to the wreck in the 
next few years ahd over a quarter 
of a million dollars worth of art 
objects were recovered, 

But the loot was otly tapped. 

The count told palmer that deep 
Ocean currents preevnted anyone 
from getting into 60 per cent of 
the broken galley. 

Prorok and Palmer talked about) 
the galley for hours. They thought 
how easy it would be to get millions 
of dollars in treasure if better diving 
equipment were available. 

This conversation took place be_ 
fore the war. Both men forgot the 
treasure story in the course of the 
war years, ,Palmer, as head of a 
diving firm, was sent all over the 
world raising ships sunk during 
battles. 

About a month ago Palmer and 
Prorok met again. Again they talk_ 
ed of the wrecked galley off the 
Tunisian coast. Palmer knew that 
diving techniques had improved 
tremendously since 1939, 

He decided to take a chance and 
see if he could get into the 60 per 
cent of the galley that remains un- 
touched.

‘Soon as Soil Crumbles 


If you want your garden plot to 
be well prepared, spade it yourself. 
Weeks may slip by walting for a 
plowman to do a job which, by the 
proper ‘approach, can be reduced 


to enjoyable and beneficial exer- ||) 


cise. 

The secret is to take it easy. 
Spading is not hard work if done 
a little at a time, A space 30x50 
feet can be spaded in a leisurely 
way in ejght hours. One hour a 
day for eight days, and the job is 
done. 

But first, be sure the soil is in 
condition to spade. Never work 
soil which is too wet; 
soil is heavy, 
has become too dry, There is a 
point between extremes when even 
héavy clay can easilly be lifted, 
and will crumble under a blow from 
the spade, You can tell’ this point 
by using the ‘‘mud pio’ test. 

Mould a ball of earth in your 
hand, and pat it lo make a mud pie. 
If the pie holds together, the soil 
is too wet to spade. If it crum- 
bles, then you can go ahead, 

Systematic spading makes the 
job eas{er, and more ~completo, 
Here is one way to do it; Set a defi- 
nite task for your first day's work, 
say a strip six feet wide, running 
the shortest dimension of the gar- 
den. At one end dig a ditch, say 
one foot wide andthe depth of the 
spade, removing all soil from it. 
Pile this soil near the opposite end 
of the strip. 

Now begin to spade with the 
blade not parallel to the trench, 
but at right angles to it, This en- 
ables you to lift the soil more 
easily, and deposit it in the trench. 
The spade should be driven down, 
not on a slant, but perpendicularly 
fo its full depth. Take a small 
slice of the soil so your back is 
not strained. Lift it up, turn the 
spade over, so that the top soil 
falls underneath and bottom soil on 
top. In filling the first trench, you 
have opened a second,

When approval is obtained, Palm=| 
er will decide on his crew. One 
thing he is sure of, his friend Count 
Prorok will go along. And Palmer's 
wife will make the trip. Some of 
the diving experts who served with 
Palmer during the war years will be 
with. him to raise heavy columns 
atop the wreckage. 

There are still plenty of difficul- 
ties to solye. A proper ship has to 
be obtained—probably in Tunis. The

Peter Kearns for the use of his 
name jn my remarks as he is doing 
@ good job under present conditions 
and as he knows it is impossible 
to please all the public, 

“Falr Play and Fair Wages’! 
-L believe you are a little mixed up 
if what I read in the paper is cor- 
rect, The contractor was receiv 
ing $4500. last year and last year's 
council granted him and increase 
of $2000. which brought his salary 
to $6500. Now he has asked for 
$1400, more which makes $7900, if 
I can add correctly. . 

I'm not kicking on his sal- 
ary as I feel myself he js not pald 
enough at his method of collection. 
But as for calling for tender ac- 
cording to bylaw number 1707, pass: 
ed on January 19th, 1925, ,the coun- 
cil are supposed to call for tenders 
from time to time especially when 
there {s more money involved, In 
fact 4t should be tendered for every 
year as it's only on a yearly base 
And, besides all else, Mr. Kearns has 
that contract and never tendered 
for it even when I gave it up to join 
the Army, in 1942, 

There was a Government 
ruling that said that a soldier when 
discharge he was to recelye his job 


absence fo go in the army and that 
I get it back on my discharge. 

I think you are kind of 
mixed up on your remarks of when 
it was gathered. by truck, as I 
still claim that trucks are the only 
way to pick it up, You must have 
been asleep in the day time {n those 
days when you would say that the 
garbage lay in the streets all day 
for the dogs to have a field day, 
scattering it around, And as for me 
not collecting it till nine or ten P.M, 
1 never picked up garbage at that 
time in my life. I always started 
around 7 A. M. and was never later 
than 6 P.M, even on a double day. 
They start now around 8.30 A, M. 
and the dogs are still on a field day 
maybe the same field day, and they 
will continue to scatter it around no 
matter has the contract. Partly be- 
cause it is not placed {n proper con- 
tainers.

4:—Every municipal council car- 
rying on a Community programme 
shall be eligible for the grants un~

1—In charge of a local commit- 
tee, and— 

2—Conducted on a non-profit 
basis; % 

(b) The content of the Commun- 
ity programme {s approved by the 
Minister. 

(c) The accommodations and fa- 
cilities for the carrying on of the 
Community programme are approy- 
ed by the Minister, and— 

(d) The leaders of the community 
programme, both paid and volun- 
tary, are approved by the Minister. 
Apportionment of Grants: 

5. 

(1) Subject to regulation 4, grants 
shall be paid annually to every 
municipal Council which complies 
with these regulations as follows: 

(a) 331-3 per cent of the annu- 
al salary of the director of the com- 
munity programme. 

(b) 331-3 per cent, of the an- 
ual salaries of full-time or part- 
time assistant directors of the 
Community programme, but the 
number of Assistant directors in re 
spect of which such grant is paid 
shall be determined by the Min- 
ister, and— 

(c) 20 per cent of approved 
maintenance and operation costs of 
the community programme, 

2) The maximum anhual grant 
in respect of the director of the 
community programme shall be 
$1,000.00, 

3) The maximum annual grant 
in respect of each assistant direc- 
tor shall be $500.00. (asst, director 
means part time help.) 

(4) The maximum annual grant 
in respect of the approved main_ 
tenance and operating costs of the 


committee programme shall be 
$400.00 
(5) The total annual grant shall 


not exceed’ $3500.00. 

Recreation can hardly be explain- 
ed by one specific statement but it 
means qa programme of both phys- 
ical and cultural activities for all 
age groups, and whereas the com- 
munity programme of ‘recreation 
contributes to the general health 
and well being of citizens both 
young and old. 


Perhaps the citizens of the Town 
of Lindsay would rather have un- 
superyised Recreation and be faced 
with the problems that are now 
hitting Toronto so hard. 

It is a tribute to the Recreation 
Commission and to all organizat- 
jons and individual persons who 
have contributed to the work of 
building the ground work for the 


‘Recreation Centre and Arena, so 


that they have a definite position 
of respect in the Community for the 
influential work that is now being 
done with young and old:

Importers Hold Good Hands In 
Wheat Conference 

The Internation Wheat Confer- 
ence appears a one-way street. It's 
not only one-way but it’s downhill, 
so far as exporters of wheat are 
concerned, 

In other words, exporters are be. 
ing forced to make all the con- 
cessions in order to keep the sessions 
going. The importers are standing 
pat, 

Making another major’ effort to 
satisfy Great Britain and other im- 
porting nations, the exporters - led 
by Canada and the United States. 
have trotted out a new compromise. 
‘They would pare down the amount 
of wheat the importers would have 
to take under the agreement. 

They are now willing to accept a 
guarantee that the importers would 
take a minimum of 500 million 
bushels a year, at the rate of one 
rate of one dollar and 80 cents a 
bushel. 

Two concessions are represented 
here .... originally the exporters de- 
manded an outlet for 550 million 
bushels of wheat a year at two dol- 
lars a bushel. The slash in price was 
made about a week ago. The lopping 
off of 50 million bushels a year 
from the initial export guarantee 
desired by the U-S and others is 

the latest concession offered. 


There's no official indication of 
how the whittled -~ down offer was 
received. It’s understood, however, 
that representatives of the import- 
ers are sending home to their re- 
spective governments for instruct- 
ions on how tp proceed in future 
negotiations. 


Some conference obseryers. have 
reason to believe that the new of- 
fer represents the rock - bottom’ 
terms of the nations which have 
grain surpluses on their hands. Ra- 
ther than drag the Washington 
Conference through several more 
weeks of bargaining, the exporters 
may set a deadline for acceptance 
or rejection of the latest proposit- 
jon. 

In that event, world wheat trad- 
ing ~ -as ever before - would be- 
come a business matter between in- 
dividual nations, buyers and sellers. 

Until now, the Federal Govern- 
ment in Ottawa hasn't had very 
much to say about the talks going 
on in the U-S capital. 

The top officials in the adminis. 
tration seem to be laying off con. 
traversial comments about the talks 
until they’re ended - with or with- 
out an agreement. 

But Agriculture Minister James 
G. Gardiner did say this much 
when he was asked for his views. 

For one thing, he said, it’s only 
natural that Canada hopes for an 
agreement. And for another = he 
Said any action which Canada’s 
Doctor Wilson takes at the parley 
will follow “pretty closely” along 
the lines of what's done by the 
United States. 

American officials are a little 
more outspoken about the talie 
which are going on in thelr home 
capital. : 

United States Agriculture Secre- 
tary Oharles Brannan is one ex- 
ample. He told a women’s Press 
Club meeting yesterday that the 
United States and Russia are having 
what he called “a little argument” 
at the wheat talks. 

But he added that there's “con- 
siderable optimism.” Now about. 
getting an agreement because the 
area of dispute between the import- 
ers and exporters has narrowed. 

Russia, like Canada and the 
States, {s an exporter. A British 
United Press Ottawa report said 
recently she might pull her dele- 
gate out of the conference - like 
Argentina did the other day. 

The way Brannan describes the 
argument fs this: 

Russia -- a large country -- has 
the right to feel it has the right to 
a considerable market. Some other 
countries do, too. And the United 
States is one of them. 

And so, says Brannan, “We're hav- 
ing a little argument about that.”

Ask Government To Handle 
Marketing of Potatoes 

The government has heen’ asked 
to handle the marketing of potatoes 
in the same way that it handles 
buying and selling of wheat. 

It has been urged to set up a 
National Potato Marketing Board 
that would set a floor price on spuds 
for export - whether they're seed or 
table stock -- and control potato 
acreage. 

The suggestion, which is being 
studied today by top-level agricul- 


for Réstigouche - Madawaska, 
Michaud backed his argument in 
Parliament with a word-picture of 
how the average Maritime farmer 
stands under present conditons. For 
one thing, he said, when farmers 
get bumper crops, they turn out 
to be curses rather than blessings 
as so many olty-dwellers might 
think. 

He put it this way: { 

If the crop is average, or below 
ayerage, there's no problem. Mar- 
keting takes place in an orderly and 
satisfactory manner. But if the 
crop happens to be good - say ten 
percent or even five percent better 
than the ayerage then the potato 
growers face serious difficulties: 
Then he contends that the goy- 
ernment should set a minimum 
price for exports of both seed and 
table stock. He says this would get 
rid of the age-old complaint that 
dealers are cutting’ each other's 
throats when they quote progres- 
sively lower prices to foreign buyers. 
By doing that, he says, they cause 
considerable loss to the farmers. 

That sort of thing would apply 
particularly to spuds that are sent 
down to the United States. 

He figures that even if there were 

sufficient storage facilities avail- 
able, the surplus in itself would 
pose a problem which would in- 
eyitably force prices down. And 
then, he adds, farmers are obliged 
to sell their crops in something like 
the way people get rid of things in 
bankruptcy and fire sales. 
' He argues that as a result of such 
cases, the average housewife gets 
her table potatoes for less than it 
costs the farmers to grow them. He 
cites particular examples from the 
glut crops of 1946 and 1948, 

The way the New Brunswick mem- 
ber looks at it, the Ottawa govern- 
ment could bring about what he 
feels would be orderly and satis- 
factory marketing without cost to 
the taxpayers. 
_ Such a policy, says Michaud, could 
be brought into effect proyided con- 
sumers were made to pay a fair 
price and that acreage was confined 
to. what he calls “proper propor- 
tions.” 

Incidentally, Michoud’s argument 
in Parliament brought out the old 
contention that if it weren’t for the 
Maritimes, the price of spuds in 
Central Canada would just about 
double. He said it's only fair to 
point out that the potato growers 
of the Maritime Provinces are do_ 
ing a great service to consumers in 
Ontario and Quebec. 

The Central Provinces don’t pro. 
duce enough for themselves, And 
they depend to a large extent on 
purchases from New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island. 

As Michaud put it, “If these two 
provinces were to stop selling on 
the Upper Canadian market, I dare 
say: that the price of potatoes in 
Central Canada would just about. 
double.” 

“Because of favorable soll and 
climatic conditions, we --in the 
Maritimes can produce more 
economically. and the figures are 
there to prove {t - than Ontario and 
Quebec.” 

“Thus”, he says, “We are in a 
Position to force down the price 
of potatoes to what we consider a 
reasonable level.” 

And so he says the Maritime grow- 
ers who are in his words “doing 
such a great service to Ontario and 
Quebec” should be given more pro_ 
tection in the form of adequate 
marketing legislation.

Somebody got doublecrossed in

The American dairy bloc decided 
sometime ago it would take a lick- 
ing if it fought to retain taxes on 
the butter substitute. It is the spon- 
sor of a number of bills which 
would repeal taxes on the pro- 
duct but which would make it il- 
legal to sell oleo colored yellow. 
Yellow, as you know, ls the color 
in which {t has appeared in Can- 
ada up to the moment, J 

Poage, leading off for the veget- 
able oll bloc, necepted the chal- 
lenge with characteristic gusto. 
Chairman Colley had said the com_ 
mittee would limit the time given 
to individual witnesses, explaining 
that members of the group had 
heard all the arguments of the oleo 
controversy so often they could 
practically recite them by heart. 

But Poage was not to be restrain- 
ed. He read page after page of his 
prepared text to Jambaste»the but- 
ter lobby with statements he had 
on record, then launched into an- 
other half hour's presentation of 
statements he had forgotten to put 
down in writing. 

In thundering terms, the Texan 
declared that butter itself is yellow 
in color by nature only during the 
season when dairy cows are pas- 
tured on green grass. Poage said 
it’s a fraud for the dairy people 
to claim that the color belongs to 
their product alone, He said mak- 
ers of leather would be justified, 
under this line of thinking, if they 
held it would be illegal to color lea- 
ther substitutes russet brown in im- 
itation of tanned cowhide, 

Poage pointed out that makers of 
rayon and other fabrics which com- 
plete with cotton are free to dye 
their material any color they desire, 
there's no protesting squawk from 
cotton producers, 

Represeutatlye Abernethy, Missi- 
ssippi Democrat, kept the state_ 
ment in support of his bill to re_ 
peal taxes on eleo to a few pages. 
Perhaps because of its brevity, the 
statement seemed to pack more 
welght with the committee than the 
exhaustive one read by Ponge. 

Before reading from his pre- 
pared script, Abernethy placed a 
small jar of something that re- 
sembled grape jelly on the table 
before witness stand. Members of 
the committee and those in the 
audience who crowded the hearing 
room to over-flowing were goggle 
eyed with curiosity. 

Relishing the curiosity, the con- 
gressman smiled broadly and sald) 
“Gentlemen, there is a sample of 
the material dairymeh use in col- 
oring butter yellow.”

Having illustrated his point, A- 
bernethy went on to tell the com 
mittee that he represents a dis- 
trict which has a stake in dairying 
as well as cotton, explaining how- 
ever, that most of his people de. 
pend on the sale of cotton seed, 
hulls, meal and fiber for their 
livelihood, The seed alone, from 
which {s deriyed the oil used in 
making a large portion of the 
States’ annual output of oleo, re- 
presents one - fifth of the cotton 
Growers’ income. By denying arti- 
ficial coloring to the product. He 
sald the U_S; Congress makes it 
harder for merchants to sell oleo_- 
and thus injures the colton farm. 
er. F 

With measured empnasis, Aber- 
[ete reminded his listeners that, 
| they made up a committee on Agri- 
culture, not a committee on butter, 
As he concluded his remarks, re- 
presentative Anderson, Minnesota 
Republican and a deadly foe of oleo, 
applauded the Southerner and des 
clared he had made a splendid sum- 
mary. 

‘With a wry grin, Abernethy re- 
plied: “You make me wonder if 1 
didn't sey the wrong thing.” (BUP) 


YEAR OF PROGRESS: 

There's a report at hand on the 
Annual Meeting of the Quebec 
Branch ofthe Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation. It's the largest organiz- 
ation. of its kind in the British 
Empire. And {{ has one thousand, 
402 members in Quebec alone, 

Some four hundred members of 
the Quebec group are back at home 
today after journeying to Montreal 
to hear Quebec President Donat 
Glard of Sainte Rosalie read his 
annual Report. 

The report's encouraging, to say 
the least, It bears up what was 
said on this subject a fortnight ago 
when the popularity of Canadian 
Pure-Breds among overseas buyers 
was mentioned. 

It says that only thirteen Hol- 
steins were imported into Canada 
last year. But then it adds that 
the number of certificates issued to 
Canadian breeders for export dur- 
{ing the year totalled 28-thousand, 
534. 

And that, as Quebec President 


Glard put it, reflects a year of real 


progress. The income figures also 
tend to back him up in his state- 
ment (hat “the past year was one of 
progress.” 

They show that the income of the 
National Association edged close to 
one-quarter of a million dollars, 


The leader of the Quebec Hol- 
stein group took quite a lot of time 
out to pay tribute to breeders who 
came out on top at exhibitions and 
fairgrounds last year. But he sald 
it’s a pity that so few breeders’ have 
been taking advantage of the sched- 
ule for keeping ta’s on herd per- 
formance, 


Another thing which he found is 
the apparent lack of interest of 
Quebec breeders in getting thelr 
calves vaccinated against Bang’s 
Disease. ' 


He pointed out the results of a 
survey carried out during the year 
in two Quebec counties nd four in 
Cntario. | 

While 87 percent. of Ontario pure- 
bred herds had been vaccinated, he 
sald, only fourteen-point-five per- 
cent were vaccinated in his own 
province. 


SUGAR IN NECTAR 
VARIES WITH PLANT 
Cross-pollination is essential a- 


mong a large number of flowers for 
the purpose of setting seed. The 
flowers secrete nectar to attract the 
nectar gathering insects, which are 
the most effective agents that carry 
pollen from one plant to another. 
Honeybees gather nectar from a 
wide variety of flowers, The amount 
and concentration of the nectar 
secreted by a flower may determine 
the time when visitations will be 
made. Some flowers secrete nect- 
ar in the morning and others in the 
afternoon or early evening. Pipettes 
may be used to extract the nectar 
from individual flowers to determine 
the amount secreted, and by use of 
a sugar refractometer, the sugar 
content may be calculated. This 
method requires patience and a 
technique that may vary with each 
type of flower studied. Collecting 
honeybees from the flowers being 
visited, removing their honey 
stomaches and emptying, the cont 
ents on a sugar refractometer, has 
provided a simple method for nec- 
tar concentration studies. 


, ‘ 

Collections were made at the Do- 
minion Experimental Farm, Bran_ 
don, Man,, during 1947 and 1948, 
Says E. Braun. In early blooming 
plants it was found that crocus nec- 
tar contained 43 per cent sugar; 
willow 53 per cent; dandelion, 49 
per cent; crab-apple, 43 per cent; 
caragana, 46 per cent; lilac, 56 per 
cent; delphinium, 48 per cent; mig- 
onette 30 per cent; California pop- 
py, 62 per cent. A large number 
of other flowers were found to have 
similar nectar concentrations, The 
time of day and existing weather 
conditions affect the concentration 
which may be present in the same 
species of flowers. Collections over a 
period of years should show the 
constancy, if any, that may exist 
in the nectar concentration of any. 
particular type of flowering plant, 

Four collections of bees were 
made daily from alfalfa, and sweet: 
clover fields during July. The nec- 
tar concentration varied consider- 
ably when related to the time fac_ 
tor but did not vary to any extent 
during the same time period. It 
Was however, noted that more than 
85 per cent of the bees working 
sweet clover had pollen in the corb- 
foula, 


USE FERTILIZER'FOR MAXI- 
MUM RETURN FROM PASTURES 

In these days of high feed costs 
the value of high quality, high yleld- 
ing pasture cannot be over empasiz_ 
ed, says J, S. Leefe, Assistant in 
Field Husbandry at the Experiment- 
al Station, Kentville, N. S. Good 
pasture Js a most valuable live- 
Stock feed, Good pasture is by far 
the most economical high-protein 
dairy ration available to the dairy- 
man, Tests carried out at the 
Kentville Experimental Station on 
permanent pasture, over a ten- 
year period, show that it is pos- 


sible to produce an averuge yleld of | 


15,500 pounds of green herbage per 
acre. Unfertilized pasture in the 
same test in the same perlod pro- 
duced 3,050 pounds per acre, 

In addition to the great difference 
in yield the protein content of the 
herbage from the fertilized field 
was over 4 per cent. This In 
crease in yield and protein content 


was brought about by applying they 


equivalent of 500 pounds per acre 
of a 3-8-3 mixture each year. Grent- 
er ylélds than the one quoted above 
have been obtained with heavier 
applications of commercial fertiliz~ 
er. Experience indicates that 3800 
to 500 pounds per acre of 2-15-6 will 


{@lve very profitable returns in in- 


creased herbage yields. 

On a cost basis pasture is a cheap 
feed to produce, It is also the 
chenpest forage to harvest. In 
the permanent pasture tests des- 
erlbed above each dollar spent on 
‘fertilizer returned between four and 
five dollars in protein alone, at cur- 
rent feed prices. If the grass had 
no other value than its protein, it 
would appear that fertilizing a pas- 


(ure Js a paying proposition. 


THE ROLE OF ORGANIO 
MATTER IN AGRICULTURE: 
The importance of frequent appli- 
cation of organic matter to the soil 
cannot be over emphasized, This 
4s especially true in Bssex County 
where, on many farms, the intensive 
production of cullivated crops such 
as corn and soybeans has reduced 


critically low level, says J, W. Ayles- 
worth, Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Harrow, Ont. The profitable 
production of corn and soybeans on 
some of this land has become ques- 
tlonable due to lack of soll fertility, 
drainage troubles and difficulties 
in working the soil. 

Preliminary tests on the Dom_ 
inion Experimental Substation at 
Woodslee indicate that the most ef- 
fective way to restore the produc- 
tivity of the soll, is to use a crop 
refuse in ijn the soll, and the use of 
alfalfa and cloyer as green man- 
ure crops. Farmyard manure {s 
valuable when available. It has 
been generally recommended that 
when a green manure crop or heavy 
application of straw or farmyard 
manure is turned under, {t should 
be incorporated witlf the top four 
or-five inches of the soll well in 
advance of planting. Non-legum- 
inous crop residues should receive 
a substantial application of nitro- 
genous fertilizer before plowing or 
discing to prevent a depression of 
the yield of the following crop. 

Organic matter supplies the mil- 
lions of micro-organisms ever pres_ 
ent in the soil with food, These 
multiply rapidly in the presence of 
of a good food supply, breaking 
down the organic matter and releas- 
ing plant food which becomes ay- 
ailable to crop roots, During the 
breakdown process a soil structure 
is built up which is favourable to 
the penetration of air and water. 
Certain chemical compounds in or- 
ganic matter are not easily broken 
down and these remain In the soil 
over a longer period of time, increas- 
ing the water holding capacity of 
the soil and consequently its abil- 
ity to support plant life during a 
drought. Resistance to erosion and 
loss of soil fertility is also increas- 
ed. 


Many farzaers on the heavy soils 
in Essex County have experienced 


no beneficial effect or even a del_- 
eterious effect on crop yields from 
plowing under heayy crops of 
straw and other crop residues. This 
is to be expected if the crop resid_ 


particularly where a nitrogenous 
fertilizer is not supplied to assist in 
the break down of this highly car- 
bonaceous material. There is a rel- 
atively free exchange of oxygeon 
in the top three or four inches of 
soil, hence the importance of keep- 
ing heavy applications of straw or 
other crop refuse near the surface 
but deep enough to encounter fay- 
ourable moisture conditions. 


When oxygeon is lacking there is 
serious competition for this neces- 
sary element between the soil micro- 
organism and crop roots.

Regulations under the Seed Act, 
governing the sale of seed of garden 
vegetables and field roots, provide 
that each packet: must be Inbelled to 
show the year in which the seed was 
tested, and the percentage germin- 
atlon—if it !s lower than the safe 
minimum preseribed for cach kind. 
These provisions are for the protec 
tion of the buying public. A high 
germination ts an important factor 
in the growing of crops. 


The Plant Products Division, Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture, 
is responsible for the enforcement 
of all provisions under the Seeds 
Act, and may detain, or confiscate, 
Seed stocks found inferior to the 
prescribed Standards, or those note 
properly Inbelled.

It’s Time to Plan Your 


Early Sown Seeds Need 


Garden 


Easy to Make Seed-box 


Bore a Hole in the Bottom of 
Seed Flat, 


When seeds are started in a seed- 
box, either indoots or out, an abun- 
dant and continuous supply of wa- 
ter is vital to their progress. This 
has been demonstrated by several 
years of scientific research. Meth- 
ods of insuring an optimum water 
supply have been worked out which 
are now widely used in cornmer- 
elal greenhouses throughout the 
country. 

For amateur gardeners, several 
methods of automatic watering 
have been tested, and Dr. Kenneth 
Post, of Cornell university, who 
took a prominent part in the re 
search in this field, says the best 
is wick-watering, by which mois- 
ture is supplied the-soil in the seed- 
box from a pan below, lifted by a 
wick, just as oll {s fed to a lamp. 

This may be used indoors or out- 
doors, if the seed box is provided 
with drainage, which will prevent 
flooding in a rain. A wick-watered 
box is easily prepared as the illus- 
trations show. First, a hole is 
bored in the bottom of the 2 
Through this hole a wick eight 
inches long is drawn. The top of 
the wick {s frayed and imbedded 
in the soil which fills the box; the 
bottom drops into a pan below. As 
long as there is water in the pan, 
the soil will keep molst, and your 
seedling plants will not suffer from 
lack of it. 3

The best material for a wick is 
fibre glass, which is sold for the 
purpose, and which will last for 
years. A piece of new clothes line 
will also serve for the few weeks 
nécessary to bring up plants, but 
if used too Jong ft will disintegrate. 
The degree of moisture maintained 
in the soil of the box may be con- 
trolled to some extent by varying 
the height of the box above the pan, 
but be careful not to get the box so 
high that the wick ceases to oper- 
ate.

Protection from Fungi 


Among the perils which seeds 
may encounter, when they first be- 
gin to grow, is disease, Most plant 
diseases are caused by fungi, which 
Bre themselves. plants, which live 
as parasites on other plants of or- 
ganic materials. The particular 
disease which threatens seed is 
known as ‘‘darnping off.” 

This may attack seeds when they 
first sprout, and prevent the growth 
from breaking through the soil; or 
it may wait until the seedling plant 
is growing well, and cause it to wilt 
overnight. Protection from fungi 
can be given by coating seed with 
a chemical which will destroy the 
spores of fungi, but this chernical 
must be especially chosen for seed 
treatment, since some disinfectants 
are harmful to seed. In purchas- 
ing, be sure to say what seeds you 
plan to treat. 

A tiny amount, say as much as 
you can lift on the end of a tooth- 
pick, may be put into the seed

When seeds are sown outdoors 
early in the spring, before the 
weather fs settled, they should be 
treated, since cold, damp soil“en- 
courages fungi, and prévents 
speedy germination. Indoors, the 
danger of fungus attack is always 
present, and may be countered 
either by chernicil treatment, or 
by the use of sphagnum moss, 
which will not allow fungi to grow, 


A thin layer of this moss—say half 

an inch—which has been passed 
through a sieve, may be spread 
over the soil in a s box. Sow

which has been rubbed through a 
sieve, firm well, and water from 
above. There is no danger of over- 
Watering when mosa is used.

Double Home Garden Yield 
By Two Hours’ Planning 


A few hours spent this winter on 
a good plan for your home vege- 
table garden may cut the time re- 
quired to tend it next summer right 
in half, while giving as large an 
output, and of better quality. 

How is that possible? By reduc- 
ing waste—of land, and of! your 
harvest, which the lack of a care- 
ful plan so often allows. When too 
much space is used, and you grow 
more of many vegetables than re- 
quired, the surplus is likely to be 
wasted. The time {t has taken to 
produce this surplus, the seed and 
fertilizer used upon it, are also 
wasted, 


Careful planning will enable you 
to reduce your garden area to the 
space which, if kept busy through- 
out the season, will grow all the 
vegetables you can use. The re- 
duced space will probably be bet- 
ter kept, and can be twice as well 
fed with the same amount of plant 
food, which will insure early, heavi- 
er yields, of superior quality. 

The vegetablea which require spe- 
cial thought are the ones which 
give a short harvest. They are also 
the earliest ones, which may begin 
to yield in May, or June; but which 
for the very reason that they are 
early, are at their best table qual- 
ity only a few short weeks. Un- 
less you plan your sowings care- 
fully, you are likely to have alto- 
gether too many during this first 
briet harvest, and then pass the 
rest of the summer with none at 
all. 

Snap beans, beets, carrots, cu- 
cumbers, lettuce and endive, kohl- 
rabi, turnips, spinach, sweet corn, 
onions fromm sets, and radishes are 
the principal o: Some can only 
be grown in the early summer and 


t 


fall, because they will not grow 
well in hot weather. But many can 
be enjoyed throughout the summer, 
it you make enough sowings of 
them; and plan them so that one 
short harvest follows another, and 
as soon as quality begins to deteri- 
orate in the first sowing, you can 
begin picking top quality beans, or 
beets, or sweet corn from the next, 
and so on until frost interrupts the 
sequence. 

To plan the correct number of 
sowings, and determine how far 
apart to make them, give a few 
minutes’ study of the table shown 
herewith. It Hsts twelve of the 
short-harvest crops which home 
gardens are likely to grow. 

In the table Column 1 shows the 
days it requires a vegetable to 
reach table size, from seed sown 
in the garden. Since there are 
quick and slow growing varieties 
of most vegetables, look in your 
seed catalogue to find the time re- 
quired by the varieties you will 
sow. 

Column 2 gives the time a crop 
remains in good condition for the 
table. Column 3 gives the space in 
a@ garden row to produce one sery- 
ing for a family of four. If beans 
are to be served twice a week, for 
example, since one sowing of beans 
provides a harvest for four weeks, 
eight feet in the row will produce 
all the beans the family can use 
from one sowing. A new crop 
should be ready every four weeks 
through the garden season, to keep 
the table supplied all summer. 

Of most crops enough Sowings 
should be made to insure a sixteen 
weeks’ harvest, which will carry 
you into October,

Outdoor Seed-box Is Good 
to Start Most Flowers 


Starting flower seeds in a seed- 
box, or special seed-bed, has many 
advantages, even after spring has 

@ arrived, and it is safe to sow out- 
doors. 


Except for those that will not 
stand transplanting—which are few 
—it enables you to use all the plants 
that grow, placing each in exactly 
the spot you want {t in the garden. 
During the period of infancy, when 
the seedling plants need watching, 
a box may be placed In sum or 
shade, where*frequent inspection is 
conventently made. 

The plants will usually be free 
from disease, and have abundant 
Hight; so that growth will be faster 
and the plants more vigorous than 
indoors. An outdoor box -started 
four weeks Jater than one indoors, 
will often have plants ready to 
move to the garden only two weeks 
after the indoor plants.

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Post-war Aviation Breaks 


Every Mark In the

Washington—(NEA)— So many 
records have been broken and so 
many milestones passed in aviation 
since the end of war that it has 
been difficult to keep the record 

book up to date. i 
There's probably no single’ fying 
mark on the official books of .the 
National Aeronautic: Association, 
which hasn't already been.-broken 
unofficially. And there probably 
isn’t one that couldn't be broken: of~ 
ficially tomorrow if the right,.per- 
sons wanted to spend the $265 that 
it costs for the judges and setting 


up the proper conditions for the. 
try. That's how fast aviation ‘pro-) ' 


gress is today. 


It {s the unanimous opinion , of 
aviation experts that the cracking 
of the supersonic barrier by the 
XS-1 in its flights close to 1000 
miles per -hour is the outstanding 
achievement in flying since the 


Wright brothers made their first_ 


flight. 

Up until that feat it was the 
theory of many scientists that the 
speed of sound—approximately 760 
miles per hour—was about as fast 
as it was physically possible for a 
plane to fly. Cracking this barrier 
opens up new horizons in flight. 
None of the XS-1's flights have 
been made for “official” N.A.A. re- 
cords. ; 


Most of the NAA records since 
the war have been broken by mil- 
itary aircraft The billions that 
the Navy and Air Force have spent 
on research is responsible for this, 

The Air Force holds 26 of the 31 
major international land plane re- 
cords established by NAA. The 
British hold two of those — the 
altitude record of 59,445 feet and 
the 100-kilometer record of 605 mil- 
es per hour for that distance. 

The U. S. Navy holds the record 
for the longest flight in a straight. 
line— the 11,000-mile -flight of the 
“Truculent Turtle’ from Australia 
to Ohio in 1946. No one has bothered 
to try to establish three of the NAA 
speed records for special] distances, 
The most challenged record of all 
is the one for “maximum speed,” 
now held by the Air Force at 670 
miles per hour, 


The official transcontinental re- 
cord for the fastest solo flight be- 
tween Los Angeles and New York 
is held by the Air Force.

Pittsburgh—(NEA) — Now that 
the consumer has satisfied his most 
pressing wants—and taken some of 
the pressure off manufacturers — 
we are going to begin seeing some 
Teally “post-war” gadgets. 

Television, of course, has come 
along since the war. But {t can 
hardly be called “post war.” There 
is nothing radically different bet- 
ween TV sets now on the market 
and those that the industry could 
have made {n 1940 or 1941. 


All that has happened, really, 1s 
that the pre-war television has had 
e& bit of face-lifting—millions have 
been invested in telecasting factl- 
itles and in deficit operation—re- 
celvers have been mass-produced, 
and sold to a war-prosperous pub- 
lic, at lowered cost and more at- 
trictive prices. 


Automobiles, within the past few 
months, have reacted to the fast- 
approaching buyers’ market. That 
is why, for the first time, it fs pos- 
sible to get from old-line manufac- 
turers a car that js really new, —a 
car that fs not merely the 1941 mo- 
del with a new dress. 

In the household accessory field, 
likewise, up to now there has been 
nothing really new, Stores have 
featured things you couldn't get in 
1941 or 1942, but they had actually 
been perfected then. 

Suddenly, however, the pipe nes 
have become filled with consumer 
goods. The mad rush to buy at any 
price has slowed down. 


So any day now, out of the most 
secret laboratories of the manufac- 
turers you will begin to get genu- 
inely new gadgets — things that 
weren't more than dreams or hopes 
{n 1941-42— improvements, some~ 
times, and often actually brand new 
departures. 

The nation's electric power lead- 
ers were given a preview of some of 
these things at an off-the-record 
Power Forum sponsored by the 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation.

And if the curtain rises on this 
dart of winter’s drama, the experts 
cow that the Plains States, which 
were battered by the worst series of 
jlizzards in their history, will be in 
for spectacular floods along the

ars. 

The “Miracle Winds” of the high- 
lands are the “snow-eaters,” the 
Shinooks that sweep down-slope off 
; mountain and become five degrees 
warmer for ever 1000 feet they tra- 
yel downward. 

Thus, when a Chinook wind cuts 
loose. in the Rockies and moves 
down from a cold, dry 13,000 feet, it 
picks up heat fast. By the time it 
reaches the lowlands, it can become 
$5 degrees warmer. The deepest 
snows evaporate like magic when 
these warm, thirsty downslipe winds 
strike. 

In the past, when this has oc- 
curred under the right conditions

deep snows have melted into thin 
air almost miraculously. Shepherds 
tending hungry, snowbound flocks 
have seen the winds uncover the 
green grasses of the range lands 
for their starving sheep, and whole 
herds of cattle have been saved by 
the Chinook winds in late winter. 
At Helena, Mont., a 10-inch snow 
cover disappeared overnight, leaving 
a dry surface the next morning. At. 
Havre, Mont., records for Mares 1, 
1900, show that the thermometer 
rose from 11 degees to 42 degrees 
in three minutes. After several 
hours, it fell from 44 to 18, also in 
three minutes; the next day, in less 
than an hour, it rose again from 
20 to 40 degrees. 


While cattlemen and sheep rais- 
ers welcome such helpful tricks of 
the ‘Miracle Winds,” a development 
like that right now could bring wat- 
ery disaster in the lowlands of the 
Great Plains, Weather Bureau fore- 
casters point out that the melting 
snows would release flood waters 
of all the rivers which have their 
origin in the great mountain ranges 
of the West. 


In addition to the “snow-eating” 
winds which would menace the riv- 
er valleys east of the Rockies, any 
prolonged temperature rises would 
endanger lowlands along the Col- 
umbia river in the Northwest and 
along the Rio Grande in the South- 
west, 


River forecasters, at Kansas City, 
El Paso, Tex, and Portland, Ore:, 
are watching thermometers and 
wind reports with critical eyes these 
days for the flood warnings. 

Since the Rio Grande is farthest 
south, it 1s most likely to be the 
first river affected. Its origins are 
in the South Rockies, and if it 
flods, the truck gardeners with 
farms and ranches along its banks 
in Texas and Mexico will suffer 
heavy losses. 


But the “Miracle Winds,” the sun, 
or even prolonged rains could upset. 
this weather logic and send the mel- 
ting snows into the Platte, Missouri 
or Columbia rivers first. Floods ‘al- 
ong these great rivers — and on into 
the Mississipp! — are certain some- 
time soon.

The American Legion was his 
first step into the ‘big time, He went. 
on to active work with the Demo- 
cratic National Committe as head 
of the veterans diyision. Next step 
was Assistant Secretary. of War, 
where he got the job of mobilizing 
the country for World War TI, 

That was the job that brought 
him into later conflict with James 
Forrestal, the man he now succeeds 
as Secretary of Defense. Both men 
are pipe-smokers, but they do nol 
smoke in harmohy.

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U.S. Idea Giving Korean Farmers 
a New Deal; They'll Get Farms 
Reds Wanted State to Own 


Fusin, Korea — (NEA) — A west- 
ern concept of farming — revolu- 
tionary in the Orient — js taking 
over in South Korea, where more 
than 500,000 tenant farmers are 
buying up farmlands the Japanese 
once confiscated, 

Already the U. ponsored change 
to. ownership by the farmers them- 
selves has increased crop produc- 
tion to the point where South Kor- 
ea is almost able to feed itself. 

Ninety-five per cent of the erst. 
while tenant farmers haye bought, 
or expressed a desire to buy, the 
rice paddies and grain fields they 
once tilled for Japanese landlords, 
despite violent opposition from Com- 
munists and extreme reactionaries 

The Communists Insist the land 
should be distributed free to the 
farmers and ownership retained by 
the state, as in North Korea, where 
the Russiar nnsored government 
collects 25 to 27 per cent of farm 
production in taxes. Russia recently 
lost its battle to get the North Kor- 
ean government recognized by the 
UN. 

The tenant farms, controlled by 
the Japanese for 40 years, became 
spoils of war and property of the 
American Military Government at 
the end of World War II when the 
of Korean independ- 
ence were repatriated.

The farmers, with lttle interest {n 
the war or its spoils, kept right on 
farming with oxen, wooden plows, 
and bare hands. They noticed, how- 
ever that the Japanese landlords, 
who had charged them rent of 50 
to 70 per cent. of thelr rice crops 
had gone. 

Then Americans formed the New 
Korea Company and reduced rents 
to 33 per cent of the crop value. 

The AMG got out of the real es- 
tate business as quickly as possible, 
however, by summoning American 
farm experts and economists to work 
out a land sales program. 

The New Korea Company was 
dissolved because {t could not sell 
the land, and the National Land 
Administration, a government ag- 
ency, was created t> return the land 
to the over-worked tenants 

The N L A has offered the ten- 
ants about 683,000 acres of land—

Ponca City, Okla —(NEA)— A 
yen for beauty in a hunting rifle 
has started George Hamlin of Ponca 
City on a hobby that threatens to 
become big business. 

Hamlin had an old military 30- 
40 Krag, with the usual heavy 
stock. He decided he could improve 
on the stock, at the same time 
streamlining and beautifying the 
rifle, and making it fit his grip bet- 
ter. 

He started shaving walnut, guided 
by guess and by pictures of sleck 
sporting rifles.

This One’s No Giant, But Zoologists are Agog 


Wooster, O.- -(NEA) - The cyclops 
experts are all agog over what Andy 
Weaver found {n a pond in Ohio. 

A cyclops is a water fea, & mi- 
croscopic animal that flips through 
the water on its antennae trying 
to get away from the fish that eat 
it 


That is what Weaver found, and 
the reason water-fleaologists are so 
exclled is because the one he dis- 
covered Is a species that nobody 
thought existed before outside of 
North Carolina. 


What is more, {tf ts a new form of 
the species, a matter of little Inter- 
est to a hungry fish but of great 
importance to zoologists. 

Weaver, who is 22 and a senior 
at the College of Wooster, began 
dabbling in zeology nine years 8g0

when his uncle gave him an old mi- 
croscope. His discvery has convin- 
ced him he fs in the proper field, 
and he'll begin graduate work in en- 
tomology next summer. 


When he took his cyclops apart 
under the miscroscope, it didn’t re- 
semble any of the species he'd read 
about. He sent it to Dr. R. E. Coker, 
a cyclops specialist at the University 
of North Carolina. It was just like 
a species Dr. Coker previously be- 
leved wi confined to his state, ox. 
cept that Weaver's water-flea had

Very soon now, Weaver will pub- 
lish his report on his lops, which 
he calls bispinosis, for the world of 
invertebrate zoology. Meantime, he

London, March 23 (BUP) —Plans 
for 92 and one half million dollars 
worth of construction in Western 
Canada by Imperlal Oil were re- 
vealed in London, Ontario today 
by J. R. White, vice-president of 
the company. 

White says that almost 65 million 
dollars of this sum will be spent 
this year on expansion projects and 
the remainder will be carried over 
to 1950, 

A route has been surveyed by 
air for the proposed pipe-line bet- 
ween Edmonton and Regina and 
detail mapping is now -being car- 
ried out. Design work is in pro- 
gress and a survey of surface and 
soil conditions will be made this 
spring. 

The line will be 18 inches in di- 
ameter and will start with two 
main pumping stations on its 450_ 
mile route. This will carry between 
50 and 60 thousand barrels of oil 
daily from the Edmonton area, 
And if developments warrant it, six 
more pump stations can be installed 
which would enable the line to carry 
between 100 and 120 thousand bar- 
rels daily. 

The cost of the pipe-line is ex- 
pected to be about 35-million dol- 
Jars with 13_million dollars of this 
sum being spent for the 70-thous- 
and tons of steel needed for the 
project. 

There will be 40-thousand tons 


of steel plates imported from Eng- 


Jand, and subject to changes, a 
Hamilton steel company has been 
authorized to import enough steel 
from the United States to roll 18- 
thousand tons of plate. And it’s 
expected that the pipe may be 
made in a new mill to be put in 
operation by a Western Ontario 
Company this summer. 

White points out that this is the 
first time such steel pipe will have 
been made in Canada and also the 
first time Canada has produced the 
type of steel plate required for the 
job. (BUP). 


Frost Says 
Tax Hike 
Unjustified 


Toronto, March 23 (BUP) —On- 
tario's Provincial Treasurer, Leslie 
Frost says the three per cent. in- 
crease on corporation income over 
ten-thousand dollars is not justified, 

The Provincial Treasurer made 
this remark in commenting on the 
new Federal Budget introduced last. 
night by Finance Minister Doug- 
las Abbott. 

Frost labels the Federal move “a 
clear invasion of the Provincial 
field.”

WANT MARGARINE WITH YELLOW SHEEN— 

Majority of general merchants across Canada favor 
unrestricted sale of margarine, according to a survey 
made by General Merchant of Canada for publication 
in its April issue. 

Of those replying to questionnaire sent out by the 
business paper, per cent said they favored sale of 
margarine without any strings attached, while 63.4 
per cent were of the opinion it should be the same 
color as butter. Only 6.6 per cent expressed opposi- 
tion to the butter substitute, Some 82.6 per cent 
thought it should not be colored to resemble butter, 
but at the same time were not opposed to some dis- 
tinctive hue. 

The merchants also reported — at least 64.8 per 
cent did — that farmers were purchasing margarine 
for their own use and thus saving the difference be- 
tween the price of butter and the butter substitute, 

Farmer reaction was varied, ranging from complete 
indifference to definite opposition to the “substitute.” 
In such provinces as Prince Hdward Island and Quebec, 
where margarine is banned at the present time, mer- 
chants in general were all for it. In the latter prov- 
ince one border storekeeper reported margarine was 
being smuggled in from the United States. 

Although 60.8 per cent of those who replied said 
farmers were complaining sale of margarine was 
hurting, or would hurt their milk business, no accur- 
ate assessment of such “damage” could be obtained. 
Estimates ranged all the way from “very little” to 50 
per cent, 6 

Sixty-four per cent felt question of regulations 
should not be on a provincial basis, while 66.9 per cent 
were of the opinion decision should not be in the hands 
of the provinces because under the British North Am-~- 
erica Act restriction of trade between such areas is 
forbidden. Previous restrictions in a country like 
Canada, in the opinion of 81.4 per cent, amounted to 
restraint of trade.

THE DATE 


MARCH 23.. This date 1s recalled 
each year because it brings into the 
limelight the historical development 
of the relative power of the State 
and the Church since it was on the 
23rd of March in 1203 that England 
underwent the greatest test . of 
strength of these powers in a ter- 
riffic and never-to-be-forgotten 
quarrel between King John and 
Pope Innocent TI. 

King John had refused to approve 
of the papal choice of an Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury and this 
brought on a very bitter quarrel. 


¢ 


Pope Innocent III asked for redress, 
threatening an inderdict on the 
Kingdom and excommunication of 
the King himself. This threat en- 
raged King John, On March 23, 
1208, a general interdict was put on 
all England, churches being closed 
and all- religious services being 
discontinued except confession, ad- 
ministration of the yiatloum on the 
point of death and baptism of the 
children. Scenes of violence and 
disruption followed this interdict- 
jon since King John’ retaliated 
quickly by confiscating the Ohurch 
properties, This unhappy and un- 
fortunate test of power between the 
State and the Church continued 
for six years until 1214.

Pleasant Valley (PNS) The follow- 
ing is a paper prepared by Miss 
Elsie Moffatt of Fenelon Falls and 
read by Mrs. W. B. Cunningham at 
a W. I. meeting at Pleasant Valley.

Auto Industry 
Not Satisfied 
With Budget 


Windsor March 23 (BUP) The Can- 
adian automobile industry is not 
entirely satisfied with Finance Min- 
ister Abbott's budget as presented 
to the House of Commons in Ot- 
tawa last night. 

The auto industry's main object- 
jon to the budget is that no provis- 
{on was made to reduce the amount 
of taxes Canodians must pay on 
new automobiies. 

This opinion was voiced today by 
Rhys M. Sale, executive vice-presi- - 
dent of Ford of Canada, in Windsor 
He said that although higher ex- 
emptions on lower income tax rates 
made good budget news for the 
average tax payer, the aut, industry 
was disappointed. ‘ 

The Ford ofttcial, who is also 
one of the directors of the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce, said “The 
industry is operating at a much 
higher employment Jevel than in 
pre-war years, and it is in the Nat- 
ional interest that this should 
continue.” 3 

He said: “This can continue just 
as long as it is possible to sell our 
products. But he said: “present 
costs and the tax level give us cause 
for concern”. i 

Sale said that “at present rates 
of taxation, even tht lower priced 
Ford lines carry an extra charge 
to the consumer of approximately 
250-dollars’. 

This taxation burden, he says, 
“Represents a serious problem to 
many car buyers. If it retarded 
sales, 1¢ could, in turn he reflected 
in employment levels”.

The village grew rapidly with 
the arrival of new citizens, James 
Fitzgerald opened a grocery store, 
R. O, Smith and Mr, Waddell built 
new mill; Green and Ellis and J. 
D, Smith and Co, started lumbering 
and sawing. 

The railroad came through in 
1872 and E. D. Hand began printing 
4 Newspaper, known as the Fenelon 
Falls Gazette, which Js still being 
published, but which has been 
Owned for many years by Mr. A, 
Robson, 

Tt was in 1875, that the village 
was incorporated. The first coun- 
cillors were J, W. Fitzgerald, Joe 
McArthur, Will Jordan and Richard 
Jackson, 

Until 1882 Fenelon Falls was the 
upper terminus for navigation, In 
(hat year, the goyernment award- 
ed the contract to A. Pp. McDonald 
to bulld a canal and locks, by cut- 
ting through the limestone bank 
just north of the falls.

the excess plants. 

There is good reason for sowing 
more seeds than will be allowed to 
grow; but when this is overdone, 
there is a waste of seed and work. 

Seeds that germinate slowly, 
such as carrots, parsley, and pars- 
nips, should be sown more thickly 
than others because the seedlings 
are feeble, and the force of many 
acting together helps break the soil 
crust and bring the sprouts to the 
surface. 

Liberty H. Bailey, dean of horti- 
cultural teachers, expresses this 
opinion: ‘Thinning is a process of 
selection, and the best are allowed 
to remain. It is evident the chances 
of securing the best are greater 
when the gardener leaves one plant 
out of ten, rather than one plant 
out of three.” bs 
But real selection is impossible 
if seeds are sown so thickly the 
roots of the tiny plants become en- 
tangled, and it is impossible to 
Temove single plants, without dis- 
turbing neighbors. The thickest 
sowing therefore should allow each 
seed sufficient space to develop as| 
an individual. 

The surest way with small seeds 


Cover seed only with porous soll; 
it’s the best way to use humus from 
the compost pile, 


is to take a few in the hand, and 
let them fall through the fingers 
into the drill which has been pre- 
pared. Get close to the ground, 
and with a little practice you can 
quickly acquire control so that the 
seeds will be evenly distributed, 
each sufficiently distant from the 
next to prevent entanglement. 
Keep the seeds in line as well as 
you can. It helps to let the garden 
line which was used in making the 
drill remain in place until the seeds 
have been dropped. 
It helps to mix the very small 
seeds with dry sand before you be- 
gin to sow, using two or three times 
as much sand as seed. This spreads 


the seeds out better.

(Continued from previous page) 
tate under administration, These 
loans are not made with a view to 
making profits but for the purpose 
of being of service to the estates 
under the Company's administra- 
tion. 


Cash on Hand and in Banks: 

The remaining {tem is the cash 
on hand at the end of the year and 
amounts to $436,000.00. This is a 
larger amount of cash than ts nor- 
mally required in the conducting of 
the Company's business, particu- 
larly so when you consider the 
large investment in bonds, The 
liquidity which T recently mention- 
ed is still high being over 134% 
which means that for each dollar 
on deposit we have $1.34 of readily 
marketable bonds. However, com- 
panies like individuals like to have 
a little fresh cash in their pockets 
or in their till and when you con- 
sider the volume of the Company’s 
business, $400,000.00 of temporarily 
idle money is not going to make any 
Very appreciable difference in the 
Company's annual earnings. 

Still on the assets side you will 
find the funds and investments held 
in trust amounting to $2,735,000.00. 
These funds represent the assets 
which the Company administer in 
its capaolty as exezutor, trustee or 
agent and I will leave them for the 
moment and will deal with the ad- 
ministration of estates a little later. 

Turning to the liabilities side of 
the Balance Sheet you will find 
first the Paid-up Capital Stock of 
the Company amounting to $1,110,- 
000.00 with a General Reserve Fund 
of $700,000.00. These are the mon- 
{es which give meaning to the 
word “guaranteed” in our Guaran- 
teed Investment Receipts.. The 
Genera] Reserve Fund has been in- 
creased by $50,000.00, part of which 
represents earnings during the year 
and the balance is taken from the 
amount carried over In Profit and 
Loss at the end of 1947. The re- 
serve for Dominion and Provincial 
income tax amounting to $43,000.00 
represents the balance of the taxes 
for 1948 less amounts paid during 
the year. 

Mortgage Mability of $4,700.00 
represents small balances in cases 
where the Company have made a 
new loan and there was an existing 
mortgage which could not be paid 
off until its maturity. It is only 
very occasionally that a situation 
arises where the mortgagee refuses 
to take his money until his mort- 
gage is due and you can understand 
from the very small amount set a- 
side for mortgage liability that we 
rarely find it necessary to blanket 
an existing mortgage. 

Dividend No. 186 amounting to 
$16,650.00 is the final dividend for 
the year 1948 but it not payable 
until the 2nd of January, 1949 and 
must therefore be set up as a labil- 
ity. 

The balance carried forward a- 
Tounts to $21,920.00 and is some 
$32,000.00 less than a year ago, The 
difference {s represented in part 
of the increase in the General Re- 
serve Fund. 

The next important {tem {is our 
Guaranteed Investment Receipts 
amounting to $9,297,000.00 and js an 
increase from a year ago of $700,- 
000.00. These are the funds from 
which the Company's mortgage in- 
vestments are largely derived. They 
represent the savings of the public 
of our community and are invested 
with the Company in the great ma- 
jority of cases for a term of five 
years and bear interest at 3% which 
is payable half-yearly. They prov- 
ide an excellent Investment for the 
public and due to their short term 
feature are considered by most fin- 
ancial institutlons as a liquid se- 
curity. By reason of their short term 
they are not subject to the same 
market fluctuations as you will find 
in the case of long term bonds, 
As they are secured by dollar for 
dollar investments in trustee secur- 
ities and have the additional guar- 
antee of the Company backed by the 
full resources of the Company they 
should rank equal to government 
bonds in security and popularity. 

Trust Deposits are $3,816,000,00 
which is an {increase from a year 
ago of nearly $400,000.00. We had 


set our goal at $4,000,000.00 but as’ 


you will observe we are about $200,- 
000.00 short of this total. 453 new 
accounts have been opened with 
the Company during 1948 and the 
total number of Guaranteed Invest- 
ment Recelpts and trust deposit 
accounts {s over 10,500, and are at 
their highest point. With the in- 
creased population and the contin- 
ual growth and expansion of our 
town I think we can expect to go 
over the $4,000,000.00 mark in de- 
posits this coming year. The Sav- 
ings Department tequires relatively 
more time on the part of our staff 
than any other department and fs 
a very active branch of our general 
business. We are al all times alert 
to the necessity of mproving wher- 
ever possible the service to our de- 
positors; and the enlarging of our 
public rotunda has already made 
it, possible to give quicker and more 
efficient service. 


Estates, 
Account; 

We are now administering assets 
for estates of $2,735,000.00 which is 
the highest figure (hat we have had 
at the end of any year and js an 
increase from a yenr ago of a quar- 
ter of a million. This increase does 
not tell the whole story as to the 
growth of the Bstates Department. 
for there is always a very large turn- 
oyer in estates. The new business 
Which came to the Company during 
1948 was $942,000.00 which repre- 
sents a very satisfactory inprease 
in our estates. During the year we 
distributed among beneficiaries 
$689,000.00 so that this department 
has kept before it the desirability 
of distributing the assets without 
unnecessary delay, 

I think the greatest criticism on 
the part of the public of executors 
In: general, both private and cor- 
porate jis a tendency to delay the 
distribution of estates. I cannot 
and would not deny that there are 
at times unnecessary delays but 
coupled with this is the fact that 
administration of estates has he- 
come more complicated with the 
years due to government regula- 
tions and the ever-increasing in- 
formation demanded by succession 
duty departments before releases 
are forthcoming. 

I feel that our Hstates Depart- 
ment can continue to provide a very 
satisfactory addition to the Com- 
pany’s annual earnings and while 
we have as competitors many large 
and long established trust compan- 
jes we are able to give as good ser- 
vice and in some cases better than 
the larger trust companies and by 
reason of the fact that our oper- 
ating expenses are less than the 
larger companies our expenses of 
administering are relatively lower 
and are therefore a saving to the 
estates being administered. 

Knowing as I do the immense 
value that corporate executorship 
offers to people with estates I still 
feel that this great advantage is 
not being fully appreciated by the 
general public.

Profit and Loss Account: 

We have now covered the state- 
ment with the exception of the 
Profit and Loss Account. You will 
be pleased to know that the profits 
before taxes amount to $161,000.00 
which is a little better than $32,- 
000.00 more than 1947, The in- 
crease in profits is not, of course 
due wholly to increased business 
but is made possible by a number 
of factors. As I mentioned a year 
ago the average interest paid on 
our Guaranteed Investment Re- 
ceipts is bound to become a little 
Jess as the higher interest bearing 
Guaranteed Investment Receipts 
Mature and eyen if conditions 
should change in the cost of money 
and take an upward trend we should 
for some years benefit from the 
time deposits as represented by our 
Guaranteed In ment Receipts. 

As our business expands expenses 
fortunately do not increase in the 
same proportion. For example, the 
cost of doing business excluding, of 
course, interest paid, in the year 
1947 was .64 or in dollars and cents 
$6.40 per $1,000.00 of total assets. 
The increase in general expenses in 
1948 over 1947 represented a cost 
only of $4.40 per $1,000.00 on the 
Increase of $1,360,000.00. 

The average interest rate both’ on 
our mortgages and stocks and bonds 
{s also fractionally higher in 1948 
than in 1947. ‘These combined fac- 
tors are responsible for the increase 
of 25% in profits, 


Quarterly Dividends: 

Out of the year's profits quarterly 
dividends at the rate of 6% ambunt- 
ing fo $66,600.00 have been pald end 
$65,000.00 has been set aside to pro- 
vide for taxes which is an amount 
almost equal to the dividends. We 
may not live under a_ soclaliztic 
government but in so far as our 
profit and loss statement reflects 
the distribution of our earnings we 
are only a few thousand dollars 
removed from this unhappy state 
of affairs, However, we are all 
thankful that after five years of 
the greatest war in the history of 
the world we still have our freedem 
and we must always preserve it no 
matter what may be the cost, 

Out of the year's earnings $11,- 
871.00 has been written off office 
premises and a portion of thls a- 
mount is not subject to ‘come 
fax. > 

An additional $20,000.00 together 
with $30,000.00 from the Balance 
Forward last year, making a total 


cf $50,000.00 has been transferred 
to General Reserve lenying a bal- 
ance carried forward into 1949 
$21,920.00. 


The auditors’ certificate has al- 


ready been read and before bring- 


ing my report to its conclusion and 
Seconding the adoption of the re- 
port I wish once again to take this 
public opportunity of expressing my 
thanks to our capable and efficient 
staff without whose unceasing lab- 
ours this statement would not be 
possible. We have not reached the 
state of perfection that we would 
like to attain but every member 
of our staff 1s inspired with the 
desire to render the highest possible 
service to the public and we always 
welcome any suggestions from our 
customers that will lead to an im- 
provement in this service. 

Our Cannington Branch has once 
again given a good account of it- 
Self and has contributed its falr 
share of the general increases, 

Mr, Wilson, our Western Manager, 
Who has so successfully watched 
over our Western business, is with 
us in person and has reason to be 
proud of the more than satisYactory 
returns from our few remaining 
Western mortgages and while our 
Western investment {!s now less 
than three and one-half per cent. 
of the total Company and Guaran- 
teed Funds it has contributed a 
full year's interest to earnings ani 
paid off approximately ten per cent 
of principal. « 

The year 1948 was a good year for 
the Company. It was a good year 
for Canada and it was a good year 
for Lindsay and Victoria County. 
Farm crops locally were excellert 
and wages were high. We live in 
the best community, in the best 
country in the world and ye have 
no fear for the fulure.

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentle- 
men: e 

I scarcely need to express my 
pleasure at being here to-day. It 
is ‘always a pleasure to visit Lindsay 
and meet the Directors and share- 
holders of this Company and the 
citizens of this community. But. 
fam a little embarrassed as to how 
I shall speak to you. They bring 
me down here 1,500 miles from the 
Province of Saskatchewan, and 
then tell me they expect me to ad- 
dress this Annual Meeting, but the 
question arlses—what shall I talk 
about? — for the economy of the 
Province of Saskatchewan is one 
thing, and the economy of the 
Province of Ontario is another and 
quite a different thing. 

It is thirty-five years since I be- 
came connected with this Company 
and I first attended an Annual 
Meeting in this hall twenty-five 
years ago. It may seem a common- 
place thing to you that a Company 


; like The Victorla Trust and Savings 


Comany should have grown up in 
this small community, but to a 
stranger coming in from the out- 
side, it seems a very remarkable 
occurrence that this small com- 
munity should be able to organize, 
maintain and establish on a firm 
foundation, a Company handling 
assets of seventeen million dollars. 
Tt ls something on which. the com- 
munity should be sincérely congrat- 
ulated. I do not propose to refer 
to the figures and statements which 
haye been so competently dealt 
with already by the proper officers, 
hut, Mr. President, I would like to 
remind you that, after all, a Com- 
pany is something more than fig- 
ures and statements of Profit and 
Loss, It has been sald that a Com- 
pany has no soul, but like some 
other smart statements, that {s only 
parlially true. Companies which 
are properly run can accumulate, 
and do accumulate, character and 
tradition, and T think this Com- 
pany has accumulated a full share 
of both. That may Possibly sug- 
gest an angle from which I might, 
speak to you and I propose to take 
advantage of It. 

If I were asked to express In one 
word the impressions which TI al- 
ways carry awny from the Town of 
Lindsay about the people of Lind- 
the shareholders and the offic- 
ers of thls Company, I would seleot; 
withoul hesitation one very simply 
word—the word ' “decency”, That. 
Js © good word in all that {t implies. 
Decency sweetens our family rela- 
tionships, It keeps the life of our 
communities and our national Ife 
On a high level, and if a little more 
of it were Infected into the inter- 
national situation we would haye 
less worries over the news we are 
listening to, This quality of dec- 
ency has always been expressed 
through your Board of Directors (o 
the people in my proyince who were 
debtors to your Company, Not only 
do I wish to express appreciation for 
that fact, but I hope as I go along, 
to be able to indicate to you that 
this policy paid rich dividends to 
the Company in calling out a simi- 
lar sort of decency on the part of {ts 


borrowers, 


“THE POST” 


I wish first to endeavour to give 
you a brief history of our Proyince 
during the past twenty years, Up 
lo and including 1928 our farmers, 
like farmers elsewhere in the world, 
planted a crop in the spring and 
confidently expected to harvest it 
in the fall and they were not dis- 
appointed, Occasionally hail or 
frost or rust might intervene, but 
the fact, remained that the crop 
grew, and of course we expected 
that such a condition would always 


continue, Then, starting with the 
year 1929, we entered a period 
where for almost ten years we 


Planted a crop and that was almost 
the end of the matter. There was 
little harvest. Our Solentists tell 
us now that such ten-year periods 
can occur in our climate probably 
twice in a century. My only com- 
ment Is that, that 1s twice too often, 
having lived through one of them. 

T live in a village which has mar- 
keted, on occasion, three million 
bushels of wheat, I can recall in 
the fall of 1929 being out in a wheat 
field with the superintendent of a 
Grain Company and a farmer friend 
of mine. We were examining the 
stunted wheat which was even then 
burning up in the hot afternoon 
sun, and for the first time the real- 
ization flashed across us that there 
might not be, in that area, even 
one single load of wheat to enter. 
the elevators. The outcome was not 
quite so bad as that. We had seed 
and just a little better. 1930 was 
a repetition of this and 1931 was 
even worse. From then on until 
1938 we passed through the samé 
harrowing experience with varia- 
tions so slight as to leaye the gen- 
eral picture unchanged. 1938, 1939, 
1940 and 1941 were fair to good years 
but much slack had to be taken up 
and the ravages of the poor years 
had to be repaired and little actual 
headway was made towards a gen- 
eral recovery, 

Then in 1942 the rains came, the 
tide had turned and ws had a near 
record crop, one of those crops that. 
people like to talk about for years 
afterwards. Plenty of field; went 
40 bushels and better and in our 
district possibly we came close to 
a 35 bushel average. 1943 was com- 
ing along and gave promise of being 
almost as good a year and this 
promise was kept. We were now in 
a position of being almost drowned 
with a surplus of wheat for which 
we could not provide house room 
and here arose the opportunity 
which this Company had the cour- 
age and foresight to seize and de- 
velop, I would like to go back a 
step here. During the years from 
1929 to 1939, your Board of Direct- 
ors took a sympathetic and under- 
Standing view of the situation, They 
dealt with their borrowers in Sask- 
atchewan in a friendly and cooper- 
ative spirit, a spirit of decency 
which removed from the minds of 
our debtors the fear that they would 
finally lose their homes. When 
1943 and its big crop arrived, there 
Was evident determination on the 
part of our borrowers to see that 
the consideration with which they 
had been treated was repaid with 
equal consideration. I found our 
borrowers anxious to turn oyer to 
us the only wealth they. had—the 
great piles of wheat which were all 
over the country, and the Company 
was faced with the alternative of 
accepting the only currency the 
farmers possessed—wheat—or allow 
allow it to go to waste without ben- 
efit to anyone. They decided to 
accept this challenge and take all 
the wheat their borrowers had to 
offer at the then current price of 
72c per bushe) and find the neces- 
Sary storage accommodation or 
make it. This courageous and far- 
sighted policy of your Board of 
Directors enabled me, in the year 
1944, lo remit half a million dollars 
to this office, an accomplishment 
of which I was very proud indeed, 

T still consider, looking back upon 
the history of those years, that tt 
was very fortunate for this Com- 
pany that they had a Board of Di- 
rectors with understanding to ap- 
preciate our situation and with 
courage and foresight to work this 
matter out in the joint interests of 
their debtors and the Company, The 
net result of the whole policy was |/ 
{hat the Company's holdings in our 
province were greatly reduced in 
tho years 1944 and 1945, leaying 
thelr holdings in our Province now. 
at only a small fraction of what 
they were in the “Thirties” and the 
small balance which remains will 
Nquidate itself without trouble and 
without, loss. 

T return now to my original theme 
and I say to the shareholders of 
this Company that if they wish to 
return to my province and extend 
thelr business again, the way is 
wide open for them to do so, and 
they will have an excellent reputa- 
tion to start with, and every bor- 
rower who did business with this 
Company before, would be prepared 
(o do business with them again. 
Tt may be that this good-will will 
never be taken advantage of, bul 
good-will is always an asset, and T 
wish to express to the sharcholders 
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my appreciation of the contribution 
{n understanding, sympathy and 
decency which they made to my 
Province during the very difficult 
years which I have attempted to 
describe to you. 

The good-will to which I refer is 
due in large measure to the person- 
alfty of the farmer Manager of the 
Company, my friend Mr, C. E. 
Weeks. Mr. Weeks has not spent 
many days in our Province in the 
last twenty-five years and most of 
his contacts have been only by cor- 
respondence, Howevor, in all his 
dealings with our people over the 
years I doubt that he has written 
one impatient or discourteous letter 
and he has a host of friends among 
the Company's borrowers in our 
Province who hold him in yery high 
esteem. 

I will close by expressing for my- 
self my pleasure in being assoclated 
with this Company over a long term 
of years and by thanking the Board 
of Directors and the Shareholders 
for the co-operation and confidence 
which have invariably been extend- 
ed to me,

| First, there are the Administra- 
jHon services—such things as Gard- 
Aner’s salary and his motor car al- 
lowance, the cost of publicity. and 
administration of his department. 
The total here {s about six hund- 
red and 28-thousand dollars, which 
is an increase of 71-thousand dol- 
lars over last year.  ~ 

The second group deals with sci- 
ence services.- This includes ani- 
mal and poultry pathology, dairy 
research, agricultural chemistry, 
and entomology. Well, the costs 
are just about five and three quar- 
ter millions of dollars, which is a 
jump of about three quarters of a 
million oyer last year.

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Important 
Facts About 
Fair Assessment 


——— ' 


The “Post” considers that the 
public should be kept informed of 
all aspects of the reassessment 
question. The following article is 
printed in the hope that it will give 
readers an idea of some of the bas- 
ic principles of valuation. It is 
not intended to be comprehensive 
nor js it any exact indication of 
how the new assessor will work but 
it should give an inclination of the 
magnitude and the responsibility of 
his task. If you appeal, this article 
may help you to base your argu- 
ments logically and Mirly. It may 
help if you are so unfortunate as 
to be assessed unfairly, it may also 
help you to arrive at your own 
opinions if any “harebrained” or 
unfair methods of assessment are 
foisted upon the people of Lindsay. 

“Value” may be loosely defined 
as “what a thing ts worth’. The 
worth may be expressed in terms 
of pounds of butter, sacks of sugar, 
bags of potatoes but, for simplicity, 
it is invariably expressed in terms 
of dollars and cents. Value, in- 

sofar as property is concerned, 
may not be so loosely defined. The 
value of a property is “the amount 
which’ would be paid for a property, 
by an able and willing purchaser, 
if offered on the open market by 
and able and willing vendor.” When 
valuating a property, special con- 
siderations may not be taken into 
account, For example, a retail 
chain store may wish to purchase 
an adjoining lot for expansion pur- 
poses and would be willing®to pay 
far more for the lot in order to 
obtain it than its true value merits. 
Thus it will be seen, that a true 
value of a property may only be 
obtained by considering the prop- 
erty as if it were offered to the 
public at large and not to one bi- 
ased purchaser. 


A valuation may be made for 
many reasons. There are valua- 
tions for sale, for mortgage, for 


probate and for assessment, among 


others. Valuations for probate and 
for assessment are perhaps the 
most difficult of all. If any mis- 


take is made in a valuation for 
either of these tWo purposes then 
an injustice has been caused which 
strikes at the very root of democ- 
racy. It is a democratle concept 
that all those who own property 
“chip” in to provide the finance 
which a democratic municipality 
requires. It is obvious that, in 
order to maintain democracy, the 
system of assessing what each pro- 
perty owner should contribute 
should be based on fairness. Thus 
then, it will be seen that a valua- 
tion for assessment purposes must 
be meticulously carried out, must 


be completely without bias and 
must conform with democratic 
principles. 


The first thing to consider is the 
location ofthe lot. A lot which is 
tucked away in some secluded back- 
water, far from schools, from 
trains, from shops and from other 
amenities is obviously of less value 
than a lot which is in a decent 
neighbourhood, within easy access 
of all amenities. The soll of the 
lot should also be considered as 
should its shape and size, One 
which is composed of swamp or, 
alternatively solid rock wou)d he 
Jess valuable than a lot which has 
a firm subsol] and a good growing 
soll on top. A lot which resem- 
bles a roller coaster is worth less 
than one which ts as flat as a bill- 
jard table and on which a fine lawn 
can be laid. There are many 
other considerations which must 
be taken into account also. 

Although the legal definition of 
Jand includes the buildings which 
stand thereon (to be exact; all cor- 
poreal or incorporeal hereditaments) 
it is usual to look upon a building 
as something apart from the lot. 
This must not be the case in val- 
uating. 

One of the primary factors to 
take into consideration is the as- 
pect of a house. Most people pre- 
fer a house in a fairly commanding 
position, placed so that the maxi- 
mum of sunlight enters the prin- 
ciple rooms, and with a maximum 
of protection to walls which face 
prevailing cold winds. Another 
point which may be considered fay- 
ourable, if the area is hilly, would 
be a number of trees. Trees tend to 
prevent soll being washed away by 
excessive rain and nobody enjoys 
living on a lot which is gradually 
losing its topsoil. 

The style of architecture is not, 


in itself important, for what may 
well please one man may be intens- 
ely disliked by another, The thing 
to consider is how well the house 
is built, First, the foundations for 
a good foundation is always essen- 
tial unless the houses 1 sa rabbit 
hutch. A brick house would require 
much thicker foundations than a 
light frame house so a house must 
not be taken as cheaply constructed 
because its foundations are not as 
solid as other houses, From the 
foundations it Is best to work up 
through the house, systematically, 
room by room, until the attic is 
reached, There are a multitude of 
things to consider whilst doing this. 
The valuator should look for signs 
of shoddy construction such as 
skirting boards with large gaps 
between the boards and the floor, 
doors about an inch thick, springi- 
ness in the floors or unevenness, 
faulty plasterwork and a multitude 
of other sins of the builder's trade. 
He should look for signs of disease 
such as the dread “merulius lacry- 
mans,” or dry rot, which in its ad- 
vanced stages will reduce joists, 
door linings and other woodwork 
to a fine powder. In the attic he 
should insure that the roof is well 
constructed or, if {t is not, take the 
defects into account when he ar- 
tives at his final valuation. He 
must inspect all these things and a 
whole host of others. 


One may wel) say “Why should a 
man be penalised by having to pay 
more taxes if he keeps his house in 
good condition?” The answer is 
that he should not be. When valu- 
ating for assessment, the assessor 
should “look to the bare walls.” This 
practice 1s adhered to in many 
countries and furthermore, many 
systems allow a small percentage 
reduction in taxes if the assessor is 
satisfied that the house has been 
kept reasonably well and is not in 
a condition which would reflect dis- 
credit upon the neighborhood or 
the municipality. The assessor, 
therefor, to be fair, should disting- 
uish between structural condition 
and quality and “face paint.” 


A valuation must take into ac- 
count such things as fixtures. Now, 
fixtures are part of the building 
and, therefore, part of the land. 
The assessor must be able to differ- 
entiate between fixtures, fittings 
and chattels real. This different- 
jation is no small task for one of 
the most frequent causes of civil 
action in the law courts ls when 
such people as landlords and ten- 
ants cannot agree as to what is 
and what is not a fixture. Gener- 
ally speaking (and this is very gen- 
eral), whether or not a thing is a 
fixture depends on its degree of 
attachment to the land or the 
building. For example, obviously 
a lock let into a door {s a fixture 
but what may not be so abvious is 
that the key of the lock is also a 
fixture and is considered to be 
part of the building and therefor 
contributing towards its value. A 
cupboard leaning against the wall 
is obviously just a piece of furni- 
ture bu' if the same cupboard were 
nailed to the wall in a most secure 
manner so that {o remove it would 
do untold danvige to the wall then 
{t is probably a fixture and the 
assessor must yalue tt as part of 
the building. 

There are, among others two 
other medods of valuating for as- 
sessment which are worthy of 
note, one ‘incorporates the above 
method and the other does only 
to a certain degree. 

The first of these is to make an 
inspection of the property as on 
the above basis and to consider just 
what the property {s worth on a 

rental basis. By this js meant 
what that property would fetch on 
a free and open market, if let to 
a tenant with the tenant respon- 
sible for all outgoings such as re- 
pairs, fire insurance, water rate, 
etc. but not for taxes, Now it Is 
obyious that if a man owns his 
own house and $s not paying rent, 
he is as good as receiving an in- 
come, For example, a man lives 
in a house which could easily be 
let to a tenant at $300.00 a year, 
net. If the man owns the house 
himself then he is as good as re- 
ceiving an income of $300.00 a year, 
Now supposing that, through the 
neighbourhood, people who let to 
tenants gre expecting a return of 
say five percent. on what the house 
they are letting cost them, In the 
Please turn to page 8.

Subsidy Bill Approved 100% 
After Strings Are Removed 


(British United Press) 

The Ontarlo Legislature voted 
unanimously, 75 to zero Monday 
for the Government's Fire Depart— 
ment Bill -_ after Attorney General 
Leslie Blackwell told the House the 
Government is willing to change the 
bill to meet the objections of op- 
position members. 

It was the first time in the mem- 
ory of some of the oldest legislature 
observers that the House yoted un 
animously on a recorded vote. The 
vote was forced by the government 
after the changes in the bill were 
announced, Previously, opposition 
groups had sald they would vote 
against the measure. 

Blackwell said the government: 
Was willing to remove the provision 
in the bili that would require a 
municipal fire department's oper- 
ations to be approved by the On- 
tarlo Fire Marshall, before the 


municipality would get a grant to 
help with fire department costs, 
The original plan was to enable the 
government to force municipalities 
to adopt improved fire-fighting 
methods, and standardize equip- 
ment across the province. Blackwell 
says the government now will try 
to reach this goal through educat- 
fon, conference and co-operation. 


Attorney General Blackwell told 
C. H. Millard -- the C_C-F member 
for York West -- that he expects 
fire insurance rates tg come down 
as an indirect result of the govern- 
ments bill, Blackwell said that fire 
wnderwriters constantly made re- 
commendations to municipalities 
concerning improvements in fire 
protection. And he sald when the 
municipalities adopted these re_ 
commendations, the insurance: rates 
usually were lowered.

Toronto, March 22 (BUP) 
Charges that there are secret claus- 
es in the Atlantic Pact which will 
commit Canada to armed interyen- 
tion in revolutions are contained in 
the latest issue of the Communist- 
line Canadian Tribune, Published in 
Toronto. 

In a front page story under heavy 
page-width headlines, the tabloid 
weekly Tribune screams that Can- 
ada is a satellite of the United 


_ States and that the Canadian Goy- 


ernment has perpetrated a hoax 
against the Canadian people. 

The Tribune says that External 
Affairs Minister Lester B. Pear- 
son made the secret clauses known 
to newspapermen in an “off-the- 
record” press conference in Ottawa. 
It alleges that Pearson asked the 
press “to join the hoax against the 
Canadian people and to supress this 
Information,” 

The article says that Canadian 
troops could be sent to France if 
the present government fell under 
the pressure of the democratic 
movement in that country. This ts 
given as an example of what the 
secret clauses imply. 

The article also quotes Pearson 
as saying Spain will not be consid- 
ered| as eligible for the Pact but 
Portugal will be welcomed. 

It adds that Pearson says there'll 
be no Mediterranean countries ask- 
ed in as “these weaker sections of 
the Anti-Soviet camp would be 
dealt with separately.” 

Near the end of the article {t 
states that Pearson “assured the 
press group that the Western world 
no longer considered the United 
Nations seriously. It has become 
nothing more than a clarion for 
Soviet propaganda.”

Preservation of Peace Its Aim 


20-Year 
Alliance 
Provided 


( British United Press) 
The Atlantic Security Pact calls 


| upon member nations to set up @ 


defense committee to work out de- 
fense plans for the entire area coy- 
ered by the alliance. The Com- 
mittee will be a sort of general 
military staff of Canada, the U-S 
and the nations of western Europe. 

This was revealed when 
the text of the North Atlantic Sec- 
urity Pact was made pubife in Ot- 
tawa and the capitals of other sign- 
ing nations. 


The text of the alliance was tabl- 
ed last Friday in the House of 
Commons at 11 o'clock (EST). The 
text of the Pact shows that Canada 
would be pledged to help the Unit- 
ed States and Western Europe in 
the event of an attack on them for 
the next 20 years. 


It also shows the general purp- 
ose of the alliance {5 to unite the 
efforts of the signing nations for 
the preservation of peace and sec- 
urity. It would be a common de- 
fensive alliance against Soviet Rus.

An attack upon any one member 
nation would be considered as an 
attack against them all. And in 
that event, each member of the 
alliance will help the party attack- 
ed by taking any action {t feels is 
necessary.

As’ far as 
Canada {s concerned, Ottawa circles 
predict it will be approved unani_- 
mously by the House of Commons 
and the Senate. 

The original sponsors of the Se- 
curity Pact were Canada, Britain, 
the U-S, France, Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg, and the Netherlands, But 
Norway, Denmark, Iceland, Italy 
and Portugal have been invited to 
become original signers.

The area covered by the Alliance 
{ncludes the territory of the member 
nations in North America and Eur- 
ope; the parts of Germany and 
Austria under Western occupation;

Communism has made little head- 
way in Siam, but British observers 
indicate that the Red threat is fatr-

‘They say that Siam contains a- 
bout two-and-a-half million 
Chinese, half of whom reportedly 
are Communist sympathizers. And 
a British survey last month said 
that thetr support would be given 
to whichever group eventually dom- 
inates China.—where the Reds soon 
may be in command. 

The British themselves are said 
to be trying to get closer to the 
Siamese ... for at least two rea- 
sons, There's need for closer co- 
operation between Siam and Brit- 
ish Malaya on whose common 
frontier terrorism, has broken out, 
and because Siam can provide rice 
for Malaya whose supplies have 
been cut off by the rebellion in 
Burma.

On Soviet 
She Wails 


(Brilish United Press) 

The Soviet Union is pounding 
away at the Atlantic Pact with a 
barrage of propaganda, 

It's Russ{fa’s first cominent on 
the pact and she isn’t sparing the 
horses. 

She accuses the West of war- 
mongering and of using pompous 
phrases tg conceal aggresive alms. 
each broadcast brought all too 
familiar charges against the West. 
“Millions of people” -- radio Mos- 
cow says -- “realize that this pact 
means war on the Soviet union,” 
In Mosccw, the government news- 
paper Izyestia attacks the alliance 
as an aggressive conspiracy against 
peace. Izyestia brushes’ off the idea 
that the pact ts consistent with the 
United Nations Charter, The news- 
paper calls that view a clumsy at- 
tempt to whitewash the treaty. 

Western Burope seems to take 
new courage from the pact. British 
Foreign Secretary Bevin says: the 
Communists seek to carry all of 
Europe into bondage -- and the 
alliance now provides strong re— 
sistance to any such moye, And 
Bevin's view has been echoed in 
other Atlantic Pact capitals. 

Premier De Gasperi of Italy --- 
Whose nation is not yet partici- 
pating in the pact -- says the alli- 
ance means defense and peace ..,: 
and not war. He says the pact 
guarantees peace so long as no ag- 
gression is committed. 


Drew-Claxton 
Argue Point 


The subject of Communists in the 
Canadian army brought on a long 
distance word battle last night be- 
tween Progressive Conservative 
leader George Drew and Defense 
Minister Brooke Claxton. 

Drew told a press conference in 
Ottawa on Friday that Claxton 
should face reality with respect to. 
Communists enlisting in the armed 
forces. And he said he had no 
doubt they were passing informa- 
tion along to the Russian Embassy 
at Ottawa. 

Claxton replied to Drew in a 
statement issued at Montreal. He 
said if the P. ©. leader knows of any 
m-mber of the armed forces who is 
giving information to the Soviet, it 
is Drew’s duty to tell the authorit- 
fes.

One senior Cabinet minister says

He adds that there won't be a 
general election until the Quebec 
M.P.'s say the outlook in their 
province is favorable to the Gov- 
ernment's chances of a sweeping 
survival. 

Ottawa observers have been pre- 
dicting that next week's early 
budget heralds a spring election. 
The Budget is being brought down 
on the earliest date in years. 

But the Cabinet source said that 
the earliness of the budget is simply 
because the country wants relief 
from taxation as soon as possible.

Toronto March 21 (BUP) Soap and 
shortening prices in Toronto are 
following the downward trend of 
other grocery supplies. 

Toronto dealers today recorded 
cuts on the soap market. A large 
chain store was selling a four - 
pound box of soap flakes for 44- 
cents, The flakes had sold as high 
as one dollar and 49 cents, but were 
steady at one dollar and 20 cents 
for many months. 

A well-known brand of toilet soap 
sold today at four bars for 21 cents, 
compared with the former price of 
ten cents a bar. And shortening was 
clearing today in some stores at 30 
cents. A few weeks ago it brought 
38 cents. 

Retailers say the lower prices 
are due to removal of controls on 
the export and import of ofls and 
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fats which formerly limited Can. 
ada's purchases. Soap'and shorten- 
ing manufacturers are now permit. 
ted to buy unlimited supplies.

Household Scrapbook 


GREASE 

As soon as you notice a fresh 
grease spot on the kitchen wall 
paper near the stove, apply some 
cornstarch to it immediately work 
it in lightly with the fingers. Brush } 
off and repeat, and you will find 
that the cornstarch absorbs the 
fresh grease. 


BLEACHING FADED DRESS 

To bleach a faded dress entirely 
white, dissolve a half cup of cream 
of tartar in two gallons of water 
and boil the dress. 


BOILED POTATOES 
Bolled potatoes often become wat- 
ery because they are allowed to re- 
main in water after they are cooked. 
‘Test them with a fork, and as soon 
as they are tender, drain and shake 
them for a minute over a low fire, 


PENCIL MARKS 

Almost every mother knows the 
experience of finding pencil marks 
on her white woodwork at least 
‘once in the rearing of children. 
These marks can be easily removed 
by rubbing them with a plece of 
cut lemon, and then with whiting 
on a damp cloth. 


Paraffin Protection 
Should the inside of the silver- 
plated lid of the mustard jar or 
horse-radish jar be inclined to turn 
green, coat it with a thin layer of 
paraffin. 


How Can I 


Q. What are the best kinds of 
brushes to use for shellac and lacq. 
uer? 

A. When applying shellac, one 
should choose, a oristle brush; for 
japan colors, a squirrel “hair or 
camel's hair brush will produce the 
smoothest surface. For lacqucr, 
flowing brushes made of oxhair, 
fitch or badger prove most ®ffec- 
tive. When using paint or varnish, 
soft flat brushes of Chinese brist- 
les, fitch or badger are best. I<eep 
a varnish brush for varnish only. 

Q. How can [ cut soft, fresh 
bread into very thin slices, and 
without the least difficulty.? 

A. This can he done if th» bread ' 
is placed in the refrigerator and 
thoroughly chilled before 

Q. How can I soften dricd glue? 


A. Add a a few drops of giycer- 
ine to the dried glue, and it will he 


usable again. 


Q How can I remove cggs stains 


from fabric? 
A. Apply cold water immediately 
to egg stains on fabrics. If treated 


soon enough, this usually removes 


them from most materials.

sponge it with vinegar. Tt will re- 
move all that shine. 

Q. How should chamois gloves be 
washed? 

A. Chamois gloves should not be 
wrung out after washing. Squeeze 
them in the hands and press in a 
dry towel. Pull into shape and hang 
to dry in the open air, 

Q. How can I make belter salads? 
A. Sprinkle a little lemon juice over 
fruit, vegetables, fish or meat salads 
just before they are served, and 
the flavor will be greatly improved.

If you are 
short of space and the fruit must 
be kept close together, keep tissue 
wrappers on the oranges, apples, 
etc., so the skins do not touch and 
cause decay. 
WATERBUGS 
If troubled with waterbugs around 
the sink, make a habit of pouring 
a cup of kerosene once a week down 
the drain. Do not run the water 
for about a half hour after this. The 
bugs will disappear very soon. 
Better Soup 
The white of an egg dropped into 
a pot of soup will gather to it all the 
impurities. When it curdles, remove 
it. 


Q. How can [ fill in cracks in 
a floor so that the rug will lay 
evenly? 

A. Cracks in the floor under- 
neath a rug are very hard on the 
rug and should be filled whenever 
possible. Tear newspaper into 
small pieces and let soak in alum 
and glue water until pulpy. Fill 
the cracks with this pulp and press 
in hard and smooth with a spatula. 
Then stain or paint the floor when 
it hardens, 


Q. How can I keep sponges that 
are used in the bathroom clean? 

A. The sponges may be kept 
soft and sweet if washed occasion- 
ally in warm water to which a few

CUSTOMERS PAY 
LABOR’S WAGES 

A contemporary gives us something to think about 
in his observations on the wage and price question 
in the following paragraphs: 

Labor should understand and the people should 
understand that the real employers of labor are the 
people’s labor, and he is paying their wages. If the 
price of sox or of butter is beyond his means he buys 
consumers who buy the goods. When a man buys a 
pair of sox or a pound of butter, he is buying other 
less of them and thus employs less labor; and no law 
can compel him to do more. 

High wage rates are not necessarily good wages; 
nor high prices necessarily good prices, for wage rates 
can be s0 high that few men will be employed and 
little wealth produced; and prices can be so high that 
few goods will be sold and few people properly fed, 
clothed, or housed. The best wages and the best 
prices are those that encourage the greatest produc- 
ton and the widest distribution of goods. It follows 
then that the task of wage adjuster is to discover what 
wage will encourage the workers to produce the most 
goods and the consumers to employ the most work- 
ers, for this wage will place the greatest quantity of 
of goods in the hands of the greatest number of 
people. 


INVESTING NOW FOR 1960 

There's little pessimism about Canada’s economic 
future in the next ten years among prominent inves- 
tors, consultants, financial and industrial leaders gen- 
erally across Canada. 

Almost wthout exception, answering a Financial 
Post question on a ten-year investment program, em- 
phasis was laid on importance of investing in fields 
which are closely connected with our natural resour- 
ces: mineral production, oil and gas, pulp and paper, 
etc. 

Their reasons: 

“T am bullish on Canada”; “Canada is a magnet 

. poised at the threshold of a great new phase 
in her development”; “I would play it right across 
the board.” 

It’s not all milk and honey, however. For such an 
investment project, there are certain factors to be 
borne constantly in mind—uncertainties of interna- 
tional trade... (“.. . until Canada finds its place in 
the new trading world... .”), large government ex- 
penditures for social security, etc., high taxation, world 
conditions reflecting “dynamic political and economic 
changes.” All these factors would make it imperative 
to watch such an investment plan constantly, to avoid 
rigidity in over-all investment policy. 

WHY PENALIZE THE DOGS ? 

Mayor Moore has stated that he will ask Town 
Council to pass a by-law requiring that dogs up to 
one year old, with certain exceptions be certified ster- 
ile before a dog license is issued. The exceptions are 
said to include dogs kept for hunting and (or) breed- 
ing purposes. His worship contends that such a by- 
law would eventually reduce the number of dogs run- 
ning at large. 

Such a by-law, if passed, would in effect be penal- 
izing all the dogs in this age class for the neglectful 
actions of a few of their owners which doesn’t seem 
entirely right since the dogs are innocent victims of 
circumstances, 

In Lindsay at the present time, revenue from the 
sale of dog licenses amounts to several hundred dol- 
lars annually, little of which, apart from the cost of 
tagging, recording, etc., is spent keeping the dogs and 
their owners in line with present by-laws. 

The proposal, viewed in this light, doesn’t appear 
to be expedient. A more direct approach to the prob- 
lem would seem to be to utilize some of the revenue 
from dog licenses in enforcing the existing local by- 
lawe. 

As this paper has contended in the past a good 
sharp dog catcher would do more to eliminate ‘the 
dog at large” problem than anything else. Such a man 
need not be engaged full time, nor need the expense 
entailed be heayy, to get results. Such a service ap- 
pears to be needed badly in Lindsay and we feel 
reasonably sure it would create fewer headaches than 
the sterilization plan. In this way only offenders 
of the law are penalized, whereas under the steriliza- 
tion plan the good would suffer with the bad.

WHY SHOULD LINDSAY ASK 


THE ONTARIO DEPT. OF MUNICIPAL 
AFFAIRS HOW TO ASSESS ITS PROPERTY ? 


There is, at the present moment, a movement 
underway in Lindsay to have the town reassessed. It 
is claimed that certain inequalities in assessment exist 
and that it is to clear this situation up that the re- 
assessment program is proposed. In order to do this 
the- Town Council has entered into consultation with 
the Ontario Dept. of Municipal Affairs reportedly to 
secure their help in carrying out the reassessment 
program—lIt is, in fact, proposed to have the depart- 
ment send a man to Lindsay to assist in the work of 
installing a new system. 

It is only natural that the property owners of 
Lindsay should be concerned about the necessity for 
calling in outside help to assess their homes and places 
of business. They cannot understand why such a 
move is necessary and they are not particularly 
anxious to have their tax rate boosted still higher try- 
ing to maintain an elaborate system of assessment, 
the value of which is to be questioned in the light of 
the sad experiences of other towns with reassessment 
programms. 


Others Say 


THE PRESS AND DOUBTFUL ‘CURES’ 

The value of administering massive doses of Vita- 
min E for certain heart conditions has been a matter 
of controversy ever since announcement of the treat- 
ment almost two years ago. There can be no doubt 
of the sincere belief of Drs. Evan and Wilfred Shute 
in the efficacy of this form of treatment; and their 
impatience oyer the scepticism of other doctors is eas- 
ily understandable. But to charge the medical pro- 
fession generally with a lack of concern for its 
patients, or with having a closed mind, as some of 
the friends of the doctors have done, is to fly in the 
face of facts. The profession has not been too slow 
to adopt new remedies when consistent results were 
proved, as witness insulin, the sulfas and penicillin. 

The doubts that exist, therefore, are honestly 
founded. While it would appear that many people 
who have taken the vitamin claim they feel better, 
there is still considerable uncertainty as to whether 
the result is an actual change in the course of the 
disease, or psychological lift. It would, however, be 
as unwise at present to assert that Vitamin E. was 
useless as that it was a certain cure. A medical test 
undér the most rigid control will have to be under- 
taken before the relative claims may be set finally 
at rest. 


That such an undertaking should -haye been 
jaunched without advising the taxpayer of it is also 
grounds for anxiety. Surely they are entitled to be 
told well in advance of any such plans when it is 
their property and their purses which will be affected. 

It was entirely apparent at a mass protest meeting 
some months ago that the majority of people felt 
that the Town’s assessor or assessors should be quite 
capable of valuating property for purposes of assess- 
ment. It is equally apparent that the same people. 
who would have at that time saddled Lindsay with an 
expensive and to all appearances, “crippling” system 
of assessment are on the march again. 

It is strikingly significant that both this and the 
previous movement to “‘systematize” Lindsay’s assess- 
ment procedure were launched at special meetings of 
Council to which the public press was not invited. 

The question uppermost in most people’s minds 
as a result of this latest development is : “If every- 
thing is on the “up and up” why the need for keeping 
the public uninformed at the outset?” 

The Post in the past has contended that the as- 
gessor or the assessors of the Town should be 
capable, without outside interference or elaborate sys- 
tems, of assessing property to the satisfaction of all, 
(or nearly all, since 100 per cent efficiency is seldom 
achieved) the people concerned. It still believes this 
to be true and it has the towns of Newmarket and 
Newcastle, as well as the city of Toronto to subsan- 
tiate this claim. In all these places elaborate reassess- 
ment systems have ben tried, much io the dismay of 
the majority of property owners. Equalization plans 
in these places have, in many cases, resulted in in- 
equalities far greater than those experienced in 
Lindsay. 

What then do the people of Lindsay want their 
Town Council to do? Do they wish them to hire a 
qualified assessor, which is now necessary to replace 
the late Mr. Williams, and get on with the job in a 
business-like way or do they wish to have the assis- 
tance of an outside agency employed to tell Lindsay’s 
assessor how he should do his job, Saddle the town 
with more expensive red tape and generally create a 
furore? Whatever their wishes are they should make 


them known to Council now—before it is too late! 
* ° ° ° * 


Lindsay's assessments should be open to revision 
‘any time but it should be carried out on a common 
sense basis. Assessment here or anywhere else should 
be on a basis which will encourage improvement and 
beautification of homes and industries—This is not 
possible when you introduce a system which jacks up 
assessments whenever a little paint is applied or an 
additional feature built into the home or industry to 
improve upon it. Location and type of land, etc., are 
other factors which need consideration and assess- 
ment should be done so as to encourage everyone to 
contribute to the general status of the community. 
No hard and fast rules of evaluation can be laid down 
because of fluctuating conditions in real estate and 
any attempt to do so will work a hardship on the 
majority of people. 

THERE MAY BE SOMETHING IN IT! 

A very sensible observation on the current prob- 
lem of “hoodlumism” which seems to be gaining 
Momentum in parts of Ontario is contained in the 
current issue of the “Scene from Shingwauk Farm”, 
Here it is: 

“The proydest possession of a young hoodlum who 
fancies himself as a budding gangster is a scrapbook 
of newspaper clippings regarding his exploits in crime’. 

“The friend who told us about this case feels that 
this young exhibitionist would quickly lose interest 
in committing crimes if he could not gain wide public 
attention through them. His satisfactions are not in 
the results of his crimes but in the inflation of his 
ego by the notice he gets.” 

“Although it seems more dangerous to conceal 
the extent of crime than it is to reveal it, it is possible 
that juvenile crime would decline if newspapers omii- 
ted to give the names and addresses of the young 
braggarts who band together to gain attention. It is 
50 much easier to become notorious than it is to 
achieve fame, that indolent young people who have 
not acquired satisfactory purposes in life resort to 
crime aS a means of getting into the limelight. A 
complete lack of newspaper publicity might prove io 
be the best deterrent to those whose tendency to 
show-off should have been directed earlier into usefy] 
means of earning distinction.”

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Well Worth The Price 


In the meantime, there is a definite responsibility 
laid upon newspapers not to lend themselves to un- 
supported claims of “cures.” This policy might on 
occasion err on the side ‘of caution, but the gain in 
public interest far outweighs the loss of a temporary 
advantage to-the newspaper. 

No element of the community regrets the delay 
in finding remedies for such maladies as heart disease 
and cancer more than the medical profession. Evyen- 
tually, the causes of these ills will be found, and cures 
may follow. There will be no delay in bringing these 
into use when their value has been proved. It is un- 
fortunate that some are led to live recklessly and risk 
premature death as a result of hopes that have doubt- 
ful foundation —Globe and Mail. 


THE SILENT VOICE 
Roumania, which years ago abolished capital pun- 


ishment for any crime, has written it again into its 


statutes. The reasons that resulted in this course, if 
they were not so sinister, would be amusing. It is 
“that the government may protect itself against re- 
actionaries who have not given up the attempt to 
seize power.” cs 

Memory has only to go back a relatively few 
months to remember that this government, which is 
so righteously defending itself against reactionaries, 
was itself the reactionary minority, protected perhaps 
by the statute against capital punishment that it now 
revokes, 

As reported in the official organ of the Roumanian 
government, its reason for the restoration of harsh 
measures is that “exploiters of yesterday have not 
given up their thought to bring back a new regime 
of terror, misery and humiliation and to sell our coun- 
try again to a handful of billionaires from abroad.” 

“The handful of billionaires” are of course, the 
officials of the Marshall plan attempting to restore 
and stabilize Europe. The righteously indignant goy- 
ernment which looks on opposition with such horror, 
is the small communist minority who seized power and 
now prepares to defend itself by fear and force.

THE SHRINKING WORLD 

New achievements in long-distance flying continue 
to make the earth “shrink” and keep reminding us 
that this is indeed the air age. 

Another record was established when a B-50 
bomber took off from Fort Worth, Texas, and circled 
the globe in $4 hours in a non-stop flight on a route 
that lacked only about 1,000 miles of equalling the 
distance around the earth at the equator.

Dream Gore True 


By James W. Barton, M.D. 


NATURAL FOODS ARE BEST 
FOR NORMAL INDIVIDUALS 

Before the discovery of vitamins, 
food research workers tried to man- 
ufacture an “all-round” food that 
would maitain te strength and 
also the weight of adults and: chil- 
dren. 

They Were nov successful and now 
we know that although the foods or 
substances they put together con- 
tained all the foodstuffs—proteins, 
starches, fats, minerals and water— 
what was lacking was the vitamins. 
Tt is not surprising, then, that some 
of our common everyday foods — 
bread and milk—are being strength- 
ened or reinforced by vitamins. 

Today we know that not only is 
the strength of body and maitain- 
ing of weight by vitamins helping 
many apparently normal healthy 
individuals, but we also are finding 
that certain diseases of the skin, 
mouth and joints, and other parts 
of the body, are caused by lack of 
vitamins, 

It may come as a8 surprise to 
many of us to learn that although 
vitamins are important—and their 
discovery ranks in importance with 
insulin for diabetes and liver and 
liver extracts for pernicious anemia 
—the foods themselves are import- 
ant aside from the vitamins, as 
there are other substances present 
necessary to health. Apparently 
the same condition applies in the 
case of proteins, the important sub_ 
stance or substances of which are 
the amino acids. 

I have spoken before of the 300 
Edinborough medical students who 
flew to the concentration camps in 
Europe and by means of amino 
acids, the chief substance in pro- 

teins,—meat, eggs, fish—were able 
to restore starving men, women 
and children to health in a short 
time. 

However, just as with vitamins, 
food research workers are finding 
that while amino acids are the 
chief and most valuable parts of 
protein, the other substances pres- 
ent also are important. In the 
“Journal of Experimental Medicine," 
Drs. F. S. Robschelt-Robbins, L. L. 
Miller and G. H. Whipple report 
their experiment in a large group 
of dogs which had been fed the 
various amino acids. There was 
not the gain in welght which 
could be established when proteins 
in their natural state— as meat, 
eggs, and fish—were fed them. 


HEARING AIDS REQUIRE 
EXPERT FITTING 

It is gratifying to meet friends 
and acquaintances, formerly hard 
of hearing, who now meet you with 
a normal, not questioning expres- 
sion on their faces because they are 
wearing properly fitted and suitable 
hearing aids. 

Oculists and optometrists not only. 
make sure of prescribing the proper 
jenses for the patient, but they al- 
so insist upon fitting the frames 
so that the patient obtains the angle 
necessary to give him the exact or 
proper vision through the lenses. 

Similarly, the otologist or hear- 
ing specialist, after making a com- 
plete examination of the patient's 
loss of hearing and the pitch ne- 
cessary, prescribes the hearing aid 
best suited to the patient’s needs. 
And just as the oculist or opto- 
metrist 1s most careful in adjusting 
the frames of glasses, so the otolo_ 
gist wants to make sure that the ap- 
paratus attached to the ear fit the 
ear perfectly; if possible, a cast 
is made from which the plastic 
hearing attachment is manufac- 
tured. If the ear piece does not 
fit properly, it can interfere with 
the clearness of sound. 


In cases where the little bones 
of the middle eardrum are ‘damaged 
and the sound is not transmitted 
properly to the little hairs or hear- 
ings nerve endings, then what is 
called a bone-conduction hearing 
aid {1s necessary to transmit the 
sound, In these cases the ear-piece, 
called an oscillator, is attached to 
the mastoid bone, the large bony 
lump at the back of the ear, 

As most hearing alds are made 
with amplifiers with three or four 
vacuum tubes, there {s lttle to 
choose arfong them; but the fitting 
of the hearing ald is most impor- 
tant. 

While no hearing ald can give 
the same degree or kind of hear- 
ing as natural hearing, yet with 
a thorough examination, tests with 
the audiogram and then proper 
fitting, ‘a hearing ald must restore 
to the patient a sociable, practical 
and serviceable capacity without 
damageing his own present hearing 
ability.” 

The patient should not hesitate 
to return for adjustments just as 
he does for adjustment of glasses

CAN CAUSE 
FEVER 

There are cases where the ther- 
mometer shows one or two degrees 
of abnormally high body temper- 
ature present, yet the physician 
is unable immediately to find its 
cause, Later, however, in a matter 
of hours, the cause will be found, 
as the symptoms finally point to 
a disturbance in some part of the 
body. 
When an individual begins to 
sneeze and cough and temperature 
rises, it is natural to suspect that 
a cold or other infection is present 
or about to start. Where these 
symptoms are present without any 
rise in temperature, it has been 
thought that they were caused by 
allergy or sensitiveness to yarlous 
substances -- pollen, feathers, furs, 
dust, food, * 
That food allergy can cause a 
rise in temperature, however, 1s 
stated by Dr. A. H. Rowe in “An- 
nals of Allergy,” and {s one cause of 
unexplained fever. Because food 
allergy is not suspected of causing 
the fever, the physician closely ex- 
amines all parts of the body and 
any slight disturbance or change 
in the digestive system, tonsils, 
lungs, sinuses or other organs may 
receive treatment sometimes 
even surgical treatment. 


Dr. Rowe gives instances where 
food allergy was the cause of fever, 
yet this was not discovered for 
months. He records the case of a 
girl, aged 18, who had prolonged 
fever due to allergy. She had a poor 
appetite, disturbance in the large 
intestine, and also had a strong 
distaste for milk. 

By leaving out one kind of food 
at a time, she was relieved of her 
fever and from fatigue and intestin- 
al symptoms, and finally was able 
to drink milk. This relief, by use 
of an “elimination diet,” was de- 
finite proof that foods to which 
she was allergic were the cause of 
her rise in temperature and other 
symptoms. 

The fact that food to which we 
are allergic can cause a rise in 
temperature will be helpful to 
physicians in seeking the cause of 
unknown or unexplained fever. 


Surrounding More Important To 

Health And Life Span Than 
Ha edity 

A few years ago I met a middle- 

aged man of normal intelligence 

who stated that he had just finish- 


ing to give any thought to his 
health any more. The book stated 
that our health and length of life 
were all laid out for us before we 
were born in the plasms from which 
the body is made, 

He could not be conyinced that 
simple health habits such as 
sleep, food and exercise had any 
bearing on his health, that new 
discoveries in medicine were pre- 
venting various diseases, and that 
the life span was being lengthened. 
For many years, most of us be- 
Ueved the old saying that if we 
want to’live a long and healthy life, 
we should choose healthy, long- 
lived grandparents. We believed 
that heredity is the most import- 
ant factor in assuring us long life. 
In fact, life insurance companies 
all have considered heredity in es- 
timating the amount we should pay 
for protection, 


It will come as a surprise to most 
of us to learn from one of our lar. 
gest insurance companies, thé Met. 
ropolitan Life, that an {individual's 
chances of obtaining a ripe old 
age are far more dependent on en- 
vironment (his surroundings) than 
on heredity. The company’s con- 
clusion was reached after a study 
of the death rates and family his- 
tory records over a 40-year period 
(from about 1801 and 1940) of a 
large number of policy holders. The 
figures showed that those whose 
parents died at relatively advanced 
ages did little or no better than 
those whose parents had jdied at 
middle age or earlier. 

It was found that the children 
in broken familles are more poorly 
housed, fed, and clothed and receive 
less medical attention than other 
children. “More of them are com- 
pelled to go tg work at young ages 
and, therefore, at unskilled jobs.” 

On the other hand, aside from 
financial and social ald to thelr 
children, there are mental and 
spiritual effects of family Ife, all 
of which have an indirect effect 
on health and the life span, 

These investigators state {t would 
take generations to get the same re- 
sults, by careful selections of par- 
ents to be, that has been accom- 
plished by improving the enyiron- 
ment of suroundings of individuals.

(2) exploring or scraping part of the 
lining of the bursa.

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Russia Says “No” Again 

Russia has come up with that two- 
letter word again -- N-O. 

Just the other day, this paper 
brought you an exclusive British 
United Press report from Ottawa. 
It said in effect: 

“If the Russians don’t start playing 
give-and-take at the International 
Wheat Conference, the other na- 
tions including Canada -- will go 
ahead among themselves.” 

Well, the Russians wouldn't play 
ball with the other delegates who 
are meeting in Washington and 
trying to line up a world price for 
wheat. They've refused to scale 
down their export demands 
demands that they be allowed to 
throw a lion’s share of at least 75- 
million bushels of wheat at the 
market aech year. 

So the acting conference chalir- 
man, who's also spokesman for the 
exporting and importing nations, 
says Canada, the United States and 
Australia have asked the importing 
countries to carry on negotiating 
without the Soviets. 

‘The announcement came last night 
after weeks of dickering between the 
producers on the one hand, and the 
importers, led by Britain, on the 
other. 

Canada's delegate, Doctor Charley 
Wilson, says simply that importing 
nations have been asked to agree to 
a Wheat Pact without Russia be- 
cause the Soviets refused to accept 
a market for less than 75-million 
bushels a year. 

He says the exporting and import- 
ing nations had already got around 
to an agreement on the amount 
the wheat would cost under the pro- 
posed pact. They were within ten_ 
million bushels of agreement on the 
amount, too. But then Russia threw 
the fly in the ointment and worked 
the deadlock. 

According to Wilson, Canada, the 
United States, and Australia offer- 
ed Russia a quota of 50-million bu- 
shels 2 year. This would have cut 
the world market for the Soviets to 
450-million bushels instead of 500- 


million. 

The three exporters, he says, 
thought the offer was fair since 
Russia's) wheat exports in the| 


‘thirties worked out to only a little 
more than 30-million bushels a year. 

In fact, he says, the offer was 
“generous”. 

When the talks got underway 
{mn Washington some weeks back, 
the importing nations, led by the 
British, insisted that Russia be al- 
lowed to take part in any agree- 
ment that might be reached. But 
now they've been asked to reverse 
that stand. 

Although there seems to be pretty 
general agreement among the im- 
porters’ delegates, Russia can't be 
counted out until they get some 
rulings from thelr governments back 
home. But it’s expected by people 
who are close to the wheat talks 
that the governments will back up 
their delegates and tell Russia that 
if {t doesn’t like to go along with 
the others, it'll have to go find an 
agreement all to itself. 


| 


Acting chairman Van Essche (sh) 
seems to think the Russians will 
change their minds about the flat 
“no”. He says he hopes the delegates 
will be able to compromise with 
the Soviets so they'll be able to 
sign with the others. 


New Snap Bean Variety 
A new snap bean variety known 
as “Rival” has been developed at 
the United States counterpart to 
our experimental farms -- the U-S 
Department of Agriculture plant 
laboratories. 


It was developed by Doctor W. J. 
Zaumeyer at the Greenbelt, Mary- 
Jand experiment station and at the 
Greenley, Colorado,, station. 


It arouses special interest be- 
cause “Riyal” is resistant to virus 
diseases carried by seed, otherwise 
known aS common mosiac, These 
are present in practically every 
area wnere snap beans are grown. | 


Rival has been thoroughly tested 
in 12 States and has accounted for 
outstanding yields in every test. The 
average yield for Rival in all the 
States was nine thousand pounds 
per acre, compared with 55-hun- 
dred pounds per acre by one of the 
favorite varieties. tender-green. 

Rival, according ty Doctor Zau- 
meyer, was produced from a cross 
between the variety known as “U-S 
Number Five Refugee” and the one 
known as “Fall Measure.” It has 
round green pods which are about 
six inches long and 3-8ths of 
an {neh wide. The pods are straight 
-brittle, entirely stringless and 
without fibre. 

It makes good progress in spite

The Syrup Prospects Depend 
On Old Man Weather: 


It’s something like gazing Into} 
a crystal ball to forecast the pros- 
pects for maple sugar and syrup. 
Nobody really knows but the wea- 
therman. 

But officials ofthe Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture have been 
looking over the weather situation. 
They think a study of weather con- 
ditions — and by that they mean 
frost, for the most part —might pull 
off what the crystal ball can’t. 
They say there's been plenty of 
snow so far this winter, with good 
ice-covering on the surface. They've 
also taken note of the fact that the 
frost has gone well into the ground 
in most localities. 

And they say this is a combina- 
tion of conditions which often 
brings a fairly lengthy season for 
gathering sap. 

So, they add, when the sap does 


start running—and if those prognos- 
| tications hold good for 1949—there 


may be a profitable harvest. 
*Averaged over the years, the sap 
starts to run from the middle to | 
the end of March throughout the 
Quebee producing areas. It's often 
the case a little earlier in Ontario. 
Sugar maples, of course, are fair- 
ly profitable sidelines for Quebec 
farmers, because four-fifths of 
Canada’s entire production comes 
from the province. 

Ontario supplies most of the bal- 
ance. It’s helped out by very small 
quantities from Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick. 


New Fabric Produced by 

World Food Race: 

With more than fifty-thousand 
extra mouths to feed every day, the 
world’s race to step up food pro- 
duction is turning out some odd 
effects in other directions. 

One example is the development 
of what's called “Kenaf” as a sub- 
stitute for jute. 

India and Pakistan have been 
switching from jute to straight food 
crops. And as a result, world sup- 
plies of jute are on the wane, 

Scientists were asked to find a 
substitute — and they came right 
back with Kenaf. The commodity 
with the odd name—it’s spelled 
K-E-N-A_F —comes from the Or- 
fent and {is a distant relation of 
cotton and okra. 

Last year, a sample planting of 
Kenaf in Cuba yielded well and the 
fibre was successfully woven in the 
United States into yarns, fabrics and 
bags. 

The experts say Kenaf comes out 
well in comparison with jute. In a 
test of their relative strength, full 
bags of sugar were dropped from 
different heights on to a hard 
floor. The bags made of jute broke 
when dropped from a height of el- 
eyen feet. But the bags made 
from the substitute — of the same 
weight fabric—didn’t break even 
when they were dropped from 
fifteen feet. 

Kenaf shaped up so well that the 
people who make bags believe it 
may one day replace jute. It doesn't 
cost any more, which is anoth- 


{er thing that causes scientists to) 


say they may have the jute prob- 
lem in the bag.

Recommended Vegetable Varieties

is all very well to say -- “there will 
be radish, lettuce, cabbage, spinach, 
tomatoes, etc.” But tt will not ne- 
cessarily be better soil or better 
luck that enables your neighbour 
to grow more attractive vegetables 
than you. The appearance, quality 
and earliness of many vegetables 
are usually due to the variety grown. 
If the gardener likes a white tip 
at the hase of his radishes he must 
buy seed of a variety which as & 
white tip such as Sparkler or the 
French Breakfast. If he wants an

HOP CULTURE 

The main areas devoted to hop 
production in Canada are located in 
the Fraser Valley of British Colum_ 
bia, the counties of Prescott and 
Russell in eastern Ontario; Hunt- 
ington, Vaudreuil and Soulanges in 
the Province of Quebec. In acreage 
hops can be classified as one of the 
minor cyops in Canada as total area 
has not exceeded 2500 acres since 
1914. Of this, the greatest proport- 
fon has been in British Columbia 
where in 1946 of a total of 2006 acres 
, -1581 acres were in that province. 
Acreages in Ontario and Quebec 
have ranged from 125 acres to as 
as high as 425 acres during the peri- 
od 1939 to 1947. In eastern Ontario 
and Quebec, hops are grown on 
sandy soils which are suitable for 
potato culture but not too pro- 
ductive for the growing of cereal 
grains and forage crops. In British 
Columbia the present areas where 
hops are grown are also effective 
producers of corn, hay, pasture, 
roots, etc. The industry has had it 
high and low periods, particularly 
in Ontario. In 1900 production in 
that province totalled 603,075 
pounds but continued to decrease, 
until in 1920 only 1189 pounds of 
dried hops were produced. In-

Chicago—(NEA)—Alice Brazda, a 
teacher at Harper High School on 
Chicago's South Side, was so im- 
pressed by a letter she got from her 
alma mater that she signed over her

Brazda and her 39 teen-age stud- 
ents did a few weeks later. Right 
in the middle of a lesson on “The 
Early Colonies,” in walked the man 
who had written the letter that im- 
pressed Miss Brazda, 

The students may have been 
shaky about colonial history at that 
point, but they didn't have to be 
told who Dwight D, Eisenhower 
was, even in the civilian clothes he 
wears as President of Columbia Un- 
iversity. 

He just dropped in to thank Miss 
Brazda in person, Ike explained. He 
stayed to help out with the history 
lesson. 

“The wonderful courage and brav- 
ery of the colonists,’ Columbia's Bis 
enhower reminded the students, “is 
something we have come to take too 
much for granted... You here, to- 
day—all of us—are the inheritors of 
their courage and the ideals they 
stood for, Today we can go to the 
schoo] we want to, attend the church 
we choose, we can do the jobs we 
went to. We don't have to Usten to 
anyone else. .. 

“So no matter what the books 
say today, I believe what each one 
of us must remember when we read 
about the contribution the colonists 
made to American history and the 
American way of life is that it took 
an awful lot of courage to start, and 
I urge all of you that you do not 
forget, above all things, that that 
courage is one of our rich ‘nherit- 
ances, courage and the love of free- 
dom." 


After his extemporaneous lesson 
(which Miss Brazda’s students will 
probably be able to pass for a long 
time to come withoul cramming), 
General Eisenhower borrowed a 
fountain pen from the teacher and 


signed notebooks for the whole - 


class, Then’ he left.

New Boom Sweeps Steel Capital 


“PITTSBURGH -(NEA)- This steel 
capital is in the midst of a roaring 
{ndustrial boom, just when post-war 
activity is beginning to let up in 
most cities. 

Fifty new plants-began operations 
last year, and scores more are in 
prospect for 1949, Existing indus- 
tries are spending enormous sums 
on expansfon. 

Exact figures are not available, 
but there seems little doubt that 
the new and expanded plants will 
employ thousands more than any- 
thing short of a national depression 
could throw out of work. 

General Motors is bringing two 
new body plants here, One has 
taken over a plant that built LSTs 
during the war, For the other, new 
buildings will be provided, This is 
expected to involye about $20,090,000 
investment, and to make jobs for 
between 2500 and 2000 workers. 

The Kelsey-Hayes Wheel Co. has 
opened a new plant, where it will 
make jobs for about 1500 men, 

The Converto Co. has opened a 
new plant to make farm machinery, 
truck bodies and the like. The Tu- 
bular Service Products Co. has a 
new plant to make drill pipe for the 
oil fields, American Clad Metals 

, has taken over an abandoned steel 
plant to coat copper with stainless 
steel, by a new process, for kitchen 
utensils and industrial equipment 
-The Taylor Porge Co. of Chicago 
has taken over another old steel 
plant to make spiral_welded pipe. 
The Taylorcraft Co. !s moying from 
Alliance, O., to make small civilian 
planes, Weslinghouse Js creating an 
atomic research laboratory where 
600 men will try to adapt nuclear 
fiss}on to propel naval craft,

Union Contracts With Fringe on Top 
Include Brewery Beer and Skittles

New York—(NEA)—It was an oc- 
casion for merry jesting when the 
mine workers, by contract won John 
L. Lewis’ birthday as a paid holl- 
day. But another union, the AFL 
Warehouse Emplcges, have gone 
Lewis at least one better. 

In their contract book, “every 
employee of the Keystone Brass 
and Rubber Company of Philadel 
phia is a king. It is provided that 
every worker's birthday shall be a 
personal holiday for him, and if 
the company makes him work that 
day, he gets double pay. 

This is only one’ of the unusual 
clauses that are creeping into union 
contracts, now that across-the- 
board raises have become harder to 
win and unions are pressing more 
belligerently for “fringe” benefits.”

Holidays are a favorite point of 
attack. It has become customary 
for workers to get six paid holidays 
—with premium rates if they work. 
But in contract after contract, now- 
adays, seven paid holidays are prov- 
ided. And the Gas Workers in 
Everett, Mass., went over the top 
with 11 paid holidays. 

There being a limited number of 
national holidays to claim, the ne- 
gotiators are showing both ingenu- 
ity and patriotism in finding oth- 
er occasions. 

Some illustrations gathered by the 
Staff of the Employees Relations 
Bulletin, a publication of the Nat- 
ional Foremen’s Institute, {nclude 
“Milwaukee Day” during the Wis_ 
consin State Fair Week; Bunker 
Hill Day in Boston; Admission Day 
in Nevada; May Day for leftist un- 
jons in many places. Good Friday 
appears In many contracts, and 
Rosh Hashana and Yom Kipper 
in agreements covering unions with 
many Jewish members. 

But holidays are only one of the 
more common new fringe benefits 
shown by the Employee Relations 
Bulletin’s specific reports on con- 
tract provisions. 

There are for example, the che- 
mical workers in New Jersey who 
now get 30 pald minutes a'day wash 
up, plus one paid day off for each 
quarter's perfect altendance. 

The provision is getting common 
now that {f a holiday falls in ya- 
cation, the worker will get an extra 
day off with pay anyway. And for 
working on a holiday, recent con- 
tracts boost the overtime rate to 
two and a half times ordinary pay 
for some Virginia chemical workers, 
triple pay for paper workers in 
Chicago, New York and Elizabeth 
N.J,, and wallpaper workers in 


; South Langhorne, Pa. 


One paint company has agreed to 
give its workers paid time off to 
attend funerals. A Laurel, Miss, 
furniture company has contracted 
to give any employee a 120-day leaye 
to campaign for political office, tak- 


ing him back with full seniority if 
he loses and holding his job and 
Seniority open for four years if 
he wins. 

The Deleware Power and Light 
Co. has agreed not to make in- 
sides work outside in rain or bad 
weather except in an emergency, 
and the Hillman Barge & Construc_ 
tion Co. of Brownsville, Pa. has 
contracted to provide raincoats and 
boots for employes asked to work in 
the rain, 

The Schwartz Laboratories of 
New York have agreed to pay up to 
$50 a semester toward tuition and 
registration of employes taking 
courses relating to their work, 

It is in the field of social secur- 
ity, however, that the heaviest and 
most successful “fringe” drive {s 
being made. Contract after con- 
tract contains new or liberalized 
provisions covering insurance, sick 
benefits and the like. 

Spencer Kellogg and Sons, in 
Edgewater, N.J,, boosted hospital 
benefits from $5 to $7 a day for 31 
days, for the entire family of the 
worker, and raised sick benefits 
from $20 a week to $25. It now will 
pay incidental hospital expenses up 
to $75, instead of $25, and maternity 
benefits of $90 instead of $60, 

The Oxford Paper Co., of Rum- 
ford, Me,, added $10 a month to 
pension payments to workers already 
retired, 

Twelve hundred furniture com- 
panies have agreed to pay the cost 
of group insurance for union mem- 
bers’ wives and children, as well 
as the workers themselves, 

Weirton Steel has contracted to 
pay workers, retiring after 15 years 
with the company, the difference 
between their Social Security in- 
come aid $100 a month.

A bloodless coup that has ousted 
the government of Syria is believ- 
ed to haye wiped out any chance of 
peace between Syria and Israel. 

The Syrian army took over the 
goyernment of the country today 
after jailing the Syrian premier 
and his cabinet. 

Reports from Beirut, Lebanon, say 
Syrian President Shukri Al Kou. 
watly has been arrested along with 
other government leaders, deputies 
and politicians who supported the 
regime. 

The Syrian radio says the Syrian 
army chief of staff and commander 
of the Syrian Gendarmarie led the 
coup and now heads the anti- 
Zionist military Junta which ruies 
the country, 

The new leaders have warned that 
attempts to interfere with the re- 
yolution will be subdued without 
mercy, and it ordered death with- 
out trial for unauthorized persons 
carrying arms. 

_ Syrians were told today that the 
Junta will be most loyal to the 
Arab cause. The army leaders are 
known to oppose the creation of the 
Jewish State in Palestine. 

The coup came as Doctor’ Ralph 
Bunche, the acting United Nations 
Mediator for Palestine “arrive! in 
Damascus. to confer” with) Syria: 
authorities and arrange armistice 
talks. 

It was launched after police fired 
on a student demonstration pro- 
testing against a Jewish Palestine. 
It's believed that the arrival of the 
U-N officials in Damascus may 
have increased the fervor of the 
demonstrators.

that margarine is served.

* Rotary Club Secretary Harry 
Stone told the Post today that the 
club had decided this week to pro- 
ceed with the construction of a 
$25,000 combination swimming and 
wading pool. He sald the site had 
been chosen and that it will be lo~ — 
cated in Kawartha Park, west of 
the bowling greens, unless Town 
Council retracts a favorable de. 
cision on this point made some time 
ago. Mr. Stone said he didn’t think 
that Council would do this. AW he 
The ¢ club secretary says they have’ 
some money on hand and hope to 
raise more in various ways includ- 
ing an appeal throughout the com 
ing months. He expressed the opin- 
jon that people would become more 
interested in the undertaking once 
the sod had been turned and they 
could see actual work in progress. 
With success and barring unfore= 
seen devolpements, Mr. Stone says 
the club hopes to have their project 

- completed in time for the outdoor 
swimming season of 1950. He stat- 

ed that it was’ doubtful, even. if 


it could be accomplished in time 
for this summer. He cited shortages 
of various kinds which might pre- 
vent this. 

Tt is planned, the club spokesman 
said, to. make the swimming pool of 
standard size for competitions and 
to have adjoining it a wading pool 
for the very young. Depths of the 
swimming pool would range from 
3 1-2 to 9 feet and of the wading 
pool from 2 1_2 to 6 feet.

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Editorial 

ASSESSMENT SHOULDN'T BECOME 
(A COMPLICATED UNDERTAKING 

The trend today in so many branches of admnis- 
tration of public affairs is towards too much red tape 
which complicates things and tends to obscure the 
real issues. This tendency is noted with regret in 
attempts to set up elaborate systems of assessment 
in various municipalities. Since, in the light of ex- 
perience, this is not at all satisfactory and results in 
much discontent and general dissatisfaction, the Post 
continues to advocate a simple, common sense method 


It is acknowledged that in the case of assessment 
proper records are necessary. It must also be con- 
ceded that records, as such, serve a very useful 
reference purpose but it must always be remembered 
that records are comprised of findings previously made 
and, in the case of assessment, should never be kept 
to determine future assessments. If they are so 
utilized they no longer become records but “systems” 
of assessing and the municipality employing them is 
headed for a heap of trouble. 

Perhaps the most conclusive argument against 
employing a “system” of assessment is the constant 
state of fluctuation which prevails in real estate — 
what is true of property today is not true to-morrow. 
For this reason the value of property for assessment 
purposes must be determined at intervals by the as- 
sessor who must be in close touch with the local 
situation. 

{n connection with the so-called proposed reassess- 
of Lindsay it is hard to see why there is any need to 
carry it out on an elaborate and costly “systematized’”’ 
basis. As it appears now, all that Lindsay really 
needs to do is hire a qualified assessor and authorize 
him to proceed with the work of assessment. He 
does not, and should not be instructed to “reas 
the town but he should go ahead and simply “as 
it. If he’s an assessor worth his salt he will valuate 
properties with fairness, common sense and in the 
light of his personal knowledge of properties. 

Any attempts to do other than this should be fully 
outlined to the taxpayer before it is undertaken be- 
cause it would constitute a radical departure from the 
accepted principles of assessment and severe hard- 
ships to the taxpayers might accrue. 

Everything in connection with assessment should 
be kept entirely out in the open and the minute it 
begins to go underground the taxpayers should protest 
vigorously to their elected representatives. 

Again we emphasize that methods of assessment 
should be kept simple and be carried out by an assessor 
in personal contact with each property. Regard should 
be primarily given to general location and construction 
with benefits rather than penalties for improvements 
and innovations to the betterment of the community.

GOVT.’S TELEVISION POLICY 
SHOCKS PRIVATE ENTERPRISE 


Toronto, March 29 (BUP) — The 
owner of a private radio station in 
Toronto says the Federal Govern- 
ment's television policy is a stag. 
gering blow to private enterprise. 

Jack Kent Cooke (CKEY) says 
the announcements of the Govern- 
ment's plan yesterday ts, as he puts 
{t—"a shocking surprise.” 

He says the Government is fore- 
ing down the throats of the people 
what he calls—an incredible and 
totalitarian policy of television 

Cooke says the Government's 
plan for three or four applicants to 
share one television channel is en- 
tirely unworkable. He says this 
{dea was tried In the early days of 

Radio and proved impractical. 

He says that his station was the 
first to apply for a television lle- 
ense and he’s been waiting to estab- 
lish a television station ever since, 


y 


And Cooke says that It may be 
ten years before even the residents 
of Toronto and Montreal get tele- 
vision if, as he says, “They ever 
do get it.” 

But the greatest tragedy, Cooke 
says, is the millions of radio listen- 
ers beyond the range of Toronto 
and Montreal will not get T-V at 
all. Meanwhile, he says, the major- 
ily of Canadians will be paying for 
a television service they don’t get. 

He points out that radio develop- 
ment in Canada is mainly due to 
the work of the 115 private sta- 
lions in th, country. And he says 
that privale enterprise 1s willing 
to develop television at no cost to 
the citizens of Canada. But, Cooke 
concludes, “The Government has 
rung the death knell on private en- 
terprise’s part in the development 
of T-V.” 


ills Given Approval 


The Ontario Legislature has giv- 
en approval in principle to two 
major government bills -- acts 
amending workmen's compensation 
and governing the marketing and 
manufacture of margarine. 

When the amendments to the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act are 
given final reading, three major 
benefits will be derived. First, the 
maximum income on which com- 
pensation will be based will be in- 
ereased from 25 hundred to three 
thousand dollars: And under the 
amendment, compensation is pay- 
able for children in school up to 
the age of 18. previously 16 was the 
school age maximum. 

Lastly, under the new amend- 
ment, the rate of compensation is 
increased from 66 and two thirds to 
75 percent. 

The House voted 79 tg two to ap- 
prove in principle the new act re- 
specting oleomargine, The two dis- 
senting votes came from the Com- 
munist members of the Legislature. 
With certain “reservations” which 
will come come up for discussion 
when the bill goes into committee, 
Liberal and C.C-F members whole- 
heartedly endorsed the principle of 
the margarine bill. Opposition lead- 
ers E. B, Jolliffe and Farquhar 
Oliver agreed with government sup- 
porters that the whole margarine 
question should have been handled 
on the Federal level, 

Liberal leader Oliver sald the 
bill is a “quick solution to a diffi- 
cult problem.” And he said -- “It 
meets the public interest regarding 
the sale and distribution of mar- 
garine.” 

The Margarine Bill provides that 
all cating places must advertise the 
use of margarine, and thal the pro- 
duct must not be mixed with but- 
ter or other substance for sale or 
use. The bill permits coloring of 
margarine up to one and six tenths 
degree of vellow or yellow and red 
collectively. The government plans 
to exercise rigid regulation over 
the manufacture of the butter sub- 
stitute, especially in the matter 
of ingredients, 

Several members of the House 
said that the water content of mar- 
garine now being sold varied from 
14 to 33 percent. The moijsture al- 
lowance in butter manufacturing 
is not greater than 16 percent.

In Ottawa the first strokes will 
be taken to carve the Newfoundland 
Coat of Arms on the blank plaque 
under the arch of the Parliament- 
ary peace tower.

Brass says the two principal rail_ 
Ways experienced a drop of more 
than two million passengers last 
year with a consequent loss of three 
and one half million dollars as com- 
pared to 1947. 

And he says higher wages and 
increased operating costs make a 
ooost in passenger fares imperative.

Would Boost — 
Compensation 
Payments 


Toronto, March 25 (BUP)—An a- 
mendment to Ontario's Workmen's 
Compensation Act — Introduced in 
the Ontario Legislature Thursday— 
Promises greater compensation for 
injured workmen and women in 
Ontario. 

The bill was introduced by Lab- 
or Minister Charles Daley and met 
with a round of desk-slapping from 
all parts of the house—particularly 
from the C-C-F, Opposition ben- 
ches. 

The measure establishes the basic 
rate of compensation at 5 per 
cent. as compared with the prev- 
fous 662-3 per cent. The maxim_ 
um salary at which compensation 
will be paid is raised from 25 hun- 
dred to three thousand dollars, 

In explaining the bill, Daley said 
it would allow greater latitude in 
making payments for dependent 
children. While the payments ordi- 
narily cease when the child reaches 
| 16, it may continue until 18 years 
jof age if the child is going to 
school. 

If the 18th birthday is reached in 
the middle of the school year, the 
Compensation Board is authoriz- 


ed to continue payments until the 
end of that year,

Thornbury March 25 (BUP) India’s 
immortal Ghandi, who fasted for 
great lengths of time on nothing 
but fruit juices, has nothing on a 
Collingwood township farmer who 
celebrated his 70th birthday today. 

Wilfred Dawson claims he has 
just finish:¢ a 40-day fast, working 
in the bush all the while, and living 
on nothing but an occasional glass 
of water. 

The elderly farmer says “Ghandi 
fooled himself, He drank lime or 
some other kind of juice. It's a» won- 
der he didn't catch pneumonia or 
something.” Dawson explains that 
“fasting Is simple. You just don't 
take a drink of water until you have 
to and T never had any sensation of 
hunger during the entire 40 days.”

The congress 1s alarmed over re_- 
cent indications in parliament that 
the government's unemployment 
Plans will take care of only a com- 
paratively small number of workers. 
And it advises that the plans should 
be greatly expanded so as to pre- 
vent what, it terms an economic de- 
pression, 5 
“In the brief, president Mosher 
says the congress believes that 
Canadian consumers are paying 
hundreds of dollars too much for 
food and other commadities, 

That, he says, is simply because 
the government has failed to main- 
tain price controls and subsidies. 

‘The congress recognizes, however, 
that the peak of the bleh prices 
has passed. 

But it warns that heavy expendi- 
tures for defense might start the 
inflationary spiral upward again. 

The brief gave warm approval of 
the government's foreign policy, 
especially the. North Atlantic Pact.

Avoid Foundation Planting for 


LINDSAY, ONTARIO 


Houses Built Low to Ground, 


Front Yard Flower Beds 
Beautify Modern Houses 


When a new home has been built 
without a basement, so that the 
floor is just a step above ground 
level, a different type of planting 
js required from the conventional 
“foundation planting.’’ 

The purpose of a foundation plant- 
ing, which consists of a belt of 
shrubs or evergreens along the 
foundation line, is to ‘‘tie the house 
to the ground.’’ It raises a green 
belt to the level of the floor, in ef- 
fect bringing the house lower. 

With the low-set new homes, now 
so numerous, the lawn provides the 
green belt, since it is so close to 
the floor level. There is no room 
for a foundation planting. If one is 
made, it will not improve the ap- 
pearance of the house, since it will 
make the house, already low enough, 
seem lower and the shrubs and ev- 
ergreens will be likely soon to grow 
sc tall as to obscure the windows. 

Keep tall trees, shrubs and ev- 
ergreens at a distance from small 
low modern houses.. Plant flowers 
about them, to provide an attrac- 
tive frame for their simple design. 
In the illustration is shown a door- 


is rapidly spreading over the coun- 
try. 

The entrance walk, instead of 
dividing the front lawn, is placed 
at one side of the lot, and leads 
{o a side entrance to the front 
porch. This leaves the lawn open, 
and increases its apparent size. 
Beds of flowers are planted at the 
angle of the walk.

den, where) it will remain in flower 
all summer, covering the ground 
like a carpet, with its attractive 
fiorets.

They make excellent cut flowers, 
and the flowers should be cut be- 
fore they fade, to prolong the 
blooming period. 

Small evergreens are used to 
flank the porch entrance. These 
must be kept low by annual shear- 
ing.

Now I 
come to the ilem hardwood, n.o,p, 
Our exports under this item in 1948 
were 3,437,000 feet as compared 
with 9,357,000 feet in 1947, or only 
about one-third as much. Then we 
come to spruce. Our exports in 
1948 were 41,426,000 feet; in 1947 
they were 117,102,000 feet.

adds up to this, that there has been 
a decrease in the export of timber 
and lumber from Canada in the 
month of December, 1948, over Dec- 
ember, 1947, which amounts to 
fifty per cent in hardwoods, fifty 
per cent in spruce and twenty-five 
per cent in western woods. I should 
like to give a littl, advice to the 
government, if I can, I prepared a 
little memorandum touching upon 
matters of concern to the lumber 
industry.. I believe these matters 
should be brought to the attention 
of the House of Commons, The first 
part of it deals with income taxes 
and reads as follows: Gs 

Income tax regulations with re- 
spect to timber depletion allow. 
ance on timber limits and farm- 
ers’ woodlots amount to virtually 
a capital levy and are highly pre- 
judicial to good forestry practice, 
and to the best interests of agri- 
culture, The Canadian Lumber- 
men’s Association and the dif- 
ferent lumber and logging asso- 
ciations have separately and 
jointly petitioned the government 
for relief without avail. Agri_ 
cultural association in Navo 
Scotia, New Brunswick and On- 
tario haye done likewise also 
without result. 

Then, We have the export res- 

trictions: 

Certain wartime export restric- 
tions on lumber continue although 
the war ‘has been over for sev- 
eral years, In the main they are 
more of a nuisance value than 
otherwise. They add to costs of 
production and distribution, in- 
volve a great deal of clerical work 
and are an unnecessary expense. 
They have outserved their use- 
fulness in the matter of reserv- 
ing lumber for Canadian con- 
sumption as such is no longer 
necassary. 

The hardwood flooring trade 
has been particularly hard hit 
in the matter of export restric- 
tions. It has been completely 
shut out of Its Uxport markets, 
About two weeks ago it was al- 
lowed a token export quota of 
five per cent only. Since hard_ 
Wood flooring manufacture is the 
principle outlet for No. 2 and No. 
3 common hardwood, it is to Can- 
ada's Interest to allow the hard- 
Wood flooring trade to develop and 
export, to the fullest extent, 

I might tell the minister that 
Practically every flooring plant 
warehouse {n Ontario is {ull of 
hardwood flooring ready for ship- 
ment, but there {s not market avail- 
able. Behind that again, there Is 
a backlog of No. 2 and No. 3 com- 
mon hardwood in all the producers’ 
yards. The firm I happen to rep- 
resent has nearly two thousand 
feet of flooring stock on hand which 
is usually shipped out early in the 
fall. This year we have not been 
Able to sell it, I offer the suggest- 
fon to the minister that he make 
available a twenty-five per cent 
Jarger export quota. 

Priced invoices are demanded by 
the Umber control on all Canadian 
shipments qualifying for export 
quolas of softwood. This is a gra- 
tultous interference with private 
business and can serve no useful 
purpose so far as government ic 
concerned, If it did, why did they 
heed to have the royal commission 
on prices investigate (he lumber ine 
dusty, 

There Is another thing which I 
think the government ought to con- 
sider, and that is that the forest 
products industry is the foundation 
of the Canadian economy. If these 
Industries do not continue, our 
whole industrial life is in danger— 
rallWays, mines, agricultural im- 
Plement and furniture trade, hous- 
ing construction, and so on. The 
Dominion government obtains great, 
revenue from forest Industries and 
spends extremely little on such in_ 
dustries. 

The Dominion government ought 
to be contributing to the expense

of forest fire fighting, fo extension 
of research against insect and tree 
disease attack, and to intensive re- 
search on forest regeneration. 
White pine {s not naturally regener 
ating satisfactorily. Some time ago 
we lost our tamarack and our beech 
through disease. In very recent 
years the whole birch forest of the 
maritimes has been destroyed by 
the so-called “birch die back,” and 
yellow birch in Ontario and Que- 
bec is now threatened. In fact, some 
of these grubs were found in my 
own country last summer, : 

Generally speaking, the forests 
of Canada have traditionally been 
milked for revenue by the Dominion 
government and co nparatively lit- 
tle money has been provided them 
from the public purse, 

T have quite a few more statistics, 
Mr. Speaker, which I should like 
to quote, but I t ‘nk my time is 
getting short. I have some figures 
in connection with United Kingdom | 
imports of timber. I do not think 
anyone in this house can doubt my 
integrity when it comes to dealing 
with matters concerning Great Bri_ 
tain. I do think, howeyer, that 
when we are trading with a nation 
we ought to deal with it as business 
people. If we are going to give 
gifts, we ought to give gifts to 
Great Britain and not make it a 
barter arrangement in order to 
make the people believe they are 
getting something for their money 
when they are not. 

In scanning the United Kingdom 
imports, I see that the Soviet Union 
shipped to Great Britain timber to 
the value of $677,550 in 1947, and 
in 1948 the Soviet Union sold Great 
Britain timber to the value of $1,- 
473,601, Then we come to Poland. 
In 1947 Poland did not sell Great 
Britain any Umber, but in 1948 
she sold Great Britain timber to the 
value of $1,613,792. I could give you 
figures for Yugoslavia, French West 
Africa and many other countries, 
but I do not think T will do so. At 
this same lime, however. when 
Great Britain is buying timber and 
forest products, I think Canada 
should receive a fair share of the 
trade. I think we should deal with 
Great Britain the same as We would 
deal with any other country. As I 
sald before, if we want to make 
presents to the British, then let us 
make presents. 

There are a few statistics here 
which T should like to deal with in 
detail and in which the Minister 
of Finance might Se interested, but 
T do not think I will read them in 
detail, I have a copy of sessional 
Paper No. 144, tabled tn the house. 
The question was:

All annual flower seeds may be 
sown directly in the garden; and 
there are a number which should 
be, because they are difficult to 
transplant. These include alyssum, 
California poppy, godetia, kochia, 
leptosyne, linaria, lupin, matthiola 
(evening scented stock), nasturti- 
um, dwarf phlox, poppies, portulaca 
and salpiglossis. 

Failure with flower seed sown in 
a garden bed or border is often 
due to lack of care. Much the same 
echnique should be used as in sow- 
Ing in a seed box, particularly as 
to shallow planting, and covering 
the seeds with porous soil. Identi- 
fication of the seeds, and of their 
location, are also important, since 
with slow germinators it is easy 
to forget exactly where they were 
sown. Care will be well repaid. 
Seeds are subject to many hazards 
which human skill cannot wholly 
avoid, but the careful operator may 
count upon a high average of suc- 
cess. 

Prepare a smooth seed bed, loos- 
ening the soil to a depth of six 
inches. Work into it 4 pounds of 
plant food for each 100 square feet, 
Then outline with a string the area 
to be covered with each variety. 
Mix the seed with sand to help scat- 
ter it over the space as evenly as 
possible. Then sift a light covering 
of porous soil over the seed and 
firm it lightly. 

Now, until the seeds sprout the 
soil must be kept moist; and this 
requires daily sprinkling with a 
fine spray, taking care not to wash 
the seeds out of the soil You 
should know when to expect the 
seeds to sprout. The table at right 
is based upon experience in seed 
laboratories. In your garden the 
period may be more or less by a 
few days, but it will serve as a 
guide,

Q. How can I remove bluing stains 
on white materials? 

A, If bluing leaves a stain on a 
white material, soak {t in a strong 
ammonia and water solution, or 
in kerosene, and then wash with 
naptha soap in lukewarm water, 
rinsing thoroughly afterward.

A. An excellent filler for worn lin- 
oleum $s finely-chopped cork mixed 
with liquid glue.

A. If It is necessary to use half a 
lemon in a recipe, do not discard 
the other half. Place it in a dish, 
cut side down, and put into the re- 
frigerator. It will keep until you 
find a use for It. 

Q. How can I remove stains from 
ivory knife handles? 

A. Cut a lemon, dip into table 
salt, and rub over the stains. 

Q. How can I remove wrinkle 
from silk dresses when unpacking 
without ironing? 

A. If the silk dresses are mused 
and wrinkled from packing, hang 
them over a bathtub of hot water 
for an hour or s0, and see if they 
will be quite freshened and free 
from wrinkles,

LET'S HAVE THE FACTS, 
MR. MAYOR. AND COUNCIL! 

Mayor Moore in an interview Monday said he was 
at a loss to understand why the Post was opposed 
to equalization of assessment in’ Lindsay. The answer 
to that is very simple: The Post is opposed to at- 
tempts to bring about so-called equalization of assess- 
ment because it is an an impossibility. Assessment can 
no more be equalized than can men be made equal 
and the reason lies in the fact that almost every asess- 
ment problem requires individual treatment because 
it is in no way related to anything going before, For 
example: Two men may be owners of two houses, 
Jocated side by slide and of identical construction, On 
the surface there would seem to be no reason why 
they shouldn't have the same assessment but there’ 
may be many reasons. Top soil on one lot may be 
poorer than on the other thus inhibiting the owner's 
gardening ‘activities or, while exactly the same quality 
materials were ordered for one house as for the other, 
it may happen that faulty workmanship in the one in- 
stance detracted from the value of the finished pro-~ 
duct in ways not discernible except by close 
examination. Thus it may be seen that there are 
many pitfalls in any plan of assessment which at- 
tempts to equalize things through the complicated 
“form system” which asks a lot of questions but which 
can never replace the work which should be done by 
the assessor if he is doing his job properly. 

Mayor Moore, in displaying an unwillingness to 
jnvite the press to record faithfully proceedings rela- 
tive to the proposed reassessment of Lindsay, is only 
contributing to an uneasiness in the minds of the 
taxpayers which would not be there if everything 
was done out in the open. The Post has no desire 
to block any attempt to revise the assessments of the 
town now or at any future date providing the facts 
of the plan are such as to indicate that it is a sound 
one and, providing that the public has a fair chance 
to review and consider the plan through the press 
or otherwise before it is implemented. On the other 
hand the Post has®every ‘intention of blocking any 
attempt to hurry through a scheme to reassess the 
Town about which the public has had no opportunity 
to become informed. 

There is absolutely no need for secrecy in any 
of its mischievous forms in connection with the pro- 
posed plan to reassess Lindsay and it should be 
knocked on the head at the outset. If everything is on 
the level Town Council nor any other body need ever 
fear the press, because no self-respecting newspaper 
would dare risk its integrity by reporting other than 
the facts concerning any meeting insofar as this is 
humanly possible . id 

Let's have the facts Mr. Mayor and Council! If 
your scheme is sound, the people will approve and if 
they approve you have nothing to worry about..... 


THE FEDERAL BUDGET 

There isn’t much left to say about the federal 
budget which was presented Monday night by Finance 
Minister Abbot. However, there is just one thought 
left which should not go unexpressed and that is 
this; ‘‘Whatever else the federal budget did or did not 
do, it didn’t fail to show up a number of very bad 
guesses.” i 

The two big bad guesses in connection with the 
1949 budget were that it would reduce 'the excise tax 
on automobiles and that it would provide ‘for old age 
pensions for all eligible without recourse to the means 
test. Neither of these predictions materialized, prob- 
ably because the government recognized them for 
what they may haye been---moves to Influence it by 
employing that great psychological agent, the power 
of suggestion. 

Generally speaking the budget seems to haye eased 
the load for the small man and placed very few ob- 
stacles in ‘the way of big business.’ There may have 
been room for improvement but then what budget is 
ever perfect in all respects. If ever a budget is brought 
down by a federal, provincial or even municipal gov- 
ernment which outwardly meets the entire approval 
of the people it probably won’t be under a democratic 
one. That's the beauty of our present system of gov- 
ernment we can beef all we like about things and if 
we beef long enough and get enough people on our 
side we can probably get it off our chest---that never 
happens under a. dictatorship. 


FOR INJURIES RECEIVED AT SCHOOL? 
WHO SHOULD PAY DOCTOR BILLS 
AN UNNECESSARY STUMBLING BLOCK 

The Ontario Government's margarine Dill, 
duced in the House this week, seems to be meeting 
with the approval of the majority of people except 
for one point ,.. Practically every person one talks 
with sees no need for limiting the amount of color to 
be used in the butter substitufe product. They feel 
that discrimination in this connection is uncalled for, 
unnecessary and putting the substitute at a decided 
disadvantage to say nothing of the fact that the 
people’s desire to have a natural looking butter sub- 
stitute has been entirely ignored. 

If margarine is labelled clearly for what it is and 
proper regulations enforced to ensure that the public 
is sold a clean, wholesome product, this should be all 
that is required of the manufacturers. It is not rea- 
sonable that the coloring content of the product 
should be restricted so as to (ry and make it less palat- 
able in appearance to would-be buyers, Butter has 
no monopoly on deep shades of yellow coloring ma- 
terial as anyone knows who has eaten much of it. 

The butter marketed in Canada yaries in color from 
pale cream to deep yellow but it is far from consis- 
tent in its coloring content. For this reason it seems 
unfair for the government to establish a hard and

Funds in the earlier days of the 
Institute were mostly realized by 
the sale of Ice Cream in the Town 
Hall on Saturday nights, for none 
of the stores handled this com- 
modity at that time.

be acequate. 


Donations had been sent to the 
Salvation Army, to the Sick Child- 
ren's Hospital, to St. Paul's Church 
and the United Church and to the 
Community Rink. Money was rals- 
ed for Red Cross purposes as well as 
much sewing and knitting done by 
(he members.

Putting Down On Table Salt To 
revent Heart Failure 


One of the methods used in re- 
lucing weight 1s to reduce the 
mount of all liquids - water, tea, 
offee, milk, soft and hard drinks - 
yy one-half. This is because fat 
bissue holds water within it - about 
hree pounds of water to every 
ound of fat. Thus while water is 
‘good for everybody,” it is not good 
‘or overweights because they al- 
eady are water-logged. 
Ever since we have had knowledge 
{ blood pressure, physicians have 
dvised a reduction in lquids be- 
ause they increase the need for 
ore pressure behind the blood go- 
g to all parts of the body. Salt 
lso is reduced in the diet for high 
lood pressure because it holds 
‘0 times its own weight of water in 
e tissues. 
It came as a surprise tg physici- 
ms when some noted heart and 
ood vessel specialists recently sta- 
ed that, while salt should be re- 
uced in food, patients with heart 
isease and high blood pressure 
hould be allowed to drink plenty 
f water dally. 
In the “Journal of the American 
ssociation.” Drs. Edwin O. Wheel- 
r, William C. Bridges and Paul D. 
White (Massachusetts General 
ospital), Boston, state that it is 
reducing the amount of salt -- not 
liquids that is important factor in 
treatment of heart failure. They re- 
port that allowing patients to drink 
as much as 4 quarts of water daliy 
caused no symptoms of heart fail- 
ure, if they took little or no salt in 
or on thelr food. On the other hand 
heart failure occurred when salt was 


given. 
In treating congestive heart 
failure, these physicians use an 


1,800-calorie diet and less than half 
a teaspoonful of salt daily in and 
on food. In addition, they prescirbe 
rest, digitalis to strengthen and 
regulate the heart, and drugs to 
drive water out of the tissues, 

The salt in the average diet runs 
from four to 10 times the amount 
used in this treatment, Thus, salt. 
free bread and salt-free butter help 
greatly in reducing the salt intake. 
Salt, soda and baking powder should 
not be used. Sweet butter or butter 
washed free of salt may be used. 
Bread and salad dressings must be 
prepared without salt. Canned 
foods, unless prepared without salt, 
should not be used. Salted nuts, 
potato chips, sardines, olives, pick- 
les, cheese,, smoked or salted meats 
should not be used. 


Home Nursing: The Baby 

As I sat at the dining table as a 
youngster of 10, I noticed the ex- 
pression change in the face of my 
youngest brother sitting in his high 
chair. I looked toward my mother 
and to the “baby”. 

As my mother noticed the con- 
dition, she picked up the baby, took 
him to the kitchen and placed his 
feet in hot water. In a few minutes 
he was placed on the couch, appar- 
ently all right again. He had had a 
convulsion. I naturally thought my 
mother knew everything. 

Under the heading ‘Home Nurs- 
ing,” in “Health,” Canada's nat- 
loal magazine, edited by Dr. W, J. 
Bell, some valuable suggestions are 
given to mothers. “The mother 
soon learns the cause of the baby's 
sry; the lusty yell of hunger or 
emper, or the fretful cry with the 
xccasional sharp scream of colic 
or earache, or the cry of discomfort 
rom a wet or solled napkin.” Where 
here is persistent crying, there 1s 
something wrong, slight or serious, 
ind the familly doctor should he 
consulted. 

Another valuable sugestion to the 
nother is that she try not to be- 
‘ome upset; but “if you observe 
n the child some sign of illness that 
fou cannot see or suspect, consult 
rour doctor.” Don't permit your 
ielghbours to “treat your baby.” 

The thought, of course, 1s not 

hat childish ailments or complaints 
hould he overlooked, but that, mo- 
hers should try to size up the sit- 
lation and not call the doctor day 
r night for any little symptom. 
Towever, it 1s even worse to over- 
90k or neglect to pay attention to 
ertain definite signs or symptoms, 
mong those listed as requiring a 
hysician's care are the following: 
‘ever, sore throat, vomiting and 
jarrhoea, presistent cough, list- 
issness (and tiredness), refusal to 
ut and evidences of pain in the ears 
abdomen or hands and feet. 
The {mportance of proper feeding 
{ the baby, which has had more to 
o with lengthening the Hfe span 
aan perhaps any other thing 1s, 
rongly stressed.

start, 1s protected against infection, 
and immunized against communi- 
cable diseases, his chances of con- 
tinued good health are bright.” 
Treating Warts On Sole Of Foot 
Apparently, plantar warts found 
on the sole of the foot are becoming 
increasingly common, as _ chiro- 
podists or podiatrists are all kept 
busy. 

This tiny growth, which looks like 
a red spot after the hard tissue {s 
remoyed, is a small nerve ending 
and the pain is caused by pressure, 
Once the pressure from the hard 
callus covering of the wart is re- 
moved, it is usually possible for the 
patient to be able to walk without 
pain for some time. 

The best treatment for plantar 
warts {s X-ray treatment, one 
treatment often being sufficient to 
destroy the wart. The figures from 
reliable sources show that this one 
treatment by X-ray is successful in 
about 80 per cent of the cases, 

Another form of treatment is 
large doses of vitamin A. There 
also is the skillful and effective 
treatment by graduate chiropodists 
and podiatrists who not only get rid 
of the wart or warts with a few 
treatments spaced some weeks a- 
part, but also the patient is able to 
walk in comfort between  treat- 
ments, 

It is unfurtuate that the treat- 
ment by vitamin 4 is not as success- 
ful as treatment by X-ray, On the 
other hand, X-rays sometimes cause 
a severe burn, which is many times 
worse than the plantar wart. 


In the “Pennsylvannia Medical 
Journal,” Drs. Samuel H. Fisher 
and W. Edward Chamberlain, 


Temple University, present a com- 
parison between the treatment of 
plantar warts by X-ray and vita- 
min A in a series of 316 cases. The 
treatment by X-rays resulted in 
the cure of 80 per cent of the cases. 
“Results showed that a single dose 
of any value of X-rays was as ef- 
fective as more elaborate methods, 
such as treatments at weekly inter- 
vals.” 

Vitamin A, given in 100,000 units 
daily, was used in the treatment 
of 42 warts. In addition, patients 
with warts on the sole of the foot 
were instructed to use the callus file 
vigorously twice dally. Use of the 
callus file renders the wart painless 
immediately. The overall cure by 
vitamin A treatment was about 36 
per cent. 

These physicians believe that be- 
cause of the dangers of the X-ray 
treatment (chronic ulcers), safer 
methods should be used, They re- 
commended the use of vitamin A 
with the callus file. 


Repeated Infections Often Cause 
Of Heart Stroke And Brain Stroke 
We do not read or hear much 
about appendicitis these days, as 
it is well understood that a pain in 
the stomach that goes down to the 
lower right side of the abdomen and 
stays here {1s likely to be appendi- 
cltis. If an operation is performed 
within the first 36 hours, the death 
rate is very low -- about one in 

100. 

What we do read and hear about 
everyday, however, !s high blood 
presure because {t {5 known that 
with high blood pressure and weak 
blood vessels, a heart stroke (cor 
onary thrombosis) or a brain stroke 
(apoplexy) may occur. 

There was a time when we thought 
of high blood pressure as the natur- 
al result of growing old, that the 
blood vessels lost their elastic mus- 
cle tissue which was replaced by 
hard fibrous tissue and so harden. 
ing of the arteries must be expected. 
As a matter of fact, examination of 
hundreds of bodies after death has 
shown that in persons past 80 years 
of age, more than one-third do not 
show hardening of the arteries 
(blood vessels). 

Why do some men and women of 
middle age have hardening of the 
arteries, and some do not? 


The main cause of lost elastic 
tissue in the walls of the blood ves- 
sels is belleved to he infection -- 
teeth, tonsils, gums, sinuses, gall 
bladder or large intestine, An infec- 
{fon polsons the blood, which fs 
carried by the blood vessels to varl- 
ous parts of the body. This polson- 
ed or infected blood sets up an in- 
flammation in the lining or inner 
coat of the blood vessels, and this 
{nfecled Mning affects the second 
or elastic coat. 

As a cut, an inflammation or other 
injury leaves scar tissue as it heals, 
there Js a hard scar tissue left in 
the Hning and the elastic tissue of 
the blood vessels, A hard, non-el- 
astic blood vessel requires more 
pressure to pump blood through tt 
than if 1t has its normal elastic 
tissue present, 


Also if Infections occur often or 
if these infections are of o severe 
type, then the elastic tissue still 
present in the walls of the vessels 
gels stretched so widely that some 
elasticlty 1s lost; under too much 
pressure a tiny blood vesse] may 
break. If the blood vessel Is in the 
arm, leg, back or many other places, 
It 1s not a serious matter, When tt 


occurs in the heart or brain, ,jhow- 
ever, then that portion of the heart

Various Causes Of Dizziness 

When we think about dizziness -- 
vertigo -. we consider that, an ear 
condition is to blame because the 
balancing equipment of the body is 
situated in the balancing canals in 
the ear. These canals contain a 
fluid, just as mercury {s the fluid 
used in balancing or measurement 
instruments used in Industry, 

Another cause for dizziness is 
when the liver is having difficulty 
of some kind, probably failing to re- 
moye poisons from the blood, be- 
cause, in addition to the dizziness, 
there {s nausea and vomiting which 
condition we still call billousness. 

In a general way -- but not always 
where the dizziness makes objects 
move round and round, {t 1s blamed 
on ear conditions. If objects go up 
and down, the liver is at fault, How~ 
ever, Dr. A. OC. Furstenberg, Ann 
Arbor, Michigan, in “Annals of 
Ear, Nose and Throat,” gives the 
following causes, which are the con. 
clusions of specialists: 

1. Vertigo may be a symptom of 
some toxic (polson in blood) dis- 
order because jt occurs in patients 
with this conidtion, and after the 
use of certain drugs such as quin- 
ine and recently of streptomycin. 

2, Verligo may be one of tho 
manifestations of a nervous de- 
pression. And Dr, Furstenberg warns 
his fellow specialists not to promise 
tco much from treatment, because 
treatment to cure dizziness some- 
{imes falls and the patient's depres- 
sion becomes deeper. The patient 
should be told that treatment of an 
ear condition helps many cases, 
but sometimes fails to do s0. 

Vertigo occasionally is a symptom 
of high blood pressure, and the 
prospect for relief is favorable 
through cutting certain nerves com- 
ing from the spinal cord. 

Another cause, but fortunately 
@ rare one, 1s a disturbance of the 
central nervous system -- brain and 
spinal cord -- such as a growth or 
tumor, 

In some cases, vertigo is the re- 
sult of a disturbance in the accous- 
tic or hearing nerve, which carries 
sound from the ear to the brain. 

When dizziness occurs, consult 
your family physician first; he may 
locate fhe cause, If not, he likely 
will refer you to an ear specialist, 
as ear disturbances are the com- 


monest cause of dizziness,

Sow Large Flower Seeds 
Where Plant is to Stand 


Sow Several Seeds to Insure a Sturdy Plant. If Excess Plants Develop, 


They Can 


When flower seeds large enough 
fo handle are sown direct in the 
garden, place them exactly where 
you want the plants to stand, so 
the sturdiest seedlings may mature 
without experiencing the shock of 
transplanting. 

Sow three to five seeds to pro- 
duce each plant desired. This will 
insure against failure of some 
seedlings from the disease and ac- 
cidents which beset young plants. 
If several survive to the stage of 
vigorous youth, the excess plants 
may be considered as a bonus, and 
be removed to other locations. 

The method to be followed in 
this kind of sowing should be the 
same that is used for sowing 
vegetables in hills. 

Scoop out a shallow depression, 
and mix with the soil at its bottom 
a teaspoonful of balanced plant 
tood; covering this with fresh soil 
so that the hole is nearly filled. 
Then sow the flower seeds, and cov- 
er lightly with porous top soil, or 
specially prepared covering soil. 
Mark the spot with a stake, so you 
will not disturb it with cultivating 
tools before the seeds sprout, 

With flower seeds, even more 
than with vegetables, the depth to 


Be Moved. 


which they are covered, and the 
light, porous character of the soil 
that covers them, are of vital im- 
portance, 


The rule as to depth is that seeds 
be covered four times their diam- 
eter. This is obviously too precise 
for practical use, since some seeds, 
are so tiny it would tale a microm- 
eter to determine the sowing depth. 


There is no need for such pre- 
cision, but the practical way to 
proceed is merely to press the tini- 
est seeds into fine soil and sprinkle | 
just enough earth over them to 
cover; while larger seeds are 
placed deeper, in the proportion in- 
dicated by the rule, 

This covering soil is more im- 
portant than the soil below the 
seeds. If your garden has much 
clay, and you have a limited 
amount of humus, the best place 
for it is over the seeds. The main 
point is to prevent a crust from 
forming, and it will pay in many 
cases to prepare a special soil for 
covering, Mix a third of your best 
top soil, passed through a sieve, 
with a third coarse sand, and as 
much peat moss, or humus from 
the compost pile,

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FARM FRONT 


Canada’s Farm Loans 

Canada’s farmers borrowed the 
umost astronomical sum of close 
to thirty million dollars from the 
government last year to pul their 
farms in better shape or build ad- 
ditions to them. 

‘That's more than 61 per cent over 
the amount they borrowed the year 
before. Fs 

Today there's a lineup of where 
the money went, 

Word of it is contained in a bulky 
report, tabled in Parliament by Fin- 
ance Minister Douglas Abbott, on 
1948 operation of the Farm Im- 
provement Loans Act. 

The report first looks over the 
years to March first, 1945, when the 
Farmers’ Loan Legislation came in- 
to being. Since then, it says, just 
under 70-thousand individual loans 
haye been made to a total value of 
sixty million dollars. 

And of that total, 57 per cent,, or 
more than half, has been paid back. 

Farm improvement loans are 
made through the chartered banks 
under a partial government guar_- 
antee. They're advanced for a wide 
range of uses, like purchase of farm 
implements and Iivestock, financing 
of farm buildings, and clearing and 
breaking of land. 

Farm {implement loans are Usted 
as the most widely utilized. To- 
gether with loans for trucks to 
carry the produce to market, they 
represent 88 per cent of all loans 
made in 1948. 


The report gives a telling ex-/| 


ample of this when it says that in 
the three Prairie Proyinces, for in- 
stance, about 46 per cent of all 
tractors sold to farmers were finan- 
ced under the act. The same thing 


applied to 45 per cent of all com- | 


bines and 63 per cent of the thresh. 
ers bought last year for use on the 


Prairies, 

The Farm Loan Report also 
touches on farm building and hous- 
ing. 


It says 1948 loans for construct- 
ion of new farm buildings showed 
a smal) decline from 1947. But on 
the other hrnd, those for repair 
and alteration of farm buildings | 
jumped upward, That's probably a 
follow-up to the situation where 
pbuilding materials became more 
readily available during the year 
than they had been since the war. 

In the 12 months ended Decem- 
ber 31st last year, more than one- 
thousand loans were made for re- 
pairs or alterations to already-ex- 
isting buildings. The money also 
went to pay for construction of new 
barns, sheds, and varjous other 
types of farm buildings, 

Another item hidden in the maze 
of figures says that one-thousand 
203 farmers borrowed close to a 
half-million dollars during 1948 to 
clear and break 60-thousand acres 
of land for new crop production. 
Most loans of this type applied to 
settlers who were breaking in virgin 
land in the newly- opened sections 
of the west 

On an actual dollars-and-cents 
basis, the west came in for far more 
money than the Eastern part of 
Canada. 

Alberta, for example, heads the 
list with roughly 11-thousand Joans 
totalling 10-million, 600-thousand 
dollars. Somewhat fewer Saskatche_ 
wan farmers for ten and one-half 
million. 

Then -- from the big amounts to 
the little ones ~ the provinces tag- 
ged along in this order: 

Manitoba, Ontario, British Colum_ 

ia, Quebec, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, and finally, Prince Ed- 
ward Island. 

P_E-I, incidentally, was on the 
receiving end of only 61 loans 
throughout the entire twelve-month 
period. The province's farmers bor- 
rowed, and already have started 
paying back, just over 46_thousand 
dollars, — British United Press 


GUARANTEED WORLD MARKET 
FOR WHEAT 

Canadian farmers have a guar- 
anteed annual world market for 
more than 203 million bushels of 
wheat within their reach. 

It will be theirs for the taking if 
Parliament and the U.S. Congress 
ratify the International wheat ag- 
reement which was signed in Wash- 
ington yesterday. The signing cll- 
maxed nearly two months of hectic 
bargaining between exporting and 
importing nations. 

This country and four others will 
undertake to ship 456 million bush- 
els of wheat year under the 
treaty. Six million bushels were 
added to the tota) agreed upon ten- 
tatively last week after Brazi] had 
increased its import quota. 

Canada {s assigned the lion's 
portion of exports, or 203 mililon 
bushels. The U-S is next with 168 
million bushels. Next in line are 
Australia with 80 million bushels, 
France with three and a quarter 
million bushels, and Uruguay with 


a

Just under two million bushels. 
Great Britain will be far the ma- 
jor importer, having agreéd to take 
177 million bushels during each of 
the four years of the agréement. 
This represents more than one-fifth 
of the world total under the pact. 
The size of her requirements can be 
better understood when you note 
that the next largest importer—Italy 
—will take only 40 and a half mil- 
lion bushels, or roughly one-four- 
teenth of the total. 

There were a number of speeches 
prior to the signing, and several of 
the delegafes expressed regret that 
Russia and Argentina had felt com- 
pelled to withdraw from the con_ 


ference. All the speakers pledged 
their respective nations would 
whole-heartedly co-operate with 


the aims of the treaty. 

The conference chairman U-S 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan, 
congratulated all participants on 
their hard work and on their spirit 
of give-and-take. 

The world maximum price under 
the agreement would be one dollar 
and 80 cents bushel during the 
first year of its operation. The 
maximum would be a dollar and 50 
cents a bushel. But even at the 
maximum, United States wheat far- 
mers would have to be given a Fed_ 
eral subsidy of about 80 million 
dollars a year to make up the dif- 
ference between the world and the 
domestic price levels. 

There was little of a theatrical 
nature when it came to the formal 
signing ... one by one, the chief 
‘delegate of each nation stepped 
forward and squiggled his name on 
the imposing document. The Ca- 
nadian delegate Charles Wilson 
signed for this country. 

But there was one burst of ap- 
plause, and that's when the repre- 
Sentatives from the Arabic nations 
—Egypt, Lebanon and Saudi Ara- 
bia—went through the formality. 

This had its element of drama 
because the Arab group had threat- 
ened to withdraw from the confer 
ence because of the admission of 
Israel, the New Jewish Nation. 
Incidentally, Israel] and the Arabic 
| states will undertake to import a 
| total of about 21 million bushels of 
treaty wheat per year. 

As they made ready’ to leave 
Washington, delegates from several 
countries expressed confidence that. 
their respective parliaments would 
accept the pact. They expressed 
some wonderment as to what the 
United states Congress will do about 
it. All recalled that U-S failure to 
ratify brought about collapse of 
the wheat agreement drafted in 
London, two years ago. —(British 
United Press.) 


Agricultural Products Bill's 
“Approval In Principle” 
Parliament is expected to give 
what's called “second reading” — 
that’s its way of saying “approval 
in prineiple’—sometime today to 
one-year extension of the Agricul- 
tural Products Bill. It wants to 
continue it in force for another 
twelye months because, it says, the 
country and the world are still in 
a state of emergency as a throw- 

back from the war. 

The measure comes within the 
pile of emergency legislation that 
was put on the books either dur- 
ing the war, or shortly after it 
ended, 

According to its preamble, it's de- 
signed to “maintain economic stab- 
ility,” and to ensure an orderly 
transition from war to peace. 

The government contends that 
there's stil] a national emergency, 
not only in Canada, but in many 
other nations as well. Agriculture 
Minister James Gardiner backs this 
view up when he says you just have 
to look at Brilain’s case. In Bri. 
tain, they're on lower rations of 
meat these days than they were 
midway through the shooting. 

Under the bill, among other 
things, Canada would be able to 
continue ‘ts food contracts with 
Britain—contracts covering the sale 
of eggs, and cheese, as just a cou- 
ple of examples. Again in the 
words of the preamble, it would con 
tinue to sell and export food sup- 
plies to distressed countries. In 
Canada, the Government would 
have the power to regulate food sup 
plies in such a way that there'd be 
no chance, say that spuds would 
cost around 60 cents a pound or 
something like that. 

In, other words, passage of the 
bill—which ineidentally is expected 
to come on Friday—would have a 
bearing not only on our food ex- 
ports to other countries, but on the 
amount of money farmers get, and 
consumers pay, for farm produce 
right here in Canada. 

Belgium will pe host next month 
to the International Cotton Advis- 
ory Committee. It will meet in 
Brussels on April 25th. 

The Committee will study the 
current economic position of cot- 
ton in various producing countries, 
of which there are 26. Some of

them are more interested in the 
manufacture of cotton goods than 
in the manufacture of fiber, 
NEW INSECT WEAPON 

A new weapon in the never-rel- 
enting warfare against insects may 
soon be at hand in commercial 
quantities. 

Tt acts like pyrethrum when it 
comes to killing off flies and other 
pests. And it is pyrethrum, as a 
matter of fact—but in synthetic 
form. 

Pyrethrum comes from a flower 
grown in Japan and South Africa. 
Bug-killing mixtures made from it 
are very active, But after 15 years 
of research, scientists in the Amer- 
jean Department of Agriculture 
have learned how to make the same 
stuff—at low cost—in laboratories. 

What with wire screens, D.D.T., 
stick ‘em paper, and synthetic pyre- 

thrum, all combined, “Shoo-Fly 
Don' Bother Me” may eventually 
come to mean really something. 


EAT MORE SPUDS CAMPAIGN ¢ 

An energetic campaign is in pro- 
gress to encourage Americans to 
eat more spuds. 

The potato campaign has the 
heart-felt blessing of Uncle Sam, 
a kindly old fellow whose depart- 
ment of Agriculture feels the Irish 
potato famine of the early 1600's 
must have been a myth. 

The United States has been hay- 
ing just the opposite of a potato 
famine, and the official desire is to 
turn the situation into a feast. Led 
by the U-S National Potato Coun- 
cil, efforts are being made to per- 
suade folks to eat potatoes with 
every meal and serve them as be- 
tween-meéal snacks. All the laud- 
ible purpose of using up the ter- 
rific amount of -puds remaining 
from the 1948 American harvest be- 
fore they all have to be taken over 
under the nation’s support program. 

But, plague it, 1949 spuds are 
already on the market. And the 
bigger customer for them is Uncle 
Sam himself, He has already. 
bought more than 37-thousand bu- 
shels of early spuds grown in Flor- 
ida. They are being bought in the 
support program at the rate of 
three dollars and 20 cents a bush- 
el. 

Thus, there's hardly any sign that 
growers intend to relent. Having 
become accustomed to large acr- 
eages, they seem to be content to 
grow just as many as during the 
war years. — confident they can 
make money even if they get no 
more than 60 percent of parity. — 
(BUP). 


GARDENING HINTS FOR THE 
COMING SEASON 
Cleaning up: 

Fire is a good friend of the 
Gardener in cleaning-up and get- 
ting ready for the new season but, 
like all drastic remedies, it can 
also be abused. 

As soon as the snow goes, or pos- 
ibly even before, it is a good thing 
to get all old weeds, brush and dry 
Grass cleared away and burned. 
While some of this may rot down 
into humus, if handled properly, 
the dryer stuff takes a lot of time 
to disintegrate and usually st con 
tains a lot of weed seeds that are 
best destroyed, 

Where at all possible burning 
should be done where the ashes can | 
be worked into the soil. These 
ashes contain a little potash which 
ds one of the essential fertilizer ma- 
terlals. A good supply of the’same 
can be obtained when the ashes 
from the fireplace, especially where 
hardwood is burned are spread over 
the soil. Coal ashes on the other 
hand, have not much value as a 
fertilizer but they will help open 
up heavy soil, 


FOR THE COMPOST HEAP: 

Later on when growth starts, 
green weeds, leaves and other trash, 
should all be piled up in a corner 
of the garden, covered with a few 
layers of soil and, if obtainable, 
some manure. If watered occasion- 
ally and perhaps treated with some 
of the special humus-making chem- 
fcals this material will break down 
rapidly and make the finest sort | 
of garden soll. Most experts regard 
the compost pile as an essential part 
of their gardens. Almost anything | 
that will rot can be {neorporated. 
Where the pile is Jarger it can be | 
screened with some quick-growing 
annuals or some permanent shrub- 
bery. 


MINIATURE GREENHOUSES: 
In recent years there have ap- 
peared on the market little waxed 
paper caps, In shape and size these 
resemble the old-fashioned straw 
hat or “cow breakfast.” By using 
them the gardener can get a fort- 
night to a month start with such 
things as mellons, tomatoes, cab- 
bage and other tender plants that 
normally cannot be set outside un_ 
til all dpnger of frost is over. | 
Lttle beds about a foot across 
are made, the seeds sown or the 
plants set out and then the whole 
is covered with the paper cap, an- 
chored fast with a bit of soil or a 
stone or two. In these beds too can | 
be planted very early a bit of let- | 
tuce or a few radishes. The paper 
cap acts as a greenhouse, protect- 
ing from late and even severe frosts | 
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‘ “THE POST” 
SOMETIUNG WILL GROW 
No matter how unfavorable the 
location there is some flower, vege~ 
{able or shrub that Will thrive in it. 
Some flowers, vegetables and cer- 
fain varieties of grass actually 
prefer shade, some want acid soil 
rather than sweet, some like heavy 
clay better than loam or sand, The 
{hing in planning is to consider 
these special likes and dislikes, then 
to select those plants that suit ones 
special locations, 

Most vegetables, however, are 
pretty keen on a generous amount 
of sun, but they have distinct likes 
and dislikes in the matter of soil. 
For deep-rooted carrots, potatoes, 
etc., 1 is important that the soils 
be fairly loose at least a foot down. 
Certain types prefer sandy soil to 
clay. But not matter what the 
soll 1s to start with by a Ubtle plan- 
ning and care one can change it 
fairly easily.

Proper attention at this time 
not only assures the economic pro- 
duction of milk, but also the con- 
tinued foundation of the dairy herd 
by developing strong, healthy caly_ 
es. 

Good herd management should 
allow for a dry period of one to two 
months between lactations during 
which the dairy cow can be built 
up for the succeeding lactation. 
Cows freshening at twelve-month 
intervals give the most economical 
annual milk yield. 

At the Central Experimenta] Farm. 
Ottawa, says V. S. Logan, cows are 
bred to freshen at the same time 
each year, permitting ten months 
recorded production and approxim- 
ately two months dry. This ideal 
procedure is not always possible in 
the case of difficult breeders. 

Some livestock farmers feed a 
liberal amount of grain during the 
latter part of the lactation, to build 
the cows up in condition, and then 
feed good quality roughage without 
grain during the dry period. A 
probable difficulty with this pro- 
cedure is that persistent milkers 
will be harder to dry off while re- 
ceiving grain. 

Dry cows at the Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, are fed good 
quality legume, or mixed legume 
silage. These are fed at the rate 
of one pound of hay and three 
daily for 
each hundred pounds of body 
weight. Thus a 1,200 pound cow 
would receive 12 pounds of hay 
and 36 pounds of silage daily. Ex- 
cept for cows in run-down condit- 
jon, no grain is fed until from two 
tp three weeks prior to freshening. 
Cows that are reduced in flesh are 
fed a grain mixture of 4 parts 
ground oats, 4 parts ground barley, 
1 part wheat bran, and I part lin- 
seed oi] meal. Minerals are added 
at the rate of pound of bone meal 
and 1 pound of salt to each one 
hundred pounds of meal mixture. 
As the cows approach parturition 
the proportion of bran is increased 
to make a more laxative mixture. 
Thus a ration of 3 parts each of 
ground barley and 
wheat bran, and one part of lin- 


seed oj] meal together with above | 


rate of minerals is quite satisfact- 
ory. At parturition a bran mash, 
made by scalding six or eight 
pounds of bran and fed warm, may. 
replace the grain mixture for the 
first three or four days after

When on pasture dry cows re- 
quire no additional grain as a rule, 
Plenty of exercise and a good water 
supply is needed for cows in the 
late pregnant stage. Avoid expos- 
ure to slippery footing, crowding 
with other cows, or movement 
through narrow passages or narrow 
doorways,

‘Radium Limited’ Rolls 
With Clinic’s Hot Cargo

Cleveland, O,—(NEA)— Radium 
Limited, the only special train of 
its type in the world, has begun 
handling “hot cargo” in the radia_ 
tion laboratory at Cleveland Clinic. 

Dr. Otto Glasser, famed Clinic 
medical physicist, installed the toy 
train to protect technicians handl- 
ing radium compounds needed for 
treatment of cancer patients and 
for research work. 

The model equipment operating 
over a 21-foot right of way Is iden- 
tical to that sold for home rail- 
roads throughout the nation. 

It has been trimmed down, how- 
ever, to only the electric locomo, 
tive and flat car for its special job. 
The flat car carries a lead-lined 
container, 

The “hot cargo” is radon, a radio- 
active gas produced by the basic 
supply of radium in the Clinic la- 
boratory. 

The original radium, which will 
still retain half of its present power 
at the end of 1600 years, is not used 
in medical treatment. 

Physicists draw off the activated 
radon gas produced by the radium, 
seal it in tiny glass tubes, place 
these in brass or gold containers, 
and then measure the strength of 
the radiation thrown off. 

Radon radiation consists chiefly 
of gamma rays, similar to X-rays 
but with greater penetrating power. 
‘When used properly these gamma 
rays can destroy diseased cancer 
tissue without injuring normal tis- 
sue, 

Unlike radium, radon gas loses 
haif of its power in less than four 
days. The radon “seeds” are not 
very active when first sealed in 
gas, but hit their peak strength 
four hours later.

That is why Dr. Glasser introduc- 
ed the miniature train, operated by 
remote control, to transfer the rad- 
on gas to the measuring unit when 
gamma rays reach their peak. 

Up until now Bernard* Tautkins, 
Clinic technician, and three asso- 
ciates have been placing the radon 
gas in thick lead-lined containers, 
and carrying them by hand. 

The miniature train carrying its 
own lead-lined container will furth- 
er eliminate radiation danger for 
the technicians. 

Tautkins said he and his fellow 
workers would continue to work on

their present schedule, only one 
week out of four in close contact 
with any of the radiation. This ts 
to protect them from an exposure 
beyond the body's ability to toler- 
ate.

Additional protection for workers 
handling all types of radioactive 
elements may be provided later, he 
predicted, through automatic load- 
ing and unloading devices for the 
flat car, and by a pneumatic tube 
to deliver the radon “seeds” to the 
hospital, surgery. 


‘Smoky City’ Gets Its Face Cleaned Up

Pittsburgh —(NEA) —Pittsburgh 
isn’t smoky any more. Airline pilots 
using Allegheny County airport, say 
they fly through a ring of smog 
into a clearing—which is Pitts- 
burgh.

“Smoky City” is part of a big, act 
ive civic program in which a lot of 
the best people are working hard. 
But most of them say that the 
king-pin of the program in many 
respects is Richard K. Mellon. 

The active head of the vast Mel- 
lon interests 1s given this credit’ 
partly because of his great influ- 
ence, but perhaps even more be- 
caunse, civic leaders say, he has 
been farsighted enough to act a- 
gainst what —at first glance — 
seemed to be his own financial in- 
terests. 

When the big soft coal interests 
threatened Lo balx the ctlv's smoke 
prevention program, insiders say, 
Mellon instructed spokesmen for 
his coal companies to back the pro- 
gram, When the Pennsylvania 
Railroad argued that \t could not 
afford to substitute diesel locomo- 
tives for steam in the area, Mellon 
a substantial stockholder, 's credit- 
ed with “dragging them nto the 
program by the heels.” 


With such co-operation, the city 
of eterna) night began enforcing an 
ordinance that forbids anybody — 
householder or industrialist—burn- 
ing soft coal unless he has an aut- 
omatic stoker.

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Passing of the DC-3 
Mourned Like Model T —

New York—(NEA)— The famous 
old DC-3, “workhorse of the air 
lanes,” {sy on the skids, and all over 
the civilized world airmen are be- 
moaning its passing as men haven't 
wept about a vehicle since Ford 

stopped making the Model T. 


‘The good old “Dizzy Three” is be- 
ing tossed into the ash can this 
spring by American Airlines, big- 
gest of domestic carriers. Other 
major lines will soon replace their 
DC-3's too, mostly with 40_passen- 
ger, 340-mile-an-hour Convairs and 
Martin 202's. 

But canny planemaker Donald 
Douglas says it’s too soon to cry, 
The “Old Doug” hasn't stopped fly- 
ing yet, and he’s all ready to re- 
vamp it to keep it in the air for a 
long time to come. 

More DC-3s have been built than 
any other single plane—more pro- 
bably, in fact, than of all other 
passenger-type planes put together. 
More millions of men and women 
have flown in DC-3s than in any 
other plane—perhaps more than in 
all other planes combined. 

It was “Old Doug.” designed to 
fly peaceful passengers around the 
United States, that fed, fueled and 
provided ammunition for the Am- 
erican forces across the Rhine for 
weeks until bridges could be built. 

Some of the stories told about the 
DC-3 would be unbelievable if 
they were nop confirmed. Its cly- 
ilian version is a 21 - passenger 
plane, which pilots took up with 
2500 pounds of payload. Yet in it a 
Colonel Haynes flew 75 persons out 
of Burma in a pinch. Capt. Harold 
Sweet flew 61 from Chungking to 
India after coolies had patched 
more than 1000 Jap bullet-holes 
with canvas cut from a missionary’s 
awning. Tropical rains loosened 
the patches, and they blew off— 
but the plane made India, whistl- 
ing so loud that an Army major on 
the ground sald, “We could hear 
you coming 50 miles away.” 

About 11,000 DCs were built and 
about 6000 stll are flying all over 
the world.

You would think that the man 
who wrote the words to that mon- 
strous ditty called “Cement Mixer”

Instead, the guilty critter — a 
chap named Lee Ricks—has gone 
and hammered out another hit 
tune, a song which revolves in 
your head like a pinwheel and ev- 
entually causes just as much ab- 
rasion. 

He wrote the words to go with 
notes of music slapped together by 
a mad West coast musician, Slim 
Gaillard. The song Js called “Down 
by the Station.” 

Lee recalls that Slim Gaillard 
called him the day Sllm finished 
writing the music and said: “I got 
us a new song .. -let’s call {t Down 
by the Station.” 

Lee said he thought that was a 
reasonable suggestion, and then ask- 
ed Gaillard what st meant. Slim 
replied “man, I don’t know, I just, 
wrote it.” 

You get used to that sort of 
thing when you associate with mus- 
iclans, so Lee went right ahead and 
wrote the lyrics. They include such 
lines as “see the little puffer bellies 
all in a row.” and “see the station 
master turn the little handle, Chug, 
chug, toot, toot, . . . off we got.”

Ricks likes to feel that all his ag- 
onies are over, but his saner mind 
tells him he’s just dreaming. He 
knows what is In store for a friend 
of his who wrote a tune soon to be 
released. It's called “I Know He's 


Gone for Good, 'Cause he Walked 
out with his Shoes on.” This melody 
is to be given its premier at a

Cleveland, O. — (NEA) — Four 
hundred representatives of organ- 
ized Protestantism will meet in 
Cleveland March 8 to 11 to study 
major issues threatening world 
peace and what America’s church- 
es can do to chart a realistic Christ- 
jan course of action. 

One of the biggest Protestant 
gatherings in the post-war era, the 
session will have delegates from 57 
denominations and allied religious 
groups embracing more than 35,000,- 
000 members. It is sponsored by 
the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, comprising 24 
Protestant and three Eastern Orth- 
odox churches, as the National 
Study Conferences on the Churches 
and World Order. 

Major topics at the conference, 
which will be keynoted by John 
Foster Dulles, U.S. delegate to the 
UN, include the North Atlantic Se- 
curity Pact, the increase of East- 
West tensions, the deadlock in ne- 
gotiations over world control of at- 
omic energy, and the Far Eastern 
crisis involving China and Indon- 
esia. 

Dulles, long associated with the 
Federal Council's Christian ap- 
proach to international affairs, re- 
cently returned from Paris where 
he was acting head of America's 
UN delegation.

op of Missouri, who will preside, 
said the conference was called be- 
cause the churches have recognized 
the need to appraise and clarify 
Christian strategy in the light of 
grave threats to peace and world 
order that have developed. 

Two previous conferences, Bishop 
Scarlett pointed out, haye had a 
great effect in crystalizing church 
opinion. 

The Delaware Conference in 1942 
set forth moral and spiritual bases 
for a just and lasting peace. The 
first Cleveland Conference in 1945 
offered nine recommendations to 
strengthen the Dumbarton Oaks 
proposals, which were influential in 
shaping the UN Charter at San 
Francisco. 

Probably the best-known state- 
ment of the churches’ stood on 
moral principles in the World Ord- 
er is the “Six Pillars of Peace,” en- 
dorsed by Christian leaders from 12 
countries. It calls for a contin- 
ual UN collaboration, international 
agreement on economic and finan- 
cial acts of national governments, 
provision for an organization to 
adapt the treaty structure of the 
world to changing conditions, aut- 
onomy for subject peoples assured

‘Incurably Backward? Nonsense’ 
At Her Mississippi Clinic, Dr. Bernardine Schmidt 


Works to Prove No

University, Miss. — (NEA)— Dr. 
Bernardine Schmidt insists that 
there is no such thing as an incur- 
able “feeble-minded” child. She 
is proceeding to prove her point at 
her clinic for backward children at 
the University of Mississippi, per- 
haps the only one of its kind in 

the world. 

To the clinic each week come 12 
children, some so “hopeless” that 
they cannot walk or talk. Because 
of the limited number of ‘the ap- 
pointments she and her, assistants 
can handle, and because the de- 
mand for admittance from all over 
the world ts so great, Dr. Schmidt's 
clinic has a three-month backlog. 

The 12 youngsters are given many 
tests, in a friendly way that relax- 
es them. They are tested for sight 
and hearing, since such mechanical 
difficulties are frequently confused 
with low mentality. They are tes- 
ted for their ability to get along 
with other children. They are tested 
for muscular coordination, for ap- 
titude, for intelligence. 

From the data collected, Dr. 
Schmidt maps out a rogram of 
tralning at home and at school for 
parents and teachers. 

Before coming to Mississippl, Dr. 
Schmidt taught special classes of 
problem children in Chicago. It 
was during that stretch that she 
concluded that every child—even 
those born with the condition known 
as Mongoloid — has-a chance to 
lead a normal life. 

One of her star pupils there was 
Mongoloid, with the typical Orien- 
tal appearance and broad head. 

“He was 12 years old when his 
mother brought him to me,” she 
says. ‘He had so little coordina- 
tion that he could hardly stand and 
could say only two words: ‘cup’ 
and ‘saucer.’ I remember how 
proud his mother was because it 
had taken her only five years to 
teach him to say ‘saucer.’ He was 
seven before hep could say ‘cup’.” 

The last time Dr. Schmidt saw 
him, he was in his early twenties. 
At that time he was a traveling 
stock clerk for a Chicago firm and 
was supporting his family with his 
earnings. He drove a truck in ma- 
king deliveries and kept account 
books. He had also become normal 
in appearance,

Of the 254 children she taught in 
Chicago, 91.8 per cent advanced out 
of the feeble-minded class, and al- 
most 60 per cent became “normal” 
in intelligence. Over one-quarter 
finished high in school, and well 
over three-quarters had jobs. 

Dr. Schmit, a slight, 32-year- 
old woman who graduated from 
Chicago Teachers’ College when she 
was 15 and opened a school for 
backward children because she was 
too young to get a regular teaching 
job,-is particularly incensed at 
some psychologists who give up. 

She points out thai! they will an- 
nounce, after giving a child a test, 
that his LQ. is so low that he ts 
“hoplessly feeble-minded.” 

An LQ, rating can change, she 
says, like  tevaperature reading. 
Just because a person had a fever 
of 102 is no proof tha{ he'll have 
that temperature forever, and an 
1.Q. of 30 can also change with pro- 
per care. 

“We haven't had any cases that 
were hopeless,” she says. “We never 
say any case \s hopeless. We just 
start In with the person and work,” 

Even children with physical ab- 
normalities that ordinarily brand 
them as feeble-minded for Ife are 
not without hope. 
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“We have just assumed on the 
basis of physical appearance that 
these types were congenital morons 
and made no altempt to teach 
them anything.” Dr. Schmidt says. 

Those with damaged brains can 
be corrected, with another portion 
of the brain taught to take over the 
duties of the damaged section. 

In the Special Education Clinic 
here, no attempt is made to teach 
or train the children and grown- 
ups brought to it. 

The work 1s confined to diagnos- 
is—tests for hearing and sight, mus_ 
cular coordination, aptitudes, social 
adjustment, and intelligence tests. 
Then Dr Schmidt and her asslst- 
anls map out a program of train- 
ing at home and at school, for par- 
ents, relatives and teachers. 

Today more than 50 schools in 
the United States have on their 
staffs teachers trained by Dr. 
Schmidt In the education of feeble- 
minded and “problem” children, 

She {is concentrating her energy 
on training teachers as rapidly as 
possible. She emphasizes that 
they must have a sound foundation 
in elementary education. To bulld 
that foundation, Dr. Schmidt and 
her three assistants run the clinie 
as extra work, wilhout pay.
